1952. 

To  accomplish  this  the  receipts  of  the 
Central  Treasurer  of  Benevolences  of 
money  to  be  divided  according  to  the  per- 
centage of  the  Presbytery  must  reach  al- 
most $17,000.00  in  the  last  quarter  of  the 
church  year. 

Every  one  of  the  thirty  active  congrega- 
tions in  the  Presbytery  has  made  a  contri- 
bution since  April  1,  1951,  through  either 
their  church  budget,  or  the  gifts  of  the 
women,  or  both.  The  total  gifts  from  the 
Churches  to  December  31,  1951,  was  as 
follows:

Asheville  Presbytery  has  laid  special  em- 
phasis on  regular  giving  through  each  local 
church  budget  to  "Regular  Benevolences," 
as  this  is  the  only  channel  through  which 
the  average  Church  can  give  to  over  one- 
half  of  the  benevolent  causes,  as  less  than 
half  of  the  causes  receive  any  special  offer- 
ings. 

The  amount  of  $55,000.00  was  set  by 
the  Presbytery  as  the  goal  for  giving 
through  this  means  in  1952-1953.  This 
amount  was  apportioned  to  the  Churches 
on  the  basis  of  their  actual  giving  record 
of  the  past  five  years.  The  amount  appor- 
tioned to  each  Church  becomes  the  official 
"Askings"  for  the  next  church  year  unless 
a  change  is  requested  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Presbytery  in  January.

mittee was  named  to  nominate  the  per- 
sonnel of  all  the  vacancies  at  the  Spring 
Meeting  of  the  Presbytery.

Thomas,  Rev.  H.  B.  Dendy,  Rev.  Robert  A. 
Potter,  J.  J.  Stone,  and  E.  G.  Roberts. 

Rev.  W.  W.  Preston  was  named  Director 
of  the  Young  People's  Conference  and  the 
time  of  June  16-21  was  set  for  the  confer- 
ence at  Montreat.

General  Competitive  Scholarship 
Contest 

What  Are  The  King  College 
Competitive  Scholarships? 

Several  scholarships  are  offered  in 
1952  to  high  school  seniors.  Each  may 
be  retained  for  four  years  at  King 
College  if  the  student's  grades  and 
conduct  are  satisfactory.  The  first 
scholarship,  of  a  maximum  value  of 
$1,500.00,  amounts  to  full  tuition  for  a 
day  student  or  to  $375.00  annually  for 
a  boarding  student.  Three  other 
scholarships  are  of  $1,000.00  each,  or 
$250.00  annually.  There  may  be  as 
many  as  five  third  rank  awards,  each 
of  $150.00  a  year.  Any  or  all  of  these 
awards  may  be  withheld  if  there 
should  not  be  qualified  applicants. 

Who  May  Compete? 

Any  boy  or  girl  who  is  a  high  school 
senior  during  1951-52. 

What  Must  An  Applicant  Do? 

Each  student  who  desires  to  compete 
for  a  King  College  scholarship  should 
write  to  the  address  given  below  for 
an  application  form,  fill  it  out,  and  re- 
turn it.  It  must  be  postmarked  not 
later  than  February  15,  1952. 

How  Will  The  Scholarships 
Be  Awarded? 

The  awards  will  be  based  upon  scho- 
lastic ability  (as  shown  by  high  school 
records  and  by  special  tests) ,  promise 
of  useful  leadership,  and  evidence  of 
Christian  character.  The  examinations 
will  be  given  at  King  College  on  Sat- 
urday, February  23,  1952,  at  9:00

So  you  are  going  to  be  asked  to  share  in 
underwriting  the  program  of  your  Church 
in  the  Every  Member  Canvass.  Do  you 
know  WHY  this  opportunity  is  being 
placed  before  you? 

It  is  because  YOU  as  an  individual  Chris- 
tian have  a  personal  obligation  to  Jesus 
(Christ,  your  Saviour,  to  obey  His  last  com- 
mand: "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

There  are  limitations  on  what  each  indi- 
vidual can  do.  No  one  person  can  be  in  two 
places  at  one  time.  No  one  person  can  do 
more  than  his  own  limited  part  even  in  the 
place  where  he  is. 

BUT  the  co-operative  effort  of  all  Chris- 
tians, in  the  name  and  through  the  agency 
iof  His  Church,  can  do  great  things  for 
(Christ. 

The  organized  Church  has  a  wide  respon- 
sibility at  home  and  abroad  in  this  total 
program.  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me 
both  in  Jerusalem  (your  home  church), 
and  in  Judea  (your  presbytery),  and  in 
;Samaria  (the  General  Assembly),  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth  (world 
missions.") 

Beyond  the  limits  of  the  local  congrega- 
tion the  work  of  the  organized  Church  is 
dedicated  to  bearing  witness  to  the  Cross 
of  Christ  in  many  ways.  The  support  of 
these  various  means  is  through  support  of 
the  "Benevolent  Budget." 

This  support  usually  comes  from  the 
local  congregation  in  two  ways.  There  is 
first  the  giving  in  lump  sum  through  the 
regular  offering,  the  contribution  going  to 
the  Central  Treasurer  of  Benevolences  for 
division  among  ALL  the  causes  in  the  ap- 
proved Presbytery's  Budget,  with  a  fixed 
percentage  to  each.  There  is,  second,  the 
giving  to  specific  causes,  in  some  special 
offering,  or  the  gift  of  the  individual  who 
desires  to  give  to  some  special  cause. 

When  the  individual  clearly  marks  his 
gift  for  a  "special  cause"  and  it  reaches 
the  Central  Treasurer  of  the  Presbytery, 
the  total  amount  of  the  gift — without  any 
deductions  whatever — goes  to  that  cause. 

In  the  support  of  "Regular  Benevo- 
lences," local  congregations  adopt  one  of 
two  ways  (sometimes  with  slight  varia- 
tions) to  participate  in  this  organized 
effort  to  see  that  all  the  causes  share  pro- 
portionately. 

Some  Churches  adopt  some  definite  sum 
to  be  remitted  monthly  or  quarterly.  Some 
Churches  set  aside  a  definite  percentage  of 
the  total  receipts,  and  in  the  latter  case  the 
benevolent  causes  share  in  the  larger  giv- 
ing of  the  Church  PROPORTIONATELY. 


This  is  particularly  true  when  the  church 
officers  conclude  that  if  they  have  a  defi- 
nite amount  set  as  a  goal,  then  the  obliga- 
tion to  the  benevolent  causes  is  met  when 
that  amount  is  given,  no  matter  how  much 
additional  contributions  may  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  people. 

Regardless  of  the  method  that  is  used, 
the  challenge  to  adequately  support  the 
Benevolent  Causes  of  the  Church  is 
strengthened  when  you  know  to  what  you 
are  giving.  For  this  reason  Our  Mountain 
Work  presents  the  causes  that  have  been 
approved  by  Asheville  Presbytery  in  the 
Benevolent  Budget  for  1952-53. 

This  Budget  was  approved  after  certain 
steps  had  preceded  its  consideration. 

First,  the  General  Assembly  adopted  a 
budget  for  each  of  the  causes  supported  by 
the  WHOLE  Church.  (The  amount  actually 
adopted  was  only  three-fourths  of  the 
amounts  set  forth  by  the  agencies  as  ap- 
proved and  needed  work.) 

Second,  the  Synod  of  Appalachia  adopt- 
ed a  budget  which  represented  the  Synod's 
share  of  the  Assembly's  Budget,  and  then 
added  the  amounts  deemed  wise  for  causes 
which  look  to  the  whole  Synod  for  support. 

Finally,  Asheville  Presbytery  adopted  as 
large  a  part  of  the  budget  of  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia  as  was  possible  in  the  light  of 
the  giving  records  of  the  Churches,  and  in- 
cluded the  minimum  needs  of  causes  that 
look  ONLY  to  Asheville  Presbytery  for  a 
share  in  the  benevolent  giving  of  the  peo- 
ple. 

The  resulting  figures  represented  the 
MINIMUM  needs  for  all  of  the  causes. 
These  figures  were  submitted  to  the 
Churches — on  the  basis  of  the  actual  giv- 
ing records  (not  membership)  of  each 
Church  for  the  past  five  years.  Each 
Church  was  asked,  through  the  Board  of 
Deacons  and  Session,  to  place  a  definite 
amount  before  the  local  congregation  in 
the  Every  Member  Canvass,  with  the  pur- 
pose of  seeing  that  the  money  given  for 
this  item  in  the  budget  is  forwarded  to  the 
Central  Treasurer  of  Benevolences,  for  dis- 
tribution among  all  the  causes  on  a  per- 
centage basis. 

The  causes  that  are  dependent  on  this 
giving  of  the  Churches  are: 

General  Assembly  Causes: 

World  Missions,  including  Overseas  Relief. 

Church  Extension,  including  Home  Mis- 
sions, Evangelism,  Negro  Work,  Radio, 
and  Christian  Relations. 

Annuities  and  Relief,  support  of  retired 
and  needy  ministers,  their  families,  and 
widows  and  orphans  of  ministers. 


Christian  Education,  including  the  educa- 
tional program  of  the  local  Church,  and 
of  educational  institutions  of  the  Church 
and  work  of  the  campus  of  other  educa- 
tional institutions. 

The  General  Fund,  which  is  not  an  agency 
in  itself,  but  a  clearing  house  for  contri- 
butions to  a  number  of  essential  agen- 
cies which  for  practical  purposes  are 
grouped  together:

It  should  be  noted  that  certain  of  these 
causes  receive  "Special  Offerings"  during 
the  year.  MOST  of  them  do  not  have  any 
"special  offering"  except  in  some  unusual 
circumstances. 

Unless  you  and  your  Church  are  giving 
through  the  fund  that  is  divided  on  a  per- 
centage basis,  you  are  not  sharing  in  ALL 
the  approved  benevolent  causes  of  the 
Church. 
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PLANS  MADE  TO  PROMOTE 
RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 


Committe  Holds  Meeting 
Plans  Year's  Work 


The  Religious  Education  Committee  of 
the  Presbytery,  of  which  Rev.  W.  G.  Tho- 
mas is  the  chairman,  met  at  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Asheville,  on  January  10 
and  set  in  motion  definite  plans  for  the  new 
church  year. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Lime  was  named  Director  of 
the  Pioneer  Camp  and  the  date  of  June  9- 
14  was  set  for  the  Camp.  (It  was  found 
that  many  schools  were  closing  on  June  3.) 

The  tentative  date  for  the  Young  Peo- 
ple's Conference  has  been  set  for  June  16- 
21,  to  follow  the  Synod's  Conference. 

Announcement  was  made  by  Rev.  I.  N. 
Ellis,  Synod's  Director  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion, that  there  would  be  three  or  four  Va- 
cation Bible  School  Institutes  in  the  Pres- 
bytery sometime  during  April.  Details  will 
be  carried  in  a  later  issue  of  Our  Mountain 
Work. 

The  Sub-committee  on  Leadership  Train- 
ing was  authorized  to  plan  for  a  Leader- 
ship School  to  be  held  at  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  fall.  Rev.  P.  N.  Gre- 
sham  is  the  chairman. 


E.  G.  Roberts  reported  on  the  progress 
of  the  Men  of  the  Presbytery.  They  plan  a 
Presbytery-wide  Rally  in  the  spring  and 
propose  that  the  newly  elected  officers 
shall  visit  each  Church  in  the  Presbytery 
during  the  year. 

Special  emphasis  on  Christian  Family 
Week,  May  4-11,  was  planned,  under  the 
direction  of  Rev.  R.  A.  Potter. 

The  committee  voted  to  ask  Presbytery 
to  set  its  budget  up  as  a  separate  unit  and 
provide  for  a  spending  budget  of  $1,300.00, 
as  follows:  Young  People's  Conference 
$400.00  ($368.85);  Pioneer  Camp  $300.00 
($260.25)  ;  Vacation  Bible  Schools  $300.00 
($280.00);  Leadership  Training  $200.00 
($150.00);  Miscellaneous  $100.00 
($75.00).  The  amounts  in  parentheses  are 
the  actual  amounts  spent  for  each  item 
during  1951.

The  Men  of  Asheville  Presbytery  have 
sponsored  the  project  of  putting  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen  at  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage on  a  basis  of  efficiency  and  with  a 
rating  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  sec- 
ond to  none  in  the  State. 

As  previously  reported  the  kitchen  was 
enlarged,  the  floor  reinforced  and  the  in- 
terior remodeled  for  better  service.  The 
dining  room  has  been  attractively  redecor- 
ated and  new  overhead  lighting  installed. 

The  dishwasher  is  the  gift  of  the  Men  of 
the  First  Church,  Asheville.  It  is  to  be  fully 
equipped  and  installed  for  service. 

The  freezor  locker  is  being  planned  by 
the  Men  of  the  First  Church  of  Henderson- 
ville.  It  will  afford  storage  space  for  frozen 
foods  and  relieve  the  home  of  a  regular 
charge  for  the  rental  of  freezor  locker 
space  elsewhere. 

To  January  1,  1952,  the  men  had  spent, 
according  to  Dr.  C.  D.  Thomas,  Treasurer, 
the  sum  of  $5,260.65.  There  are  still  some 
items  of  equipment  to  be  purchased  and 
the  men  have  a  reasonable  balance  in  the 
bank  that  will  take  care  of  at  least  a  part 
of  this  equipment.

PASTORATE  FOR  WORK 

NEAR  GASTONIA 


Rev.  B.  Hoyt  Evans 

Rev.  B.  Hoyt  Evans,  pastor  of  the 
Franklin  Presbyterian  Church  since  1946, 
requested  Asheville  Presbytery  at  its  meet- 
ing on  January  15  for  a  letter  of  transfer 
to  Kings  Mountain  Presbytery,  to  become 
pastor  of  the  Union  Presbyterian  Church 
near  Gastonia. 

Coming  straight  to  the  Franklin  pas- 
torate from  graduation  at  Princeton  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Mr.  Evans  led  his  con- 
gregation in  an  aggressive  way.  The  mem- 
bership of  the  Church  has  increased  about 
75  percent  and  the  congregation  has  erect- 
ed an  adequate  educational  building  at  a 
cost  of  some  $30,000.00. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Home  Mission 
Committee  a  request  from  this  Church  for 
aid  on  paying  the  last  $2,000.00  of  their 
debt  was  under  consideration  to  enable  the 
Church  to  assume  full  self-support. 

With  the  combination  of  the  home  Sun- 
day School  and  an  Outpost  at  the  old  Mor- 
rison Church  building,  the  total  enrollment 
is  approximately  150,  making  a  total  Sun- 
day School  enrollment  in  excess  of  the 
church  membership.

CORRECTION  PLEASE!! 
It's  Asheville  .  .  . 
Not  Nashville  .  .  . 

Some  weeks  ago  the  church  press  carried 
a  story  about  the  five  Presbyteries  in  the 
General  Assembly  that  had  merited  a  cer- 
tificate for  enlisting  Churches  with  more 
than  90  percent  of  the  membership  of  the 
Presbytery  in  "Our  Tithing  Adventure." 

Included  in  the  list  as  printed  was  an 
error  naming  "Nashville"  when  it  should 
have  been  "Asheville"  as  having  a  score  of 
92.  This  had  been  announced  at  the  Nash- 
ville Men's  Convention,  and  was  carried  by 
Our  Mountain  Work  in  our  issue  of  No- 
vember, 1951. 

The  Director  of  Public  Relations  of  the 
General  Council  graciously  promised  a  cor- 
rection of  this  error,  but  the  correction  did 
not  reach  The  Presbyterian  Survey  in  time. 
The  January  issue  of  The  Survey  (Page 
52)  fails  to  name  Asheville. 

Included  in  the  list  is  Knoxville  (90.5%) 
Presbytery,  giving  Appalachia  two  of  the 
five.  Other  Presbyteries  are:  Dallas 
(100%);  Potosi  (99%);  Louisville 
(93.3%).

MESSAQES  FROVfl  HOUR  REPRESERTATIVES  OR  THE  FOREIQR  FIELD 

---     Extracts  From  Their  Letters,  or  Something  About  Them     --- 


From  Equador: 

(A  leaflet  issued  by  the  United  Andean 
Indian  Mission,  under  four  participating 
Boards  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  Evangelical 
and  Reformed  Church,  and  United  Bre- 
thren Church.) 

More  and  more  as  the  fame  of  kindness 
at  Picalqui  spreads,  the  Indians  of  the 
countryside  have  grown  to  believe  that 
they  can  be  cured  or  at  least  find  some  re- 
lief for  bodily  ills.  From  seven  miles  east 
or  west  they  come.  Clinic  records  show 
average  monthly  treatments  as  272,  and 
335  different  persons  in  a  single  quarter  is 
not  unusual. 

Visiting  doctors  have  sometimes  given  a 
day  a  month  at  the  Mission.  During  one  of 
these  visits  a  Cayambe  doctor  treated  76 
patients  in  a  day. 

The  non-professional  staff — whether  en- 
gaged in  religious  or  agricultural  ac- 
tivities— do  all  they  can  to  alleviate  suffer- 
ing. 

Laura  Mabee,  experienced  in  medical  aid 
through  service  with  the  Canadian  Air 
Force,  goes  on  horseback  with  her  little  kit 
to  answer  the  call  for  help.  One  day  an 
aged  Catholic  priest  dispatched  a  mes- 
senger with  orders  to  bring  her  to  him,  and 
for  some  time  thereafter  she  made  a  daily 


call,  nursing  him  through  pneumonia,  back 
to  health.  He  became  her  friend. 

At  last  our  prayer  is  being  answered: 
Dr.  Donald  Dilworth  has  been  appointed  to 
fill  the  post  of  resident  doctor. 

About  The  Henderlites: 

(A  letter  from  Miss  Ruth  B.  Collette,  a 
close  friend  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Langdon 
Henderlite.  Mrs.  Henderlite  died  on  Sep- 
tember 14,  1951.  Mr.  Henderlite  arrived  by 
plane  in  New  York  on  September  20, 
1951.) 

But  in  her  last  illness  she  did  something 
so  important  that  I  want  to  tell  you  about 
it.  The  nurses  were  impressed  with  her  co- 
operation, cheer  fulness  and  patience. 
Every  day,  after  she  got  well  enough, 
Langdon  and  she  had  their  family  altar,  as 
was  always  their  custom,  Langdon  in  his 
adjoining  room,  where  he  was  laid  up  with 
a  fractured  hip.  Often  the  prayers  were 
made  in  Portuguese  so  the  nurses  would 
understand.  One  of  the  nurses  was  so  af- 
fected with  the  demonstration  of  faith  that 
she  saw  about  her  that  she  said  she  had  be- 
come a  Christian  and  was  definitely  plan- 
ning to  make  a  profession  of  faith  in 
Christ.  Courtney  said  a  few  days  ago:  "It 
has  all  been  worth  it,  if  it  has  won  someone 
for  the  Lord."  That  is  really  witnessing  by 
one's  life. 


This  is  what  I  wanted  you  to  know.  It  is 
the  most  important  thing  that  can  be  said 
for  a  Christian,  that  in  her  death  she 
brought  life  to  another  soul. 

From  The  Watts: 

Some  of  you  know  that  we  are  drawing 
near  the  end  of  our  four-year  term,  and,  if 
plans  are  carried  out,  we'll  be  in  Richmond, 
Va.,  the  latter  part  of  November.  Our  re- 
servations have  not  come  through,  but  we 
hope  to  get  away  the  latter  part  of  October 
or  early  November,  and  will  probably  be 
on  the  way  three  weeks  or  more.  Our  ad- 
dress will  be:  1208  Rennie  Avenue,  Rich- 
mond 27,  Va.,  while  on  furlough.

A  REAL  MOUNTAIN  ORPHANAGE    CHRISTMAS    IN    1951 

Christmas  began  at  Mountain  Orphanage 
on  the  Friday  before,  when  the  Girl  Scout 
and  Brownie  Troops  from  Canton  gave  a 
party  for  the  smaller  children.  Then  on 
Saturday  the  nurses  at  Oteen  V.  A.  Hos- 
pital arranged  a  party  for  the  smaller  chil- 
dren, who  were  taken  there  by  bus.  On 
Christmas  Eve  all  the  children  gathered  in 
the  gymnasium  to  receive  presents  that  had 
been  placed  around  the  Terry  Memorial 
Tree.  Mrs.  Terry  had  sent  funds  for  the 
staff  to  purchase  gifts.  A  Christmas  Story 
film,  contributed  by  Mrs.  S.  M.  Bittinger, 
was  shown,  with  the  assistance  of  Ross 
Taylor. 

On  Christmas  morning  the  children  in 
each  cottage  arose  to  find  gifts  around  the 
cottage  Christmas  Tree.  These  gifts  were 
from  each  to  the  other  and  from  families 
and  outside  individuals. 

The  youngsters  had  scarcely  finished 
opening  these  early  morning  gifts  when 
they  were  called  to  the  living  room  in  the 
dormitory,  where  a  large  tree  had  been  set 
up  and  hundreds  of  packaged  gifts  from 
special  groups  and  individuals  had  been 
placed.  Among  these  were  numerous  pack- 
ages which  had  been  selected  and  gift- 
wrapped  by  the  patients  and  staff  of  the 
Swannanoa  V.  A.  Hospital,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Chaplain  James  E.  Rodgers.  He 
had  obtained  a  list  of  names  a  month  be- 
fore as  a  part  of  his  plan,  now  in  its  second 
year,  of  interesting  the  veterans  in  this 
Christmas  activity. 

After  a  brief  address  by  Superintendent 
Harry  E.  Barkley  and  an  appropriate 
prayer  by  Chaplain  Rogers,  these  leaders 
passed  out  the  presents,  assisted  by  Ho- 
ward Russell,  farm  manager. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Chaplain 
Rogers  traces  his  interest  in  students  at 
the  Orphanage  to  his  former  status  as  a 
student  in  the  Methodist  Orphanage  in  Ra- 
leigh. He  feels  that  his  plan  of  enlisting 
the  co-operation  of  V.  A.  Hospital  patients 
is  stimulating  to  them.  They  get  interested 
in  making  the  students  happy  at  Christmas, 
enlist  the  assistance  of  the  nurses,  workers 
and  others  to  do  the  necessary  shopping  for 
them.  They  make  it  a  sort  of  family  pro- 
ject, and  Chaplain  Rogers  thinks  they  do  a 
good  job,  both  for  themselves  and  for  the 
young  folks  at  the  Orphanage  in  this  way. 

After  the  gifts  had  been  selected  and 
gift-wrapped,  they  were  displayed  at  the 
V.  A.  Chapel  on  Sunday,  December  16.  At 
the  devotional  service  on  that  day,  J.  E. 


Darby,  in  the  name  of  the  patients  and 
staff  of  the  hospital,  turned  over  the  gifts 
to  Superintendent  Barkley  for  delivery  at 
the  appropriate  tme  to  the  Orphanage  stu- 
dents. 

Among  the  gift  donors  were  the  Wood- 
men of  the  World  and  the  army  units  sta- 
tioned at  Fort  Bragg.  Last  year  the  army 
had  invted  nearby  orphanage  children  to 
Fort  Bragg  for  a  Christmas  Party,  and  that 
experience  led  the  army  to  enlarge  its  pro- 
gram this  year  to  include  all  the  or- 
phanages in  the  State,  in  number  about  27. 
The  plan  was  followed  of  again  inviting  the 
nearby  orphanage  children  to  Fort  Bragg 
and  of  visiting  all  the  other  orphanages  by 
helicopter,  as  has  been  reported  by  the 
press.  The  state  of  the  weather  preventing 
helicopter  delivery  to  Mountain  Orphanage, 
the  army's  gifts  were  sent  by  truck  and  ar- 
rived on  time. 

Candy  and  other  sweets  were  the  gift  of 
John  E.  Love,  Curtiss  Candy  distributor. 
Miss  Catherine  Mourning,  Black  Mountain, 
retired  army  nurse,  provided  the  turkeys 
for  Christmas  dinner.  One  dozen  cases  of 
fruit  and  a  case  of  candy  were  given  by  a 
Mr.  Pearman,  Donald,  S.  C,  whose  interest 
was  aroused  upon  hearing  about  the  Or- 
phanage through  his  daughter,  a  friend  of 
Josephine  Packett,  a  former  student,  now 
at  Erskine.

Institution  Is  Incorporated 
Information  Asked 


On  January  19,  1904,  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith, 
D.D.,  then  Superintendent  of  Home  Mis- 
sions in  Asheville  Presbytery,  committed  a 
group  of  children  to  the  motherly  care  of 
Mrs.  E.  H.  Bales,  in  a  four-room  cottage 
on  Crabtree  Creek  in  Haywood  County. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  the  home  that 
was  to  be  called  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
after  it  was  moved  to  its  present  home 
near  Black  Mountain  in  1922. 

The  home  was  moved  to  Balfour  within 
a  few  years  and  was  known  as  the  Balfour 
Orphanage.  Here  it  served  hundreds  of 
needy  children  until  moved  to  its  present 
site  in  1922.  At  the  three  locations  it  has 
provided  a  Christian  hame  to  well  over  a 
thousand  boys  and  girls  from  Western 
North  Carolina. 

The  Orphanage  has  been  the  object  of 
the  prayers  and  gifts  of  countless  thou- 
sands of  friends  in  and  out  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  From  time  to  time  thought- 
ful Christians  have  remembered  this  insti- 
tution in  their  wills  as  well  as  given  gener- 
ously during  their  lifetime. 

The  institution  was  incorporated,  sep- 
arate and  apart  from  the  Home  Mission 
Committee,  in  1947,  and  the  legal  name 
now  is:  "The  Mountain  Orphanage,  Inc." 

Our  Mountain  Work  is  anxious  to  com- 
plete list  of  those  who  have  assisted  in  the 
work  of  this  home,  both  in  Haywood 
County,  at  Bafour  (Henderson  County) 
and  at  the  present  location.

From  The  Andersons: 

The  Evangelistic  School  closed  two 
weeks  before  the  Day  School.  We  had 
planned  to  have  the  graduation  of  the 
second-year  men  in  the  evening,  but  it 
rained  too  hard,  so  we  had  to  postpone  it 
till  morning.

After  the 
exercises  the  Reinholds  left  with  a  truck- 
load  of  Moma  students.  Then  Mr.  McLean 
loaded  the  big  Lubondai  truck  with  Lu- 
bondai students  and  their  families.  As  they 
pulled  out  they  all  started  singing  a  Gospel 
hymn.  It  made  a  lump  come  up  in  one's 
throat.  Here  were  folks,  heathen  a  few 
years  ago.  Now  after  two  years  of  inten- 
sive training,  ready  to  go  out  as  Evangel- 
ists to  their  own  to  try  and  pass  on  the 
news  of  Life  in  Christ. 

From  Susan  Currell: 

This  is  a  month  of  special  evangelistic 
effort  for  all  of  the  Churches  in  Kochi.  In 
our  own  little  Church,  five  young  people 
were  baptized  lately.  Both  last  Sunday  and 


yesterday,  our  living  room,  which  becomes 
the  Church  Sanctuary  on  Sunday,  was  so 
crowded  that  I  sat  in  the  pantry  and  Miss 
Buckland  in  the  bedroom.  We'  were  not 
alone  at  all  in  the  strange  way  we  had  of 
attending  church.  This  may  show  you  how 
much  we  need  our  Seiwa  Mission  School 
buildings  and  another  missionary  home. 

From  Sarah  Dixon: 

Last  week  we  went  over  to  a  "4,ittle  vil- 
lage about  20  minutes  by  jeep-ands>then  3D' 
minutes'  walk  to  show  the  slides  on  the 
Life  of  Christ.  We  got  to  the\eh.d  of  the 
road  and  there  awaited  us  about  six  strong 
fellows  to  carry  the  generator  for  the  pro- 
jector up  the  hill  to  the  village.  I  think  all 
of  the  200  inhabitants  of  that  village  show- 
ed up  to  see  the  slides  there  in  the  plaza 
under  the  stars.  It  was  thrilling  to  see  how 
eager  these  people  were  to  hear  the  story. 
They  sat  for  two  hours  on  the  ground  lis- 
tening and  watching  and  still  were  asking 
for  more.  It  was  probably  the  first  time 
most  of  these  people  had  ever  heard  the 
Gospel.  The  sad  part  of  the  story  is  that 
there  are  so  many  more  villages  like  this 
one,  and  no  one  to  carry  the  Gospel  to 
them,  and  not  enough  workers  to  follow-up 
the  work  that  has  begun.  Won't  you  pray 
that  the  Lord  will  answer  our  plea  for 
evangelistic  couples  to  serve  in  these 
places?

The  ar- 
rival of  the  dishwasher  made  all  of 
the  girls  happy  because  it  did  away 
with  our  having  to  wash  the  dishes  by 
hand.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the 
time  when  we  get  our  built-in  cabinets, 
so  stacking  the  dishes  on  tables  will  be 
eleminated.

$79,000.00  IS  GIVEN  1951-52 
BY  THIRTY  CHURCHES 


>,000.00  Increase  Goes  To 
General  Benevolences 


Every  one  of  the  Thirty  acti 
churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery  partici 
pa  ted  in  giving  $79,000  to  Benevolences 
through  the  office  of  the  Central  Treas- 
urer during  the  year  ending  1951-1952, 
an  increase  of  $17,000  over  the  previous 
year. 

Of  this  total  $45,000  was  sent  in  to  be 
divided  according  to  the  directive  of  the 
Presbytery,  an  increase  of  over  $5,000 
over  the  previous  year,  and  $34,000  was 
sent  in  designated  for  one  or  more  par- 
ticular causes. 

A  report  of  the  receipts  from  Churches 
and  the  amounts  disbursed  to  each  cause 
is  shown  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  Our 
Mountain  Work. 

Presbytery  asks  that  all  gifts  from  all 
churches  that  are  intended  for  any  of 
the  causes  of  the  Presbytery,  Synod  or 
General  Assembly,  be  cleared  through 
the  Central  Treasury.  All  gifts  that  are 
designated  will  go  to  the  object  for 
which  given  without  any  deductions  of 
any  nature.  (The  only  exceptions  to  the 
above  are  gifts  of  the  Women  to  White 
Cross  and  their  Birthday  Offering,  which 
should  be  sent  to  the  individual  desig- 
nated in  the  organization  of  the  Women 
of  the  Church  of  Asheville  Presbytery.) 

Presbytery  took  an  action  at  its  Oc- 
tober (1951)  meeting  that  appears  to 
have  reduced  its  Askings  for  Benevo- 
lences from  $90,000  to  $55,000  for  the 
Church  year  1952-1953.  The  distinction 
lies  in  the  fact  that  the  first  figure  in- 
cludes "Special  Offerings"  and  the  latter 
figure  does  not. 

Presbytery  is  asking  in  1952-1953  that 
the  churches  send  the  Central  Treasurer 
gifts  in  the  amount  of  $55,000  to  be  di- 
vided among  the  causes  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  Presbytery.  This  is  a 
challenge  increase  of  $10,00  over  the  ac- 
tual gifts  of  1951-1952. 

The  basis  of  distribution  of  this  money 
will  mean  an  increase  of  approximately 
$2,000  for  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
and  $1,000  to  Presbytery's  Home  Mis- 
sions. 

There  are  a  number  of  the  causes  that 
will  need  supplemental  gifts,  if  the  total 
needs  are  met.  Some  of  these  are  includ- 
ed in  the  "Special  Offerings"  asked  by 
the  Presbytery,  Synod  and  Assembly  dur- 
ing the  year:

COMMITTEE  WILL  SPONSOR

MINISTER  TO  BE  CALLED 


Acting  On  Unanimous  Vote 
/SS      Of  Officers  Of  The 
Asheville  First 


Definite  plans  to  open  a  new  work  in 
North  Asheville  and  to  employ  a  minis- 
ter to  serve  this  field  have  been  approved 
by  the  Home  Mission  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  at  the  unanimous 
request  of  the  officers  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

The  work  will  be  a  home  mission  pro- 
gram of  the  Presbytery,  but  the  com- 
mittee has  placed  it  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  session  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church.  A  minister  has  been 
approached  concerning  the  work  and  it 
is  hoped  that  a  definite  announcement 
can  be  made  regarding  him  in  the  next 
issue  of  Our  Mountain  Work. 

The  property  formerly  occupied  by 
the  Asheville  Biltmore  College  at  Mer- 
rimon  and  Gracelyn  was  purchased  in 
the  summer  of  1949,  comprising  an  area 
of  4.6  acres  with  a  large  brick  building 
and  a  frame  structure.  The  plant  has 
been  leased  to  the  Asheville  Country 
Day  School  which  has  been  operating 
there  since  September  of  that  year. 

By  agreement  with  the  school,  the 
property  will  be  available  for  church 
purposes  every  Sunday  during  the  school 
year,  during  the  entire  summer,  and  on 
week-nights  during  the  school  year  on  an 
agreed  schedule  that  will  not  interfere 
with  the  school  activities. 

The  brick  structure  has  adquate  space 
for  a  full  educational  program  and  the 
frame  building  can  be  used  for  worship 
services  with  a  seating  capacity  of  per- 
haps three  hundred  people. 

It  is  expected  that  active  work  will 
start  not  later  than  July  1st,  and  that  the 
minister  employed  will  give  his  full  time 
to  the  development  of  the  work  at  this 
point.

ANNUAL   BUDGET   OF  WOMEN 
NEW  CONTINGENT  FEES 


The  Women  of  the  Presbytery  have 
an  annual  budget  to  care  lor  the  over- 
head needs  of  the  organization,  includ- 
ing the  cost  of  annual  meetings  and 
other  matters  itemized  in  the  budget. 

Each  local  organization  is  asked  to 
give  a  proportionate  amount  toward  this 
budget  to  carry  on  this  work.  Mrs.  H.  E. 
Lamb,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, presented  a  budget  of  $500.00  to 
the  Bryson  City  meeitng  which  was 
adopted. 

The  Budget,  together  with  the 
amounts  assigned  to  each  local  group,  is 
printed  below  for  general  information. 
These  "contingent  fees"  are  reported 
annually  as  a  part  of  the  "current  ex- 
penses" of  the  local  group. 

The  Synodical  sponsors  a  scholarship 
at  Stillman  College,  which  calls  for  gifts 
of  $390.00  for  the  current  church  year. 
Each  local  Women  of  the  Church  group 
is  asked  to  contribute  $3.00  to  this  fund. 
It  provides  for  the  expenses  of  one  stu- 
dent at  Stillman  each  year. 

The  goal  of  $1.00  per  member  (or 
$2,986.00  from  the  Women  of  the  Pres- 
bytery) is  set  for  the  Birthday  Offering 
in  May.

Orphanage  Budget 


The  Women  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
plan  to  honor  the  memory  of  Chan 
Gordon,  for  a  number  of  years  an  en- 
thusiastic and  active  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Mountain 
Orphanage,  by  individual  gifts  of  ONE 
CENTS  A  MEAL,  over  and  above  all 
other  contributions,  from  as  many  wom- 
en as  possible  in  all  local  churche.s  for 
the  current  expense  budget  of  The 
Mountain  Orphanage. 

The  plan  was  proposed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Presbyterial  at  Bryson 
City,  by  Mrs.  F.  A.  Plummer,  after  full 
approval  by  the  trustees  and  by  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery.  Mrs.  Plummer,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  launched  the  move- 
ment in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  the  cur- 
rent income  in  1951  was  $1,664.02  less 
than  actual  operating  expenses  of  the 
orphanage. 

Some  one  in  each  circle  is  asked  to 
present  the  plan  which  calls  for  those 
participating  setting  aside  the  equiva- 
lent of  ONE  CENT  A  MEAL,  or  ap- 
proximately ninety  cents  a  month  to 
supplement  the  income  of  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage.

Only  3  Outpost  Schools 


The  unofficial  tabulation  of  members 
of  the  thirty  two  churches  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  shows  a  net  gain  of  222  mem- 
bers in  1951-1952  and  a  total  gain  of 
1 ,645  members  in  the  past  eight  years  or 
thirty  percent. 

The  Sunday  School  enrollment  for 
the  same  period  has  increased  twenty 
percent  or  886,  to  a  total  of  4,732  on 
April  1,   1952. 

Asheville  Presbytery  stands  at  the  bot- 
tom in  Appalachia  Synod  in  the  num- 
ber of  "Outpost  Sunday  Schools."  In 
1951  Abingdon  Presby tery  reported  32 
outposts,  Holston  28,  Knoxville  16  and 
Asheville  only  2.  This  year  there  are 
three  outpost  Sunday  Schools,  and  in 
addition  there  is  one  outpost  preaching 
point. 

The  schools  are:  Lakey's  Gap,  con- 
ducted  for   a   number   of  years   by   the 


Black  Mountain  Church;  Morrison,  for- 
merly an  organized  church,  now  oper- 
ated as  an  outpost  by  the  Franklin 
Church;  and  an  outpost  organized  in 
Hendersonville  in  the  fall  of  1951.  The 
minister  at  Hayesville  preaches  once  a 
month  at  Union  Hill,  a  union  Sunday 
school  now  operating  on  the  site  of  a 
Presbyterian  "outpost"  that  was  a  part 
of  the  work  of  the  resident  pastor  at 
Hayesville  in  1856.  At  that  time  the 
Hayesville  Church  reported  four 
"preaching  points"  in  Clay  County.

Edward  G.  Roberts  reported  on  the 
t  >  final  effort  of  the  Program  of  Progress 
campaign  in  the  Tithing  Adventure.  He 
called  attention  to  the  sudden  death  of 
Clarence  A.  Johnston,  head  of  the  Pro- 
gram of  Progress  work  of  the  Assembly 
and  the  Presbytery  ordered  a  letter  of 
sympathy  sent  to  his  family. 

The  Executive  Secretary  made  an  oral 
report  and  submitted  treasurer's  reports 
for  The  Mountain  Orphanage,  and  The 
Home  Mission  Committee  which  were 
adopted.  The  oral  report  on  the  Central 
Treasury  referred  to  the  April  issue  of 
Our  Mountain  Work  for  detailed  in- 
formation as  to  the  source  and  disburse- 
ment of  $79,484.93,  an  increase  of  $15,- 
000  over  the  preceding  year. 

Presbytery  voted  approval  to  a  tenta- 
tive plan  to  be  presented  to  the  Women 
of  the  Presbytery  which  would  distribute 
"mite-boxes"  to  as  many  individuals  as 
possible,  asking  for  contributions  of  "one 
cent  per  meal"  for  the  operating  cost  of 
The  Mountain  Orphanage. 

Rev.  C.  G.  Davis  reported  for  the 
Home  Mission  Committee,  presenting  a 
budget  for  the  year  1952-1953  which  was 
approved.  The  budget  also  provides  an 
increase  of  three  hundred  dollars  a  year 
for  each  regularly  employed  minister  re- 
ceiving any  part  of  his  salary  from  the 
committee,  and  also  provides  $2,000  to 
start  the  work  in  North  Asheville  (re- 
ported as  a  news  item  in  the  April  issue 
of  Our  Mountain  Work)  .

STATISTICAL   REPORT   OF   CHURCHES    FOR    YEAR    1951-1952 

We  regret  that  the  transposition  of  type  in  the  make-up  of  the  statistical  re- 
port in  the  April  issue  certain  figures  of  the  Murphy,  Robbinsville,  Swannanoa, 
Svlva,  and  Waynesville  Churches  were  out  of  place.  We  are  reprinting  that  part  of 
the  table  that  related  to  these  errors.  Also  we  are  printing  the  totals  which  were 
not  shown  in  April.  The  report  from  Highlands  was  received  too  late  to  be  includ- 
ed in  April. 

In  the  line  for  Black  Mountain  it  was  stated  that  the  church  would  send  $100 
to  "Budget  Benevolences."  This  should  have  been  on  the  line  for  Bethel.  The  Black 
Mountain  church  sends  proportionately,  but  did  not  indicate  the  total  amount  to 
be  anticipated  for  the  year.  Their  correct  figures  are  below.

Bible  School  Institutes  and  the  Synod's 
Young  People's  Leadership  School. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Corwin,  for  the  committee 
on  Christian  Education,  reported  twelve 
candidates  for  the  Ministry  in  Asheville 
Presbytery,  with  two  more  to  be  received 
at  the  July  meeting.  One  of  the  twelve, 
Robert  R.  Collins,  will  be  examined  at 
that  meeting  with  a  view  of  ordination. 

Miss  Elsie  Hayes,  President  of  the 
Women  of  the  Presbytery,  gave  a  sum- 
mary of  that  work.  The  Presbytery  ex- 
pressed appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
women.  A  statistical  report  is  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

An  increase  of  approximately  $2,000 
in  gifts  to  World  Missions  by  the  Presby- 
tery was  reported  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Pres- 
ton, and  it  was  also  reported  that  the 
Joy  Gift  offering  for  Ministerial  Relief, 
alone,  was  in  excess  of  the  total  asked 
by  the  General  Assembly  and  Synod  for 
that  cause. 

The  stewardship  report,  made  by  Rev. 
J.  C.  Lime,  indicated  that  the  Presbytery 
was  within  $200  of  the  total  share  of  the 
Stonewall  Jackson  Debt  fund  of  the 
Synod.  It  was  ordered  that,  after  the 
$200  had  been  paid  the  remainder  assign- 
this  cause  in  the  budget  be  transferred 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  Assembly. 

The  Stated  Clerk  was  authorized  to 
complete  his  official  report  to  the  Gen- 


eral Assembly.  Our  Mountain  Work 
prints  the  statistical  totals  based  on  the 
unofficial  reports  tabulated  in  the  April 
issue. 

Approval  of  an  overture  from  the 
Malvern  Hills  Session  urging  Christians 
to  exercise  their  voting  obligations  in 
political  elections  was  voted,  and  an 
overture  from  the  Arden  Session  was 
ordered  sent  to  the  General  Assemmly 
asking  for  a  re-arrangement  of  the  times 
for  "special  offerings"  in  the  light  of  a 
proposed  change  of  the  church  year  to 
take  effect  January  1,  1954. 

In  deciding  to  go  to  Etowah  in  July, 
the  Presbytery  confirmed  a  previous  ac- 
tion. Because  two  candidates  are  defi- 
nitely planning  to  ask  for  examinations 
for  ordination,  and  the  possibility  of  a 
third,  it  was  ordered  that  the  program 
committee  arrange  appropriate  times  on 
the  docket  for  the  sermons  of  these  young 
men,  using  the  time  for  the  opening  ser- 
mon for  this  purpose. 

The  opening  sermon  of  retiring  Mod- 
erator J.  D.  Smith,  was  on  "Repentance," 
based  on  the  text,  "Today  shalt  thou  be 
with  me  in  paradise."  Rev.  W.  W.  Pres- 
ton and  Rev.  W.  M.  Fountain,  conduct- 
ed the  Communion  Service,  assisted  by 
Ruling  Elders  C.  L.  Kizer,  Harry  E.

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CONFERENCE-CAMP  1952 
CLOSE  WEEK  OF  WORK 


Two  hundred  and  four  young  people 
of  24  churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
attended  the  Pioneer  Camp,  Senior-Hi 
Conference  and  Synod's  Young  Peoples' 
Leadership  School  in  June,  making  an 
increase  for  the  camp  and  Synod's  school 
and  a  decrease  of  eight  at  the  conference 
over  the  1951  records. 

The  twenty-three  who  attended  the 
Synod's  Leadership  School  composed  a 
large  percentage  of  the  youth  council, 
together  with  representatives  from  eight 
churches.  This  was  an  increase  from  the 
eight  who  attended  in  1951.  Assisting  in 
the  Synod's  school  were  Miss  Jeanie 
Ogilvie,  D.  R.  E.,  Asheville  First,  Rev. 
W.  G.  Thomas  and  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure, 
D.  D.,  of  the  Presbytery. 

The  Pioneer  Camp  at  Camp  Hope  in 
Haywood  County  had  the  largest  en- 
rollment in  the  six  years  it  has  been  held 
at  this  place  and  registered  99  from  20 
churches.  With  a  staff  of  fourteen,  un- 
der the  leadership  of  Rev.  ].  C.  Lime, 
these  campers  engaged  in  activities 
1  which  included  Bible  study,  following 
the  "Quest  Programs,"  interest  groups 
studying  the  stars,  nature  in  various 
ways,  crafts  and  hobbies. 

The  Senior-Hi  Conference,  formerly 
known  as  the  Young  People's  Confer- 
ence, had  an  enrollment  of  83,  against 
90  delegates  in  1951,  with  50  of  these 
!  attending  for  the  first  time.  There  were 
five  enrolled  as  third  year  delegates  and 
27  there  for  the  second  year. 

The  conference  featured  two  class 
periods  each  day,  "work-shops"  in  which 
the  organization  of  the  Senior-Hi  Fel- 
lowship was  studied,  recreation,  a  period 
in  charge  of  the  council  for  discussion 
of  youth  work  and  activities,  and  a  daily 
inspirational  service  at  which  Rev.  C. 
Oner  Davis,  D.  D.,  brought  the  message.

FOWLE   AND    CUNNINGHAM   SPEAK   AT    RICHMOND    MEETING 

Rev.  James  L.  Fowle,  D.  D.,  of  Chattanooga,  and  Rev.  John  R.  Cunningham, 
D.  D.,  of  Davidson,  were  speakers  at  the  Mid-Century  Convocation  at  Union  Sem- 
inary, December  4,  5,  1951.  Their  addresses  were  reported  in  the  1952  Spring  is- 
sue of  the  Seminary  Bulletin  as  follows: 


God  has  never  placed  a  premium  on 
ignorance,  Dr.  James  L..  Fowle,  Chatta- 
nooga pastor  and  vice-moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  told  an  audience  of 
over  4,000  at  the  Mosque,  Tuesday  even- 
ing, December  4,  following  the  Town 
Meeting  broadcast. 

Our  Presbyterian  Church  has  always 
believed  in  education  and  given  its  lead- 
ership a  proper  training  of  heart  and 
mind  and  then  sent  them  out. 

But  to  man  the  fields  and  furnish  the 
'secretaries  and  missionaries,  it  will  take 
nearly  a  thousand  more  ministers  right 
now.  I  am  proud  to  be  an  alumnus  of 
Union  Seminary.  Now  is  the  time  for  its 
friends  to  come  to  its  aid  to  double  the 
number  of  men  she  is  sending  out. 

God  has  blessed  us  in  the  South  with 
■a  growth  unprecedented.  In  the  past  five 
"years,  our  Church  has  grown  over  twice 
as  fast  as  ever  before.  We  have  organized 
more  than  one  new  church  a  week  for 
the  past  five  years,  and  the  number  of 
candidates  for  the  ministry  has  almost 
doubled  in  the  past  five  years.  We  can 
reach  the  hearts  and  minds  of  people,  it 
we  have  the  leaders. 

"The  bottleneck  of  our  work  is  our 
need  for  ministers,"  he  concluded.  If 
there  ever  was  a  need  for  men  to  lead  in 
spiritual  things  it  is  right  now.  "God 
help  us  to  support  this  fine  institution  in 
order  that  effective  leadership  may  be 
trained  for  the  Lord." 


"The  first  educational  responsibility 
of  the  Church  is  the  training  of  her 
ministry,"  President  J.  R.  Cunningham, 
of  Davidson  College,  said  in  his  address 
to  the  523  official  delegates  at  the  Con- 
vocation Dinner  in  the  Jefferson  Hotel, 
Tuesday  evening,  December  4.  "Here  is 
the  most  relevant  and  fundamental  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Church  in  our  day." 

Introduced  by  Dr.  Lacy  as  a  former 
moderator,  as  past-president  of  a  sister 
seminary,  and  as  president  of  the  col- 
lege sending  more  men  into  the  ministry 
than  any  American  college,  Cunning- 
ham delineated  the  two  main  issues  of 
our  time  as  (1)  securing  a  rededication 
of  our  citizens  to  moral  and  spiritual 
integrity,  and  (2)  finding  a  way  to  world 
peace.  "Both  must  look  to  religious  mo- 
tivation for  their  solution,"  he  main- 
tained, and  fundamental  to  this  is  "the 
adequate  training  of  an  adequate  num- 
ber of  qualified  ministers  of  the  Gos- 
pel." 

After  indicating  that  most  seminaries 
have  their  largest  student  bodies  in  his- 
tory and  that  Union's  had  more  than 
doubled  in  five  years,  Dr.  Cunningham 
showed  that  "the  Church  is  growing 
faster  than  its  trained  leadership  and  the 
South  is  expanding  faster  than  the 
Church." 

"The  Synods  are  not  supporting  this 
seminary  as  they  should — and  indeed  as 
they  must  if  they  expect  her  to  continue 
her  fruitful  ministry  in  providing  the 
leadership  of  the  Church."

The  campaign  in  the  Asheville-Mor- 
ganton  area  will  begin  with  Seminary 
Sunday,  June  29,  when  members  of  the 
UTS  faculty  and  students  will  preach  in 
the  various  churches  in  this  area.  Co- 
chairmen  for  this  area  are  Dr.  J.  Rupert 
McGregor,  who  is  also  a  trustee  of  the 
Seminary,  and  Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis.  Co- 
chairmen  for  the  Synod  of  Appalachia 
are  Dr.  James  L.  Fowle  of  Chattanooga, 
and  Mr.  Allen  N.  Dryden  of  Kingsport. 

Two  new  professors  are  joining  the 
faculty  of  UTS— Rev.  William  B.  Ogles- 
by,  Jr.,  after  two  years  of  study  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  has  received  his 
doctor's  degree  in  the  field  of  counsel- 
ing, and  will  occupy  a  newly-created 
chair  of  Pastoral  Counseling.  Dr.  Ogles- 
by  formerly  held  pastorates  in  Louisiana 
and  Arkansas.  The  Reverend  Connolly 
C.  Gamble,  who  has  just  received  the 
Bachelor    of    Science    degree    from    the 


School  of  Library  Science  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Doctor 
of  Theology  degree  from  Union  Semin- 
ary, will  join  the  library  staff  as  assist- 
ant to  Dr.  Henry  M.  Brimm.  Dr.  Gam- 
ble served  as  a  chaplain  in  the  U.  S. 
Navy  in  World  War  II,  and  has  held 
pastorates  in  South  Carolina. 

At  its  graduation  exercises  May  20, 
Union  Seminary  conferred  degrees  on 
71  men.  This  is  not  only  the  largest 
graduating  class  in  the  history  of  Union 
Seminary,  but  also  the  largest  class  grad- 
uating from  any  seminary  in  the  South- 
ern Presbyterian  Church.  The  Com- 
mencement address  was  by  Dr.  Rupert 
McGregor.  Among  those  receiving  de- 
grees of  particular  interest  to  Asheville 
Presbytery,  was  the  Reverend  Everett 
Kennedy  Brown,  pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Bryson  City,  who  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Master  of  Theology; 
and  Mr.  Robert  Rives  Collins,  a  mem- 
ber of  Asheville  First  Church,  who  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divin- 
ity. Mr.  Collins  has  accepted  a  call  to 
become  the  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Sylva,  N    C. 

The  William  Monroe  Wicker  Award, 
made  possible  by  the  Young  Men's  Bible 


Class  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  in  memory 
of  a  former  student  of  Union  Seminary 
who  was  killed  in  action  in  World  War 
II,  was  presented  to  Herbert  Meza,  and 
is  made  annually  to  a  student  "whose 
fidelity  to  duty,  love  for  others,  and  de- 
votion to  Jesus  Christ  are  an  abiding 
inspiration."  The  Campbell  Scholarship 
was  awarded  to  Kemper  Sherwood  Mc- 
Kee,  who  is  doing  his  summer  field  work 
in  Richmond  at  the  17th  Street  Mission 
for  Negroes,  and  will  begin  his  senior 
year  at  Union  Seminary  in  September. 
The  E.  T.  George  Prize,  which  is  given 
annually  to  the  student  who  by  the  close 
of  the  first  cjuarter  of  his  middle  year 
has  shown  the  greatest  improvement  in 
the  speaking  voice  was  given  to  Charles 
King  Norville. 

Of  the  58  men  receiving  B.  D.  degrees, 
four  are  going  into  the  mission  fields  in 
the  Congo,  Japan,  Portugal  and  Korea;

Throughout  the  Synods  supporting 
Union  Seminary,  approximately  two 
thirds  of  the  areas  have  been  canvassed 
and  over  5,000  subscriptions  for  a  total 
of  $1,100,000  received.

Wilds,  D.  D.,  as  pastor  of  the  Hender- 
sonville Presbyterian  Church,  as  he  is 
ending  service  in  this  position  which 
covers  the  period  of  almost  thirty  years, 
has  been  the  subject  of  wide  spread  in- 
terest in  Asheville  Presbytery,  of  which 
he  has  been  a  member  this  long  period 
and  in  which  his  faithful  and  acceptable 
leadership  has  been  recognized  by  his 
brethren  in  the  ministry  as  well  as  by 
the  membership  of  the  churches.  It  is 
for  this  reason  that  the  writer  directs 
attention  to  the  career  of  Dr.  Wilds  in 
this  church  and  Presbytery. 

Dr.  Wilds'  resignation  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Hendersonville  congrega- 
tion and  accepted  with  expressions  of 
regret  because  of  his  purpose  to  retire 
from  the  active  ministry.  The  resigna- 
tion was  approved  at  the  recent  meeting 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  at  Etowah,  but 
will  not  become  effective  until  the  con- 
gregation has  secured  the  successor  of 
Dr.  Wilds.

After  serving  one  year  in  Lexington 
Presbytery,  in  Virginia,  the  Talbots 
went  to  P  e  i  p  i  n  g  ,  China,  moved  to 
Hschuowfu  in  1936  and  remained  in 
China  until  1941.  He  served  five  years 
as  a  pastor  in  West  Hanover  Presbytery, 
in  Virginia,  at  Elon  and  Mt.  Carmel 
churches,  and  while  there  developed  a 
mission  known  locally  as  the  "Indian 
Mission." 

Returning  to  China,  he  was  for  two 
years  at  the  city  of  his  birth,  Tsingiang- 
pu,  until  forced  to  return  permanently 
to  America.  For  the  past  three  years  he 
has  been  at  Blairs,  Va.,  where  he  has 
been  active  in  a  home  mission  field  seek- 
ing to  develop  a  remote  and  needy  field

The  Sunday  School  Bulletin  Board  of 
Scott's  Creek  Baptist  Church  of  Jackson 
County  tells  a  story  of  results,  and  re- 
flects the  interest  and  efforts  of  pastor 
and  people.

The  only  complete  blank  on  the  board 
indicated  that  there  were  no  NEW  mem- 
bers for  that  particular  Sunday.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  enrollment  of  483,  they  re- 
port an  extension  enrollment  of  6  and  a 
cradle  roll  of  24,  making  a  grand  total 
of  513.  And  they  report  98  members 
graded  100%  on  the  above  records,  for 
that  Sunday.

Bihles  brought  93  contributors,  fiO  pre- 
pared lessons,  79  staying  for  the  Morning 
Worship  service  and  an  offering  of 
$141.93.

There  is  reason  for  sincere  gratitude 
to  God  for  prompting  so  many  churches 
to  respond  to  the  benevolent  needs  of 
the  church  through  "Regular  Budget, ' 
i.  e. — the  fund  that  is  divided  among 
ALL  the  causes. 

The  Presbytery  adopted  a  budget  of 
$55,000  for  this  fund  in  October  of  last 
year,  and  when  the  year  ended  on  March 
31,  1952,  it  was  found  that  the  gifts  of 
the  churches  had  reached  $45,393.70, 
which  was  disbursed  among  the  causes, 
as  directed  by  the  Presbytery. 

The  goal  for  1952-1953  means  an  aver- 
age of  $4,583.33  per  month. 

The  receipts  for  the  first  lour  months 
of  the  church  year  averaged  $3,060,  from 
twenty-four  churches.  In  the  case  of  six 
of  these  the  contributions  came  from  the 
Women  of  the  Church,  meaning  that 
only  eighteen  churches  have  contributed 
through  their  Church  Treasurer. 

Presbytery's  Home  Missions  has  a  bud- 
get of  $30,000  lor  the  assistance  of 
thirteen  churcties  in  the  Presbytery,  and 
for  the  promotional  and  administrative 
work  of  the  Presbytery. 

The  Presbytery  has  assigned  33%  of 
the  totals  above  to  support  this  work.  If 
your  church  is  not  listed  above,  your 
church  has  not  helped  in  the  work  of 
Presbytery's  Home  Missions. 

The  Presbytery  has  assigned  22%  of 
the  totals  above  to  support  the  Moun- 
tain Orphanage.  On  the  basis  of  last 
year's    giving,    this    will    provide    about 


28%  of  the  operating  costs  of  the  Or- 
phanage. The  Orphanage  needs  this  full 
28%,  along  with  other  special  gifts  to 
balance  its  operating  budget. 

The  Presbytery  asks  that  every  church 
in  the  Presbytery  give  regularly,  through 
i he  Church  Budget,  to  the  "Regular 
Benevolences"  of  the  church.  It  is  the 
only  way  to  systematically  support  all 
the  agencies  of  the  Presbytery,  Synod 
and  General  Assembly.

There  may  be  other  Presbyteries  that  have 
a  like  record — or  even  better — but  at  this  writing  there  are 
forty  ministers  on  the  roll  divided  as  follows: 

Pastors  18;  Foreign  Missionaries  3;  Teachers  2;  Executives 
3;  Chaplains  2;  General  Evangelist  1;  Retired  or  Inactive  11, 
with  two  of  these  serving  as  Temporary  Supplies  within  the 
Presbytery. 

Twelve  of  the  forty-one  ministers  were  ordained  by  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery.  Of  these  five  were  Candidates  from  Asheville 
Presbytery.  (*)  Indicates  seven  of  these,  (**)  the  five  who 
were  previously  Candidates  from  the  Presbytery. 

Some  of  these  men  have  been  in  Asheville  Presbytery  con- 
tinuously since  ordination,  e.g.  Rev.  H.  B.  Dendy,  D.D.,  at 
Weaverville,  since  1922,  and  Rev.  K.  J.  Foreman,  D.D.,  since 
1921,  teacher  at  Davidson  and  Louisville. 

Some  of  them  have  returned  to  Asheville  Presbytery  after 
work  elsewhere,  e.g.  Rev.  P.  N.  Gresham,  at  Kenilworth,  or- 
dained at  West  Asheville  in  1918.

Twenty-two  Churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery  reported 
twenty-five  Vacation  Bible  Schools  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
over  1,800.  (The  division  of  the  total  for  Asheville  First  was 
not  available  at  press  time) . 

Robert  L.  Montgomery,  student  supply  at  Hayesville,  with 
the  assistance  of  Miss  Mary  Johnson  Stephens  and  local  help- 
ers conducted  two  schools.  In  the  morning  a  union  school  was 
held  at  Hayesville  and  in  the  afternoon  a  school  was  held  at 
Union  Hill  about  five  miles  from  Hayesville. 

The  Union  Hill  school  was  the  first  held  at  that  point.  The 
minister  at  Hayesville  has  been  preaching  at  Union  Hill  for 
some  years.  This  preaching  outpost  is  the  site  of  a  permanent 
work  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  long  since  abandoned  as  a 
denominational  outpost,  but  counted  as  one  of  four  preaching 
points  for  the  pastor  of  the  Hayesville  Church  approximately 
one  hundred  years  ago. 

The  Kenilworth  Church  conducted  a  negro  school  in  a 
church  in  their  neighborhood  and  the  Weaverville  church 
provided  helpers  in  a  negro  school  in  Weaverville. 

Hendersonville  conducted  two  schools,  one  in  the  Hender- 
sonville church  and  one  in  an  outpost  Sunday  School  organ- 
ized some  months  ago  in  another  part  of  the  city. 

As  far  as  Our  Mountain  Work  has  received  reports  ten 
of  the  churches  of  the  presbytery  did  not  have  a  vacation  Bible 
school  this  year.  The  table  shown  is  as  accurate  as  it  could  be 
made,  in  the  light  of  the  replies  to  requests  for  the  facts  shown 
therein.

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LOCAL  CHURCH  IS  EVIDENCE 
OF  WISE  LEADERSHIP

Dr.  Wilds  came  to  the  pastorate  of 
the  Hendersonville  church  almost  thirty 
years  ago,  having  now  only  about  nine 
months  of  service  remaining  to  complete 
that  period.  At  that  time  the  member- 
ship of  the  church  was  around  250;  and 
the  membership  has  grown  to  more  than 
700  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Wilds. 
The  church  plant  has  been  enlarged  and 
improved;  and  its  estimated  value  is 
now  around  $250,000. 

During  this  long  period  of  service, 
these  material  advances  have  not  been 
the  most  notable  achievements,  however, 
of  the  Hendersonville  church.  Dr.  Wilds 
has  been  a  most  faithful  and  successful 
leader  of  his  own  people,  and  in  the 
wider  scope  of  action  in  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery and  the  Synod  of  Appalachia.  He 
has  served  as  Moderator  of  the  Presby- 
tery and  Synod  and  as  member  and 
chairman  of  important  committees,  and 
as  a  trustee  of  Davidson  College. 

Dr.  Wilds  was  graduated  from  David- 
son; the  Columbia  Seminary,  and  stud- 
ied at  Union  Seminary  in  Richmond, 
where  he  received  the  degree  of  1).  D. 
He  is  recognized  as  a  minister  of  careful 
training  and  unusual  attainments  and  a 
preacher  of  The  Word  of  great  ability. 

Dr.  Wilds  is  a  native  of  Columbia, 
S.  C,  and  before  coming  to  Henderson- 
ville had  served  churches  in  Plant  City, 
Fla.,  and  in  Fayetteville  and  Lexineton, 
N.  C. 

Perhaps  the  most  heartening  and  en- 
couraging feature  of  the  ministry  of  Dr. 
Wilds  is  that,  at  the  dose  of  his  thirty 
years'  pastorate,  he  may  be  assured  that 
the  outlook  for  continued  growth  of  the 
Hendersonville  church  and' expansion  of 
its  program,  and  for  steadily  enlarging 
service  in  the  Kingdom,  is  assured,  as  the 
people  strive  for  these  ends  under  the 
direction  of  the  Divine  Leader  of  the 
Church    Universal. 

During  his  ministry  in  Hendersonville 
Dr.  Wilds  has  made  a  contribution   of

such  supply  work  as  may  be  open.  His 
resignation,  to  take  effect  when  his  suc- 
cessor is  secured,  puts  the  church  in  the 
unique  position  of  avoiding  any  period 
"without  a  pastor"  and  gives  Our  Moun- 
tain Work  the  opportunity  of  recogniz- 
ing his  outstanding  leadership  while  he 
still  bears  the  relationship  of  pastor  of 
the  Hendersonville  church. 

Ruling  Elder  J.  T.  Fain  united  with 
the  Hendersonville  church  about  two 
years  after  Dr.  Wilds  became  pastor.  He 
was  elected  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  con- 
gregation within  a  year  and  has  been  in- 
timately associated  with  Dr.  Wilds  since 
that  time.  Our  Mountain  Work  has 
asked  Mr.  Fain  to  write  of  Dr.  Wilds' 
ministry. 

In  a  personal  tribute  by  letter  to  Our 
Mountain  Work,  Mr.  Fain  writes,  "I 
recognize  him  for  the  able  minister  and 
fine  gentlemen  he  is.  Through  the  years 
we  have  been  not  only  pastor  and  elder, 
hut  warm  personal  friends.  His  decision 
to  end  his  pastorate  here  is  one  of  great 
personal  regret  to  me." 

Only  one  minister  in  the  Presbytery, 
now  active  in  his  work  has  had  a  contin- 
uous relationship  to  Asheville  Presby- 
tery longer  than  Dr.  Wilds,  Rev.  H.  B. 
Dendy,  D.  D.,  of  Weaverville,  was  Or- 
dained and  Installed  pastor  of  the  Dill- 
ingham Presbyterian  Church  approxi- 
mately one  year  prior  to  the  installation 
of  Dr.  Wilds  at  Hendersonville. 

One  other  active  minister  has  had  a 
longer  ministry  in  the  Presbytery.  Rev. 
Paul  N.  Gresham  was  ordained  and  in- 
stalled at  West  Asheville  in  1918,  went 
to  Savannah  Presbytery  for  five  years 
and  returned  to  be  the  first  pastor  of  the 
Kenilworth  Church.

Hendersonville,  and  Rev.  C.  Grier  Da- 
vis, D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  Asheville,  as  co-chairmen.  It 
included  a  Mid-Century  Dinner  with  150 
in  attendance  at  which  Rev.  Ben  R.  Lacy, 
I).  D.,  president  of  the  seminary  spoke. 

The  purposes  of  the  campaign  were 
both  to  inform  the  churches  of  the  na- 
ture and  work  of  the  seminary,  and  of 
the  urgent  need  of  expansion  of  facilities 
to  care  for  a  student  body  twice  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  present  buildings.  It  was 
also  pointed  out  that  the  trend  was  for 
even  larger  student  bodies  and  ol  the 
great  need  of  ministers  in  the  fast  de- 
veloping southern  states. 

At  the  present  time  the  campaign  in 
the  supporting  synods  of  Appalachia, 
North  Carolina,  Virginia  and  West  Vir- 
ginia lias  resulted  in  gifts  and  subscrip- 
tions of  approximately  $1,200,000  to- 
ward needs  estimated  as  a  minimum  of 
$2,500,000.  Approximately  one  third  of 
the  area  is  to  be  approached  in  the  fall 
of  1952,  including  Charlotte,  Winston- 
Salem,  Fayetteville,  areas  in  North  Caro- 
lina and  the  vicinity  of  Richmond.

Presbyteries  for  the  past  two  church 
years  and  rates  the  Synod  of  Appalachia 
as  10th  in  the  17  synods  and  the  Presby- 
teries of  Knoxville  8th,  of  Holston  43rd, 
of  Asheville  57th  and  of  Abingdon  74th, 
out  of  a  total  of  85  presbyteries,  when 
based  upon  the  total  gifts  of  the 
churches. 

On  gifts  to  Benevolences  as  a  whole, 
the  Synod  rates  2nd,  and  the  Presby- 
teries: Knoxville  2nd,  Holston  8th,  Ashe- 
ville 50th,  and  Abingdon  65th. 

On  the  gifts  to  Assembly  Causes  only, 
the  Synod  rates  2nd,  and  the  Presby- 
teries: Knoxville  1st;  Holston  31st;  Ab- 
ingdon 52nd  and  Asheville  75th. 

This  was  a  step  up  for  the  Synod  from 
11th  to  10th  place  in  total  gifts,  a  drop 
from  1st  to  2nd  place  in  gifts  to  Benevo- 
lences as  a  whole,  and  a  step  up  from 
4th  to  2nd  place  in  gifts  to  Assembly 
Causes.

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CROOK  TO  BE  RELEASED 
AS  ARMY  CHAPLAIN 


Formerly  Pastor  Murphy 


Rev.  James  R.  Crook,  formerly  pastor 
at  Murphy  and  Hayesville,  who  is  now 
serving  in  the  Army  Chaplaincy  will  be 
released  from  active  duty  on  or  about 
October  1st.  Although  ordered  to  ac- 
tive duty  for  two  years,  two  changes  in 
Army  policy  have  cut  his  time  to  16 
months. 

Since  leaving  Murphy  in  June  of  last 
ear   he   has   been   stationed   at    Camp 
Rucker,    Ala.,    with    the    47th    Infantry 
Division. 

In  an  article  in  Presbyterian  Men  last 
spring,  Chaplain  Crook  reported  on  the 
wonderful  opportunity  which  is  open  to 
the  Chaplain  through  the  "Character 
Guidance  Program."  "Where  else,"  he 
sked,  "can  a  minister  of  the  Gospel 
blow  a  whistle  and  have  200  to  1,000 
American  young  people  assemble  for  a 
lecture  on  'The  Sanctity  of  Marriage,' 
or  'Worship,  an  Integral  Part  of  Life,'  or 
'Clean  Speech,'  or  'The  Need  for  Whole- 
some Thinking.'  That  is  just  what  the 
Army  Chaplain  does  at  least  twice  a 
month  and  often  five  times  a  week." 

At  the  Church  Extension  Conference 
at  Montreat  in  August  he  reported  that 
one  and  one  fourth  million  young  peo- 
ple are  being  "graduated"  from  the 
armed  forces  every  year.  This  means 
that  in  ten  years  over  twenty  million 
American  citizens  between  the  ages  of 
21  and  45  will  be  "Armed  Forces  Alum- 
ni." These  leaders  of  our  community 
and  our  churches  will  have  spent  twenty 
four  months  of  the  most  crucial  period 
of  development  in  uniform.  "The 
Church,"  Chaplain  Crook  pointed  out, 
"through  its  contact  with  its  own  young 
men  and  women  in  service  and  through 
the  Chaplaincy  and  churches  near  mili- 
tary installations  must  bring  the  witness 
of  Christ  home  to  these  millions  of 
young  Americans.  If  we  fail,  I  fear  for 
the  future  of  our  nation." 

On  behalf  of  all  our  Chaplains,  he 
made  a  strong  appeal  to  the  entire  de- 
nomination, saying: 

"Every  church  should  have  an  ac- 
tive committee  which  keeps  in  per- 
sonal correspondence  with  every  man 
in  uniform  from  the  congregation. 
This  group  should  also  be  responsible 
for  writing  to  the  Post  or  Base  Chap- 
lain each  time  a  man  is  transferred 
from  one  station  to  another. 

"The   entire    church   must   join    in 
prayer  for   the  youth  of  America  in 
uniform,   the  Chaplains  who  seek  to 
lead  them,  and  the  individual  young 
churchmen  from  the  local  church." 
Editor's  note:   Mr.  Crook  will  return 
to   the   pastorate   in   October.      He   was 
overtured  to  consider  either  Oak  Forest 
or  Franklin,  but  felt  led  to  accept  work 
elsewhere.      He    accepted    the    field    in 
Cherokee     County     immediately     upon

To  make  this  possible  during  the  cur- 
rent church  year,  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  put  a  maximum  of  $11,183 
in  their  budget  for  Asheville  Presbytery. 

This  appropriation  was  made  from 
income  of  the  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion through  the  gifts  of  the  entire 
church  to  the  "regular  budget."  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  is  expected  to  contribute 
its  proportionate  share  of  this  total,  and 
has  assigned  a  definite  part  of  the  $55,- 
000  askings  of  the  Presbytery  for  this 
cause. 

THE   SPECIAL   NEEDS 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Committee  of  the  Presbytery  to  give 
money  for  property  or  building  needs.  A 
very  few  small  grants  have  been  made 
in  the  past  few  years,  where  special  funds 
were  available.  The  normal  income  is 
needed  for  the  work  of  the  Executive 
Secretary,  Our  Mountain  Work,  salary 
supplements,  student  supplies  and  other 
related  work. 

The  help  secured  from  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  has  been  passed  on 
directly  to  the  project  involved,  some- 
times as  a  direct  grant  and  sometimes  as 
a  loan.  The  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
in  (urn,  is  dependent  on  the  "Self-Denial 
Offering"  each  fall  for  funds  with  which 
to  make  such  direct  grants  as  they  can. 

In  the  past  help  has  been  secured  in 
the  nature  of  gifts  to  the  Arden  Church 
building,  the  Malvern  Hills  Church 
building,  the  purchase  of  property  in 
North  Asheville,  the  Franklin  Educa- 
tional building,  the  Hazelwood  manse 
and  the  Sylva  Church.  In  addition  gen- 
erous    loans    were    made     to    Franklin,

DUKE  ENDOWMENT  SHOWS 
ECONOMICAL  OPERATION

The  Duke  Endowment  contributes  an- 
nually about  $1,400.00  to  the  support  of 
The  Mountain  Orphanage,  as  one  of 
the  41  institutions  aided  in  North  and 
South  Carolina.  Their  gift  is  based  on 
the  number  of  "Child  Care  Days"  in  the 
institution  during  a  calendar  year,  and 
is  conditioned  upon  the  filing  of  an  ade- 
quate financial  statement  for  the  year. 

From  the  statements  of  these  various 
homes  the  Endowment  compiles  statis- 
tics which  show   (for  1952)  : 

Daily  Percapita  Total  Cost  of  .$2,3267 
in  33  White  Orphans'  Homes,  or  a 
yearly  percapita  cost  of  $849.25. 

In  the  group  of  16  homes  with  less 
than  150  beds  and  each  with  a  farm, 
the  Daily  Percapita  Total  Cost  was 
$2.3403,  or  a  yearly  percapita  cost  of 
$854.21. 

The  Mountain  Orphanage,  which 
falls  in  this  classification,  showed  a 
Daily  Percapita  Total  Cost  of  $1.91  for 
the  same  year,  or  a  yearly  cost  of  $697.15.

ing  this  low  percapita  cost  is  the  fact 
that  the  farm  is  made  to  produce  ap- 
proximately $5,000  MORE  food  than 
the  cost  to  operate.

PROJECTS  NOW  -  PROJECTS  PLANNED  -  PROJECTS  NEEDED 


Announcement  was  made  last  month 
of  the  project  of  the  Lions  Club  of  Black 
Mountain  to  provide  a  swimming  pool 
at  The  Mountain  Orphanage.  At  the 
present  time,  this  is  nothing  more  than 
a  hole  in  the  ground,  with  surveyor's 
stakes  to  indicate  its  dimensions,  but 
there  is  a  promise  of  forms,  concrete  and 
labor  to  have  this  pool  in  operation  next 
summer. 


The  Pool  Begun 

Just  above  the  "hole  in  the  ground" 
is  the  old  spring  house  that  served  the 
li  me  from  1922  until  a  few  years  ago. 
At  thai  time  the  milk  house  was  moved 
nearer  the  new  barn,  and  electricity  was 
substituted  for  "springwater"  for  cool- 
ing the  milk.  Now  the  spring  water  will 
help  fill  the  swimming  pool  a  few  feet 
down  the  sloping  hill. 

The  old  barn  was  an  unsightly  build- 
ing, in  front  of  the  Lillian  Terry  Gym- 
nasium. Next  to  it  was  a  silo,  and  near 
by  was  a  building  to  house  farming 
equipment  and  store  some  Iced.  Nothing 
remains  now  but   the  silo  and  the  con- 


crete foundations  of  these  two  buildings. 

A  new  silo  is  needed  near  the  new 
barn,  for  convenience  and  for  utility. 
This  is  the  next  project  for  the  home, 
and  when  completed  will  make  it  pos- 
sible to  landscape  the  approach  to  the 
swimming  pool  and  gymnasium. 

Other  things  are  always  needed.  Paint 
must  be  applied  generously  to  interior 
walls,  and  some  must  be  repaired,  as  a 
result  of  normal  wear  and  tear.  There  is 
still  need  of  living  room  and  study  hall 
equipment  for  both  boys  and  girls,  with 
appropriate  curtains,  etc.,  for  windows. 
The  kitchen  can  use  several  pieces  of 
movable  equipment,  such  as  mixers, 
etc.  Book  cases  are  needed  to  distribute 
the  library  more  satisfactorily  for  the 
use  of  the  children  in  the  home.

But  the  first  call  is  for  Thanksgiving. 
The  Turkey  and  all  the  fixings  is  the 
annual  gilt  of  Mrs.  Lillian  Terry,  and 
the  day  is  cne  of  the  highlights  of  the 
year  lor  those  in  the  home. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  interested  in 


paying  bills,  and  this  year  is  no  excep- 
tion. With  one  fourth  to  one  third  of 
the  annual  budget  met  through  the 
Thanksgiving  Offering,  the  management 
awaits  the  generosity  of  friends — in  and 
out  of  the  Presbyterian  Church — who 
have  made  this  work  possible  through 
the  years. 

It  is  a  home  for  needy  children  regard- 
less of  church  or  home  background,  serv- 
ing boys  and  girls  from  eight  western 
North  Carolina  counties.  Less  than  one 
fifth  came  from  homes  with  Presbyter- 
ian backgrounds,  one  third  came  from 
Baptist  homes,  ohe.  seventh  from  Meth- 
odist, one  seventh  from  other  religious 
backgrounds  and  a  little  over  one  fourth 
from  homes  with  no  religious  back- 
ground at  all.

New  Church  Proposed 


At  Christmas  Time,  Presbyterians 
count  it  a  jjrivilege  to  share  in  a  church- 
wide  "Joy  Gift"  tor  retired  and  infirm 
ministers,  their  families,  and  the  widows 
and  orjmans  of  ministers. 

There  are  still  many  whose  needs  were 
not  adequately  met  by  the  growing  Min- 
ister's Annuity  Fund.  This  fund  is  not 
old  enough  to  provide  the  retirement 
allowance  necessary  in  most  cases,  and 
there  are  always  emergencies  of  illness, 
etc.,  that  the  retirement  allowance  can- 
not meet. 

A  paragraph  from  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief 
states  the  jjroblem  as  follows: 

"in  the  year  1951-52  there  were  228 
ministers  and  462  widows  of  ministers 
who  had  to  look  to  the  Church  in  their 
retirement  from  active  service  either  for 
all  their  means  of  livelihood  or  a  major 
portion  of  such  means.  Of  that  number

372  were  beneficiaries  of  Ministerial  Re- 
lief and  318  were  annuitants  whose  an- 
nuities when  they  retired  were  far  from 
sufficient  to  provide  life's  necessities,  and 
so  required  supplementation  from  the 
funds  of  Ministerial  Relief." 

The  "J°y  Gift"  Offering  made  each 
December  is  a  major  portion  of  the 
funds  available  for  meeting  these  ur- 
gent needs.  According  to  the  records  of 
the  Central  Treasury  of  the  Presbytery 
there  were  FOUR  congregations  that 
gave  nothing  in  this  offering  in  1951. 
There  were  FOUR  others  where  there 
was  no  contribution  forwarded  in  the 
name  of  the  Church.  The  women  gave, 
and  in  two  instances  the  Sunday  School. 

The  "Goals"  set  for  the  churches  for 
1952  are  based  on  the  average  gifts  of 
each  church  to  Annuities  and  Relief  for 
the  past  four  years,  with  the  exception: 
If  the  actual  gift  of  the  congregation  in 
1951  was  higher  than  this  average,  the 
goal  for  1952  is  this  larger  amount,  stated 
in  whole  dollars.

Each  of  these  institutions  offers  four 
years  of  college  work.  King  is  co-educa- 
tional. Montreat  is  for  girls  only,  and 
also  offers  high  school  work. 

In  the  past  ten  years  Montreat  Col- 
lege has  sent  more  girls  to  the  General 
Assembly's  Training  School  than  any 
other  college  in  the  church,  and  in  the 
past  five  years  has  provided  more  mis- 
sionaries for  foreign  service  than  any 
other  college. 

King  College  offers  nine  competitive 
scholarships  having  a  value  of  from 
$150.00  -  $375.00  annually  for  four  years, 
if  the  student  maintains  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  work.  These  are  open  to 
any  member  of  any  high  school  graduat- 
ing class  of  1952-53.  Full  information 
can  be  obtained  by  writing  G.  P.  Win- 
ship,  Jr.,  Chairman,  Scholarship  Com- 
mittee, King  College,  Bristol,  Tenn.

Presbyterian  Church  in  that  section  of 
Asheville.  To  this  end  property  was 
purchased  by  the  Committee  in  August 
1949,  using  only  special  gifts  for  that 
project. 

No  money  from  the  regular  budget  of 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  has  been 
used  for  property.  The  First  Presbyter- 
ian Church  has  given  $2,000.00  a  year, 
and  in  the  absence  of  a  minister,  this 
has  been  applied  on  the  debt.  There  was 
already  $6,000.00  in  hand,  invested  in 
other  property  which  has  been  sold  for 
the  entire  amount.  The  property  has 
been  rented  to  the  Asheville  Country 
Day  School  and  the  income  from  this 
arrangement  has  been  used  to  reduce  the 
indebtedness. 

The  original  purchase  was  for  a  tract 

sembly  showed  a  membership  of  713, 
with  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  501. 
Contributions  reported  for  the  year  in- 
cluded $15,035  for  benevolences,  $17,569 
for  current  expenses  and  $20,000  added 
to  a  building  fund  for  enlargement  and 
improvement  of  their  plant. 

Dr.  Wilds  has  resigned  as  pastor  of  the 
congregation,  his  resignation  to  take  ef- 
fect when  his  successor  is  secured.  Dr. 
Wilds  will  reside  in  the  manse,  which 
the  church  has  made  available  lor  him 
upon  retirement  and  will  serve  as  pulpit 
supply  and  in  other  temporary  duties 
that  may  be  available  after  the  conclu- 
sion of  his  pastorate  at  Hendersonville.

Don  is  in  full  charge  of  the  school, 
the  Areharts  are  on  furlough.  They 
have  a  nice  home,  large  yard  walled  in, 
and  across  the  street  from  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Jule  Spach,  missionaries  from  Winston 
Salem. 

The  school  has  a  new  gymnasium,  fin- 
est in  the  interior  of  north  Brazil,  and 
built  with  Program  of  Progress  funds. 
The  name  of  the  school  is  related  to 
some  local  holiday. 

"The  15th  of  November  School  is  a 
co-educational  school,  comprised  of  pri- 
mary, high  school  and  college  courses, 
is  located  in  the  interior  of  the  State  of 
Pernambuco,  in  the  small  city  of  Garan- 
huns. The  city  enjoys  an  excellent  cli- 
mate and  an  abundance  of  vegetables, 
but  has  a  long  and  dreary  rainy  season. 

"The  total  enrollment  for  the  year 
was  365,  the  largest  for  the  past  few 
years,  with  college  enrollment  being  the 
largest  in  its  history.  All  classes  were 
provided  with  a  course  in  the  Bible 
adapted  to  the  age  and  development  of 
the  student  .  .  .  During  the  two  weeks 
of  special  services,  many  lives  were  re- 
awakened to  the  joys  of  Salvation,  thirty 
one  indicated  their  desire  to  accept  Jesus 
as  Saviour  and  Lord.  Sixteen  were  ad- 
mitted to  membership  in  the  local  Pres- 
byterian Church."  (Excerpts  from  An- 
nual Report  Board  of  World  Missions, 
1952) . 

Mrs.  Williams  adds,  "I  was  interested 
in  the  report  of  conversions  from  differ- 
ent missions:  North  Brazil  293,  West 
Brazil  644,  East  Brazil  53." 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Williams  were  trans- 
ferred from  Belem  to  Garanhuns  upon 
their  return  to  the  field  after  their  fur- 
lough of  last  year.

At  the  end  of  this  year  we  are  particu- 
larly grateful  that  the  door  is  still  open 
in  Japan.  There  are  many  adversaries: 
The  Communist  party,  the  resurgence 
of  Shinto,  and  the  Buddist  revival.  But 
in  spite  of  communist  propaganda,  re- 
surgences of  pagan  religious  and  anti- 
western  reaction  there  were  27,624  bap- 
tisms in  Protestant  churches  this  year. 

Churches  are  being  built  to  make  a 
home  for  new  believers,  and  to  hold  up 
the  Cross  for  Japan  to  see.  The  building 
of  the  Korean,  church  in  Nagoya  this 
spring  has  been  an  inspiring  story  of 
faith  and  sacrifice  and  demonstration 
of  world  brotherhood,  a  story  of  answer 
to  prayer.  The  only  church  among  40,- 
000  Koreans  in  Nagoya.  A  group  of  fer- 
vent Christians  have  been  meeting  at 
6:00  A.  M.  daily  for  prayer.  This  spring 
they  prayed  for  a  new  church.  God  an- 
swered thieir  prayer,  both  through  their 
own  sacrificial  effort  and  the  generosity 
of  Christians  here  and  America.  Repeat- 
ed offerings  from  the  Air  Force  Chapel 
in  Nagoya,  and  even  from  an  Air  Base 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  enabled  them  to 
finish  this  beautiful,  adequate  building 
through  which  the  love  and  power  of 
Christ  is  demonstrated. 

We  are  beginning  slowly,  broadcasting 
once  a  month  from  Nagoya  and  Osaka, 
a  field  where  there  are  over  2,500,000 
radio  sets.  We  have  already  had  many 
replies  by  letter  and  new  attendance  in 
several  churches. 

We  give  sincere  thanks  for  many  bless- 
ings and  ask  your  continued  prayers 
for:  This  land  and  its  leaders,  pastors, 
Christians  and  those  who  are  seeking  a 
saving  knowledge  of  Christ.  For  us,  that 
we  may  be  more  faithful  and  more  con- 
cerned than  ever  before  for  those  who 
are  lost  without  Christ.

From  Rev.  And  Mrs.  Donald  Dilworth, 
Hacienda  Picalgui, 
Tabacundo,  Eguador. 

We  are  becoming  like  the  Indians  who 
do  not  have  four  seasons  into  which  to 
divide  the  year  so  they  use  the  various 
fiestas  of  the  year  to  separate  the  times 
and  months.  The  fiestas  are  a  peculiar 
mixture  of  pagan  mysteries  and  Roman 
Catholic  tradition.  It  is  very  apparent 
that  the  early  Spanish  priests  seized  the 
opportunity  of  placing  their  celebrations 
in,  with  or  over  above  the  Indians'  fies- 
tas to  the  sun  gods  of  the  mountains.  It 
is  now  our  privilege  to  reemphasize  the 
life  of  Christ  and  His  teachings. 

Thus  it  is  that  the  Christmas  programs 
and  parties  will  be  a  new  revelation  to 
many  of  these  people.  Perhaps  the  most 
enjoyable  will  be  the  party  with  the  few 
Indian  families  that  are  a  part  of  the 
Hacienda.  Then  the  special  events  in 
the  two  chapels  will  keep  us  busy. 

We  are  celebrating  our  first  anniver- 
sary in  Equador,  a  happy  year  of  slow 
beginnings,  hampered  by  lack  of  money. 
Hundreds  of  patients  have  been  disap- 
pointed because  we  couldn't  give  them 
the  care  they  needed.  We  have  done 
many  things  for  which  we  aren't  trained 
...  a  lot  of  construction  work  and  the 
last  three  months  a  lot  of  farm  work.  It 
will  be  a  great  day  when  the  new  agri- 
culturalist arrives,  as  well  as  the  nurse, 
and  we  trust  soon  an  evangelist. 

The  prospects  for  the  new  year  look 
a  bit  encouraging.  The  next  letter  will 
be  about  the  dedication  of  the  Clinic- 
Hospital,  a  big  step,  for  it  means  the 
opening  of  medical  treatment  to  a  large 
group  of  people  who  have  had  none. 
The  date  set  is  January  12,  1953.

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CONVENTION  IS  PLANNED 
FOR  MEN  OF  SYNOD 


Montreat  -  August  29-30 


Plans  are  under  way  in  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia  to  have  a  Men's  Convention 
at  Montreat  on  the  last  week-end  in 
August,  1953,  and  a  goal  of  300  men 
from  the  synod  has  been  tentatively  set. 

Edward  G.  Roberts,  of  the  Malvern 
Hills  Church,  has  been  named  as  Regis- 
trar, and  Bradley  Ward,  Jonesboro, 
Tenn.,  President  of  the  Men  of  the  Sy- 
nod, is  serving  as  chairman  of  a  pro- 
gram committee. 

Minimum  goals  call  for  fifty  men  from 
the  thirty  churches  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery in  attendance  on  the  one  day  pro- 
gram opening  Saturday  morning  and 
concluding  with  dinner  on  Sunday.  The 
same  goal  was  set  for  Abingdon,  with 
goals  of  100  each  for  Knoxville  and  Hol- 
ston  Presbyteries. 

Other  plans  made  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Synod's  Men's  Council,  held  at  Mor- 
ristown,  on  November  20th,  were  for  a 
training  school  for  Presbytery  Presidents 
in  New  Orleans,  March  6,  7,  8,  1953, 
followed  by  similar  schools  in  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia  immediately  afterward  for 
all  local  officers.  There  will  be  two  or 
more  such  schools  in  Asheville  Presby- 
tery. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Fountain,  Malvern  Hills 
Church,  is  chairman  of  the  Men's  Work 
Committee  of  the  Synod.  J.  Paul  Teal, 
Jr.,  is  President  of  the  Men  of  the 
Church  of  Asheville  Presbytery. 


MURPHY  MEN 
ADOPT  PROJECT 

Men  of  the  Murphy  Church  have 
adopted  the  project  of  excavating  the 
basement  of  the  church  for  social  and 
educational  use.  They  plan  to  do  the 
work  largely  with  volunteer  labor. 

Plans  also  are  under  way  to  brick  ve- 
neer their  entire  plant.  The  interior  of 
the  sanctuary  has  been  remodeled  in  the 
past  two  years  and  an  electric  organ  in- 
stalled. Rev.  Frank  O.  Brown  is  pastor 
of  this  church.

Bam  And  Milk  House 

The  Barn  and  Milk-house  have  been 
built  since  Mr.  Barkley  came  to  be  super- 
intendent of  The  Orphanage.  The  new 
buildings  were  erected  on  the  back  side 
of  the  farm,  removing  the  unsightly  old 
buildings  near  the  entrance  to  the 
grounds. 

Nothing  is  left  of  the  old  buildings 
but  the  foundations  and  the  old  Silo. 
(Picture  in  November,  Our  Mountain 
Work)  .  When  a  new  silo  is  built  near 
the  new  barn  two  things  will  have  been 
accomplished.  The  storage  of  silage  will 
be  much  more  convenient  for  feeding 
the  live  stock.  It  will  be  possible  to  re- 
move the  old  silo  and  beautify  the  ap- 
proach to  the  campus. 

The  swimming  pool  which  has  been 
begun  by  the  Lions  Club  of  Black 
Mountain  is  just  beyond  the  foundations 
of  the  old  barn.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  be  finished  in  time  for  summer 
swimming  in  1953. 

The  Board  has  ordered  that  an  asphalt 
tile  be  laid  in  the  hallways  of  the  dor- 
mitory, by  contract,  and  that  paint  be 
purchased  to  refinish  the  interior  of  the 
dormitory  and  the  Superintendent's 
home.

Rev.  Jones  Earl  Corwin  who  has  been 
Stated  Supply  of  the  Etowah  church  for 
the  past  year  or  more  passed  to  his  eter- 
nal reward  on  February  3,  1953,  after 
a  prolonged  illness. 

Mr.  Corwin  had  been  at  Duke  Hos- 
pital, Durham,  since  the  middle  of  No- 
vember, where  he  underwent  an  opera- 
tion. He  went  home  at  the  age  of  seventy 
three,  having  been  a  member  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  since  1950. 

Mr.  Corwin  is  survived  by  his  widow 
Mrs.  Louise  M.  Corwin,  a  son  and 
a  daughter.  He  and  Mrs.  Corwin 
moved  to  Black  Mountain  in  1950  after 
a  number  of  years  in  Texas.  He  had 
moved  to  Texas  after  three  pastorates  in 
Peoria,  Pana,  and  Fulton,  Illinois,  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  and  trans- 
lerred  his  membership  to  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  U.  S.,  while  in  Texas. 

During  his  brief  stay  in  Asheville 
Presbytery  he  served  as  temporary  sup- 
ply for  a  short  time  at  Malvern  Hills  and

Planning  Group  Gathers 
In  North  Asheville 


There  are  practical  reasons  for  dedi- 
cating a  part  of  this  issue  of  Our  Moun- 
tain Work  to  King  College. 

King  is  a  standard,  co-educational 
Christian  college,  owned  by  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia,  of  which  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery is  a  part. 

Four  students  at  King  College  in  1952- 
1953  are  from  Asheville  Presbytery. 
They  are  James  and  William  Somerville, 
of  Dillingham,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Rolland,  of  Canton. 

Four  members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, elected  by  the  Synod  are  from 
Asheville  Presbytery:  Rev.  E.  K.  Brown, 
Bryson  City,  Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis  and 
John  Carroll,  Asheville  First,  and  O.  E. 
Starnes,  Oak  Forest. 

Two  ministers  of  the  Presbytery  are 
graduates  of  King  College:  Rev.  E.  K.

coming  "Charter  Members"  in  such  a 
church  and  plans  were  initiated  to  set 
up  a  "Steering  Committee"  to  guide  the 
new  project.  Asheville  Presbytery  placed 
this  under  the  Session  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  and  that  group  will 
name  the  personnel  of  the  steering  com- 
mittee. 

It  is  expected  that  actual  preaching 
services,  together  with  a  Sunday  School, 
will  begin  at  the  school,  corner  Merri- 
mon  and  Gracelyn,  within  a  few  weeks. 
A  formal  organization  is  possible  by 
early  summer,  after  an  official  petition 
is  presented  to  Asheville  Presbytery. 

The  property  was  purchased  in  1949 
for  $47,500.00,  and  when  payments  due 
in  March  are  paid  on  the  debt,  it  will 
have  been  reduced  to  less  than  $31,000.- 
00.  It  is  expected  that  a  budget  of  ap- 
proximately $10,000  will  be  set  up  for 
the  "short"  church  year  of  1953  to  cover 
debt  payments  and  all  necessary  current 
expenses.

The  plan  for  the  Presbytery  antici- 
pates a  similar  program  in  each  congre- 
gation, with  a  group  of  workers  who 
will  attend  the  Presbytery-wide  service 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  March  1st. 

Each  session  is  asked  to  place  its  of- 
ficial approval  on  the  program.  Each 
minister  is  asked  to  provide  a  complete 
"Prospect  List"  as  the  basis  of  visitation. 
Sufficient  workers  should  be  secured  to 
visit  these  during  the  five  days  following 
March  1st. 

The  months  of  March  and  April  are 
designated  by  the  General  Assembly  for 
special  emphasis  on  Evangelism.  The 
program  planned  for  March  1-6  is  being 
conducted  at  the  direction  of  Asheville 
Presbytery. 

Full  instructions  and  detailed  plans 
tor  the  five  days  to  follow  the  general 
gathering  on  March  1st  are  to  be  an- 
nounced at  that  meeting.  It  is  expected 
that  Dr.  McCorkle  will  be  in  the  Presby- 
tery during  the  period  and  will  meet 
with  groups  in  various  parts  of  the  Pres- 
bytery between  March  1  and  6. 


Bacon  -  George  -  Lime  Are 
Asheville  Committee 


The  Assembly-wide  movement  to  raise 
$2,000,000  for  Negro  Work  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  moves  a  step 
further  toward  the  goal  when  a  meeting 
of  representatives  of  the  Synod  of  Ap- 
palachia will  gather  in  Knoxville,  March 
9th  at  10  A.  M.,  following  a  regional 
meeting  February  2,  at  Louisville,  Ky. 

Dr.  Harold  L.  Bacon,  Bryson  City,  is 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  Asheville 
Presbytery.  Serving  with  him  are  Mrs. 
J.  C.  George,  of  the  Asheville  First 
Church  and  Rev.  J.  Clayton  Lime,  Can- 
ton. They  represent,  respectively,  the 
organizations  of  the  men,  the  women 
and  the  Presbytery. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  secure  the 
organization  of  each  local  church  on  the 
same  basis,  composed  of  the  minister, 
one  man  and  one  woman.  The  presenta- 
tion of  the  claims  of  this  appeal  will  be 
made  to  the  local  churches  May  17-24, 
1953.  The  goal  of  $2,000,000  contem- 
plates raising  one  half  to  endow  Still- 
man  College,  the  only  educational  insti- 
tution of  the  General  Assembly  for  Ne- 
groes, and  a  like  amount  to  develop  local 
Presbyterian  churches  for  Negroes  in 
the  south. 

"In  the  past  the  church  has  not  ful- 
filled its  obligation  to  the  Negro  as  it 
should,"  said  Mr.  Lime  in  announcing 
the  Knoxville  meeting.  He  added,  "The 
number  of  Negro  members  has  steadily 
decreased.  Today  there  is  an  increasing 
number  of  educated  Negroes  who  are 
seeking  a  church  home  of  the  type  that 
is  led  by  an  educated  ministry. 

"The  General  Assembly  for  the  past 
several  years,  being  aware  of  the  obliga- 
tion to  'our  brothers  in  black'  has  asked 
the  church  to  study  the  problem  and  to 
do  something." 

Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis,  Asheville,  is  the 
chairman  of  the  Synod's  Committee.

A  part  of  Asheville  Presbytery  is  found 
on  a  hill  in  Bristol,  Tennessee,  for  it  is 
here  at  King  College  that  some  of  the 
young  people  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
are  preparing  for  their  life  time  work. 
This  College  is  a  Presbyterian  Liberal 
Arts  College.  But  the  place  that  King 
has  made  for  itself  in  Asheville  Presby- 
tery speaks  best  for  itself  through  the 
words  of  a  student  from  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery who  graduated  from  King  last 
year,  and  who  is  now  preparing  still 
further  for  the  ministry  at  Columbia 
Seminary  in  Decatur,  Georgia,  while 
also  working  at  an  outpost  in  Anderson, 
South  Carolina.  Here  in  the  words  of 
this  student,  Gordon  Reed  of  Weaver- 
ville,  is  what  King  has  meant  to  him  in 
the  past  after  graduating  from  King: 

"Graduating  from  King  College  meant 
more  to  me,  perhaps,  than  the  average 
graduate  since  I  had  a  chance  to  com- 
pare King  with  two  other  colleges.  I 
came  to  King  in  my  senior  year,  a  trans- 
fer student  from  a  state  teachers  college, 
thoroughly  disillusioned  with  college 
life  and  education  in  general.  At  King 
I  soon  found  what  a  Christian  college 
really  means,  and  what  it  means  to  have 
true  Christian  fellowship  in  a  student 
body.  My  year  at  King  not  only  enabled 
me  to  receive  a  B.  A.  degree  from  an 
accredited  institution,  but  it  was  also  a 
period  of  genuine  readjustment  to  life 
in  general.  King  better  prepared  me  for 
my  further  education,  and  eventually 
my  life's  calling,  than  any  other  college 
could  have  done.  King  is  now,  and  shall 
always  be,  my  Alma  Mater,  and  this  I 
proudly  and  greatly  attest  to  any  and  all 
who  will  listen."

The  question  may  now  be  asked, 
"What  is  King  College  doing  now,  this 
year,  so  as  to  help  someone  to  find  and 
train  for  his  place  in  life?"  Besides  all  of 
the  other  subjects  offered  here,  so  as  to 
train  him  for  that  place,  some  students 
come  to  King  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
practical  training  in  different  fields  of 
Science.  Here  is  an  example  of  a  student 
from  Asheville  Presbytery  who  is  receiv- 
ing such  training  now,  and  who  plans 
to  graduate  in  June.  This  student  is 
Bill  Rolland  from  Canton,  North  Caro- 
lina. 

"When  I  first  came  to  King  College,  I 
expected  to  find  the  typical  college  in- 
habited by  the  typical  college  boy.  To 
my  great  surprise,  however,  I  found  an 
entirely  different  situation.  The  stu- 
dents here  were  not  concerned  with  ja- 
lopies and  fine  clothes  nor  were  they  dis- 
tressed about  not  having  a  football  team. 
It  took  only  a  few  hours  to  find  that  the 
main  emphasis  at  King  College  was  on 
the  things  of  the  mind.  This  situation 
frightened  me  and  I  seemed  to  be  in  a 
very  uncomfortable  position  since  my 
high  school  career  pointed  to  the  un- 
pleasant fact  that  I  was  not  a  scholar.  It 
soon  became  clear  to  me  that  I  was  faced 
with  two  alternatives:  I  would  either 
study  as  I  had  never  been  known  to  do 
before,  or  1  would  go  home  and  my  col- 
lege education  would  close  before  it  had 
started.  Before  coming,  I  had  planned 
to  stay  only  one  year.  It  took  me  about 
two  days  to  change  my  mind,  and  I 
have  never  regretted  making  the  decision 
to  stay. 

"It  is  a  most  difficult  task  for  me  to 
sum  up  the  things  that  King  College  has 
done  for  me.  The  spiritual  guidance 
which  I  have  received  here  has  been  a 
blessing  to  both  my  family  and  me.  Al- 
through  I  plan  to  enter  the  field  of  nu- 
clear physics  after  finishing  King  Col- 
lege, I  feel  that  I  would  be  well  fitted  for 
service  to  my  God  and  my  fellow  man 
in  any  field,  because  I  chose  King  rather 
than  some  other  college.  Here  I  have 
had  the  opportunity  to  study  mathema- 
tics and  physics  in  such  an  atmosphere 
that  I  go  on  to  the  future  with  greater 
confidence  that  I  can  enter  the  physical 
sciences  and  still  serve  my  God.  I  am 
sure,  even  though  I  am  entering  a  field 
of  study  which  has  produced  the  most 
destructive  and  deadly  weapon  that  the 
world  has  ever  seen,  that  when  the  final 
test  comes  I  may  hear  Him  say  to  me, 
'Well  done,  Thou  good  and  faithful 
servant'." 


its    future... 

King  College  is  not  satisfied  with  just 
having  a  fine  record  in  the  past  and 
present,  but  it  is  working  toward  having 
an  even  better  future.  It  is  the  desire  of 
the  College  to  be  able  to  offer  still  more 
to  the  young  people  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery and  other  presbyteries.  King  College 
has  a  grand  future  ahead  if  the  plans 
that  were  made  in  December  are  carried 
through. 

A  building  program  that  will  give 
King  College  new  administrative  offices, 
a  new  library  and  a  new  dormitory  for 
women,  received  the  approval  of  the 
College's  board  of  trustees.  A  fund  rais- 
ing campaign  will  get  underway  in  the 
near  future.  The  Synod  of  Appalachia 
has  also  given  its  approval  of  the  pro- 
gram. It  has  been  emphasized  by  Presi- 
dent R.  T.  L.  Liston  that  actual  con- 
struction will  not  begin  until  necessary 
funds  are  available. 

This  will  be  the  first  addition  to  the 
new  academic  buildings  of  permanent 
construction  since  1931.  There  have  been 
11  faculty  residences  built  since  that 
time  and  additions  to  the  academic 
equipment.  The  greatest  needs  of  the 
college  are  buildings  for  administra- 
tive offices  and  a  library.  Because  of  a 
record  enrollment  this  year  of  240  stu- 
dents, a  dormitory  for  the  women  is  also 
a  great  need. 

The  success  of  this  campaign  for  a 
better  future  of  King  College  depends 
a  great  deal  on  the  people  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  and  the  other  presbyteries  in 
the  Synod  of  Appalachia.  It  depends  on 
whether  the  people  of  these  presbyteries 
really  want  a  college  at  which  their 
young  people  will  not  only  find  prepar- 
ation for  today  and  tomorrow  but  for 
a  whole  lifetime. 


Bill  Rolland 
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DENDY  HAS  SERVED  32  YEARS 
IN  PRESBYTERY 


Entire  Ministry  Has  Been 
In  North  Buncombe 


(Editor's  Note:  Dr.  H.  B.  Dendy,  in  point  of 
continuous  service,  has  been  a  member  of  Ashe- 
ville  Presbytery  longer  than  any  other  active 
minister  on  the  rolls  at   this  time. 

(Our  Mountain  Work  asked  Douglas  Reed,  a 
member  of  Dr.  Dendy's  congregation,  and  staff 
reporter  of  the  Asheville  Citizen  to  write  the 
following  article.)

In  1922,  a  slight,  young  man  with  the 
Georgia  air  still  in  his  lungs  moved  north 
to  the  hills  of  Carolina  and  here,  with 
his  bride,  began  a  work  which  has  earn- 
ed for  him  the  love  and  esteem  of  hun- 
dreds of  mountain  folk. 

He  is  Henry  Benson  Dendy,  son  of  a 
Georgia  country  grocer,  then  a  recent 
graduate  of  South  Carolina's  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary.  He  Avas  more  re- 
cently a  bridegroom,  having  married  the 
former  Miss  Nellie  Marks,  of  Columbia, 
S.  C,  where  the  seminary  was  located. 

The  intervening  31  years  of  his  min- 
istry has  largely  been  the  story  of  Pres- 
byterian growth  in  north  Buncombe 
County. 

He  has  been,  and  is,  a  builder. 

He  urged  his  infant  Weaverville  con- 
gregation into  a  building  program 
which  would  have  been  rejected  as  too 
expensive  by  many  larger  groups.  He 
faced  opposition  and  dislike  from  some 
quarters,  but  a  constant  willingness  to 
cooperate  and  work  soon  won  him  a 
wide  circle  of  friends. 

He  advanced  north  from  Weaverville 
to  Dillingham  and  Ivy  Park,  building 
churches  and  manses  as  he  went.  He 
seized  an  opportunity  in  the  Jupiter 
and  Red  Oak  sections  when  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.  A.,  dissolved  con- 
gregations there,  securing  the  deed  to 
the  Jupiter  Presbyterian  Church  in  be- 
half of  Asheville  Presbytery  on  terms 
that  practically  made  it  a  gift. 

To  imply  that  this  is  a  one-man  story 
of  conquest,  however,  would  be  to  vio- 
late not  only  every  conception  of  Chris- 
tianity, but  every  element  of  Dr.  Den- 
dy's nature  as  well.  (King  College  con- 
ferred the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity 
in  1939) . 

Through  the  years  Dr.  Dendy  has 
relied  heavily  upon  his  wife,  other  mem- 
bers of  his  family,  and  in  a  larger  sense, 
his  "family"  congregation,  in  this  the 
longest  current  pastorate  in  Asheville 
Presbytery.  He  has  relied  even  more 
completely  on  the  God  he  serves. 

Firm  in  his  convictions,  he  has  found 
time  to  be  the  editor  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Journal  for  the  past  ten 
years,  without  sacrificing  any  devotion 
or  loyalty  to  his  local  congregation.

member  no  day  in  that  time  in  which 
the  largest  part  of  his  time  was  not  spent 
on  church  affairs.

He  gave  up  a  career  in  the  hotel  busi- 
ness to  enter  the  seminary  and  hasn't 
regretted  it  since.

$6,000.00  NEEDED  TO  REACH 
1951-1952  GIVING  RECORD 

$6,000.00  must  be  received  by  the  Cen- 
tral Treasurer  for  Regular  Benevolences 
before  the  end  of  the  church  year  if  the 
churches  are  to  exceed  last  year's  record 
of  giving.

Presbytery  set  a  goal  of  $55,000  for

Louis  Trezevant  Wilds,  Jr.,  was  called  to 
his  eternal  reward  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
January  11,  1953,  after  a  pastorate  of 
nearly  thirty  years  at  Hendersonville,  and 
membership  in  Asheville  Presbytery  for  a 
like  period  of  time.  His  passing  was  swift 
and  without  prolonged  suffering  or  illness, 
as  he  and  his  wife  were  travelling  home- 
ward from  a  Florida  visit. 

Dr.  Wilds'  thirty  years  at  Henderson- 
ville would  have  been  completed  on  March 
31,  1953.  The  officeis  of  that  congregation 
had  voted  to  continue  his  salary  to  that 
date,  even  though,  in  his  resignation  in  the 
summer  of  1952,  he  had  indicated  his  will- 
ingness to  retire  upon  the  arrival  of  his 
successor. 

He  had  gone  to  Florida  shortly  after  his 
successor  arrived  on  January  1.  He  suffer- 
ed a  heart  attack  while  driving  near  Haines 
City,  Fla.,  and  slipped  quietly  into  the 
presence  of  his  Master  before  he  could  be 
rushed  to  a  hospital. 

He  was  a  native  of  Longtown,  S.  C.  He 
was  born  on  July  7,  1885,  attended  David- 
son College,  graduating  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1906,  and  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Columbia,  S.  C, 
graduating  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  in  1911.  For  a  while  he  was  a 
teacher  and  athletic  director.  In  1920  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity, 
earned  by  special  study  at  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  Richmond,  Va. 

At  the  time  of  his  retirement  he  was  a 
trustee  of  Davidson  College. 

His  ministry  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  included  pastorates  at  Plant  City, 
Fla.,  1911-1913;  Highland  Church,  Fay- 
etteville,  N.  C,  1913-1917;  Lexington, 
N.  C,  1917-1923;  and  Hendersonville, 
N.  C,  from  1923  to  the  time  of  his  passing 
through  death  into  life  eternal. 

His  relationship  to  Asheville  Presbytery 
and  the  Hendersonville  Church  was  one  of 
constructive  and  sympathetic  leadership. 
He  saw  both  grow  substantially  over  a 
span  of  three  decades.  He  served  as  Mod- 
erator of  the  Presbytery  and  on  the  Home 
Mission  Committee,  which  for  a  long  time 
operated  The  Mountain  Orphanage  through 
a  sub-committee  of  which  Dr.  Wilds  was  a 
member. 

In  the  Synod  of  Appalachia  he  was 
faithful  and  active.  In  1950  he  was  named 
Moderator  just  the  year  before  the  Synod 
met  in  the  Hendersonville  Church. 

He  was  married  on  July  1,  1911,  to  Miss 
Laura  Eliza  Candler,  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  who 
survives  him.  To  them  were  born  three 
children:  Mary  Scott,  Director  of  Religious 


Education  at  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A.,  of  Lexington,  Ky. ;  Annie 
Edmunds,  wife  of  Rev.  L.  P.  McLeod, 
Methodist  minister  at  Demopolis,  Ala.;  and 
Rev.  Murphey  Candler  Wilds,  pastor  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  Senatobia,  Miss. 

He  was  one  of  thirteen  children,  includ- 
ing Miss  Cornelia  Wilds,  a  sister,  who  for 
twenty-seven  years  has  been  Church  Vis- 
itor for  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Asheville,  N.  C. ;  Miss  Mamie  C.  Wilds,  a 
sister,  now  a  teacher  in  Anderson,  S.  C, 
and  formerly  a  missionary  in  China  under 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.;  Rev. 
Samuel  Hugh  Wilds,  missionary  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  in  Africa. 

He  was  the  author  of  several  books  and 
pamphlets  and  contributed  frequently  to 
church  papers.  These  included:  "Why 
Good  People  Suffer"  and  "The  Holy 
Spirit  -  Our  Spiritual  Mother." 

In  retiring  at  the  age  of  67,  earlier  than 
required  by  the  Church,  Dr.  Wilds  had 
planned  to  give  a  number  of  years  to  the 
active  work  of  supplying  needy  Churches 
in  various  parts  of  the  Assembly.  He  ex- 
pected to  make  his  home  in  Hendersonville, 
the  officers  of  the  congregation  he  served 
so  long  having  granted  him  the  use  of  the 
old  manse  as  long  as  he  desired  it. 

God  had  other  plans  and  called  His  ser- 
vant to  dwell  in  "a  building  of  God,  an 
house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the 
heavens."  He  will  be  missed.  The  fruits  of 
his  labors  will  abide  and  continue  to  bring 
forth  fruit. 

Asheville  Presbytery  pays  sincere  ho- 
mage and  respect  to  his  memory  as  a 
faithful  presbyter,  a  great  Christian,  a 
strong  preacher,  a  devoted  pastor  and  as 
the  head  of  a  family  whose  children  and 
grandchildren  will  rise  up  and  call  him 
"Blessed." 

To  the  widow,  the  children,  sisters  and 
brothers,  we  extend  our  heartfelt  sym- 
pathy, and  assure  them  of  our  earnest 
prayer  that  "the  God  of  all  grace"  comfort 
them  and  strengthen  them  that  they  may 
grow  more  and  more  into  the  full  reliaza- 
tion  that  "all  things  work  together  for 
good  to  them  that  love  God,  to  them  who 
are  the  called  according  to  His  purpose."

ECONOMIES  EFFECTED  IN 
PUBLICATION  COSTS 


Our  Mountain  Work  appreciates  the 
words  of  commendation  that  have  been 
received  from  time  to  time,  both  within 
and  without  the  Presbytery.  "I  don't 
see  how  you  can  get  it  done  so  reason- 
ably," said  one  executive  of  another 
Presbytery. 

But  word  has  been  heard  from  some 
who  think  that  "It  costs  too  much."  "It 
could  be  printed  more  economically." 

The  paper  goes  each  month  to  the 
address  of  some  3,000  Presbyterian 
homes  in  Asheville  Presbytery.  The 
mailing  list  is  kept  up  to  date  as  far  as 
information  regarding  changes  of  ad- 
dress, etc.,   is  furnished  the  editor. 

After  careful  study  the  editor  has  ef- 
fected certain  economies  and  reported 
on  the  comparative  cost  of  using  a 
cheaper  paper,  and  other  formats.  The 
Home  Mission  Committee  has  approved 
the  continued  use  of  the  better  grade  of 
paper  because  the  cost  is  relatively  small 
compared  to  any  cheaper  paper  that 
would  be  suitable. 

The  paper  has  been  published  in  the 
past  twelve  months  for  about  $300.00 
less  than  was  set  up  in  the  budget  for 
this  cost.  The  total  average  cost  of  eachi 
copy,  delivered  to  each  home  is  approxi 
mately  5.05  cents.  If  a  cheaper  paper 
were  used  it  would  save  only  .05  of  a 
penny  per  copy. 

The  purpose  of  the  paper  is  to  pre- 
sent "The  Whole  Work  Of  The  Whole 
Church  As  Promoted  In  Or  Supported 
By  Asheville  Presbytery,"  with  special; 
emphasis  on  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
and  the  Home  Mission  Work  within  the 
Presbytery.  With  a  brief  interruption  it 
has  been  published  monthly  since  De- 
cember, 1911.

At  one  time  I  was  a  member  of  the 
Mountain  Orphanage  Family  and  even 
though  I  have  been  gone  for  some  time 
it  is  still  home  to  me.  I  have  so  much  to 
be  thankful  for.  The  Orphanage  has 
done  so  much  for  me  yet  I  just  can't 
express,  in  words,  my  feelings  and  thank- 
fulness. 

I  have  just  returned  from  Korea  and 
I  want  to  thank  everyone  who  prayed 
for  my  safe  return.  Prayer  is  the  thing 
that  brings  a  lot  of  us  home,  but  of 
course  the  one  and  main  thing  is  be 
lieving  and  putting  your  trust  in  Jesus 

In  Korea  we  had  services  three  times 
a  week.  Just  about  every  man  went,  some 
went  to  all  three  services.  Please  con- 
tinue to  pray  for  those  boys  who  are  still 
over  there  and  also  that  our  world  will 
soon  find  the  kind  of  peace  that  we 
need. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to 
express  my  thanks  to  all  who  have  helped 
the  Orphanage.  I  remain,

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NEGRO  WORK  CAMPAIGN  IN 

PRESBYTERY  SEEKING 

$27,000.00  GOAL 


In  one  great  united  movement  dur- 
jing  the  week  oi  May  17-24,  1953,  our 
Church  will,  lor  the  first  time  in  its 
ninety-two  year  history,  engage  in  a  ma- 
jor financial  appeal  lor  Negro  Work. 
This  is  the  period  set  aside  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  the  intensive  phase  of 
the  Negro  Work  Campaign  which  has  a 
minimum  goal  of  $2,000,000  and  whose 
purpose  is  to  provide  means  of  evange- 
ilization  and  Christian  education  for  the 
JNegro  in  the  South.  This  effort  is  As- 
isembly-wide  and  the  Campaign  leaders 
are  confident  that  every  church  will  par- 
ticipate whole-heartedly  in  bringing  this 
jsignificant  undertaking  to  its  people. 

The  Campaign  is  being  headed  by 
three  joint  Chairmen  appointed  by  the 
General  Assembly. 
These  are:  Mr.  R.  A. 
iFarnsworth,  Houston, 
Lay  Chairman;  Rev.  Pa- 
trick D.  Miller,  Atlanta, 
Minister  Chairman;  and 
Mrs.  Alexander  Mait- 
land,  Richmond,  Wo- 
nen's  Chairman. 

In  Appalachia,  lead- 
ership at  the  Synod  level 
is  being  given  by  Mr. 
Cecil  Woods,  Chatta- 
nooga, Rev.  C.  Grier 
Davis,  Asheville,  and 
'Mrs.  T.  S.  Pressly,  Knox- 
lyille.  The  Presbytery 
leaders  have  been  named 
is  follows  for  Asheville: 
Dr.  T.  L.  Bacon,  Bryson 
City,  N.  C;  Rev.  J.  C. 
Lime,  Canton,  N.  C; 
and  Mrs.  J.  C.  George, 
Asheville.  Similar  or- 
ganization is  carried  out 
n  the  other  Presbyteries 
and  will  be  extended  to 
the  local  churches. 

Churches  in  Asheville 
Presbytery  have  been 
furnished  literature,  a 
definite  quota  and  have 
been  asked  to  present 
this  in  each  congregation.  Asheville 
Presbytery  endorsed  the  campaign  and 
called  on  each  church  to  raise  their  quota 
in  full.  Each  quota  is  to  be  subscribed 
in  cash  or  pledges  to  be  paid  over  a 
period  of  three  years. 

The  funds  raised  will  be  divided 
equally  between  Stillman  College  at 
Tuscaloosa,  Alabama  and  the  Division 
of  Negro  Work,  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion. Stillman  is  the  only  Negro  college 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and 
will  utilize  its  share  in  an  expansion  and 
improvement  program.  The  Division  of 
Negro  Work  will  use  the  $1,000,000  it  is 
to  receive  primarily  for  the  building  of 
new  Negro  churches.

YOUNG  PEOPLE  HOLD  TWO 
LARGE  GATHERINGS 


Over  three  hundred  young  people 
from  twenty  four  of  the  thirty  active 
churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery  gath- 
ered in  Waynesville  and  Hazelwood  for 
the  spring  rallies  on  April  6th. 

The  Pioneers  held  their  first  Conclave 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Lime, 
Director  of  the  Pioneer  Camp,  and  there 
were  over  100  in  attendance  at  Hazel- 
wood.

SYLVA  CHURCH  IS  HOST  TO 
WOMEN  OF  PRESBYTERY

One  hundred  and  eighty  eight  women 
registered  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery at  Sylva  on  April  28th  for  an  all 
day  session.  Our  Mountain  Work  car- 
ried a  statistical  summary  of  the  reports 
of  local  groups  last  month  showing  3,137 
women  giving  $21,619  to  benevolences 
in  1952-1953  and  $11,994  to  local  church 
expenses,  an  average  of  approximately 
$10.75  per  capita  to  all  causes. 

Features  of  the  meeting  included  an 
address  by  Mrs.  Geza  Soos,  of  Montreat, 
the  message  of  Mrs.  W.  B.  Harkins,  Mor- 
ristown,  Tenn.,  President  of  the  Women 
of  the  Church  of  Appalachia  Synod,  and 
the  Bible  lesson  by  Mrs.  F.  A.  Plummer, 
Asheville. 

Mrs.  R.  E.  McClure,  President,  was  in 
charge  throughout  the  day  when  various 
reports  were  made,  and  officers  elected  to 
fill  vacancies,  whose  names  with  those 
who  carried  over  in  unexpired  terms  are 
printed  elsewhere  as  the  "Official  Board."

ing  committee,  to  take  office  on  January 
1,  1954,  and  moved  that  the  present  of- 
ficers continue  until  that  date.  This  will 
bring  their  term  of  office  into  line  with 
the  change  in  the  church  year  effective 
at  the  same  time.  (The  list  appears  else- 
where in  this  issue  of  Our  Mountain 
Work)  . 

The  report  of  the  "Projects  Commit- 
tee" of  which  F.  B  .Gardner  was  chair- 
man proposed  four  objectives  which  were 
adopted: 

1)  Creation  of  annual  fund  of  .|1,000,  for  the 
Mountain  Orphanage,  to  be  disbursed  by  the 
Men  of  the  Presbytery  officers,  after  consultation 
with   the  Orphanage  Superintendent. 

2)  Establish  a  "Speakers  Panel"  of  men  avail- 
able throughout  the  Presbytery. 

3)  Edit  a  page  in  Our  Mountain  Work  peri- 
odically through  ihe  year. 

4)  Arrange  a  program  for  representatives  of 
I  he   Boards  of   the   General   Assembly   to  speak, 


so   as    to   be   accessible   to   every   church    in    the 
Presbytery. 

The  report  suggested  eight  objectives 
which  were  recommended  to  individual 
organizations  to  sponsor: 

1)  A  plan  for  the  exchange  of  worthwhile 
books,  through  book  reviews. 

2)  Build  the  educational  fund  for  Children 
at  the  Orphanage,  particularly  through  sponsor- 
ship of  individual  children. 

3)  Enlarge  the  library  at  the  Orphanage. 

4)  Furnish  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Presbytery   with   photographic   equipment. 

5)  Furnish  the  Presbytery  with  standard  vis- 
ual aid  equipment. 

6)  Support  of  Presbyterian  Men,  through  a 
larger  number  of  subscriptions. 

7)  Arrange  for  an  evening  service  in  every 
church  conducted  exclusively  by  the  men  of 
that  church,  at  least  quarterly. 

8)  Promotion  of  plans  to  secure  the  use  of 
laymen  to  a  greater  extent  in  the  various  phases 
of  church  work. 

Dr.  Jas.  S.  Brown,  Hendersonville,  and 
E.  E.  White,  Black  Mountain,  were  rec- 
ognized as  being  the  church  officers  who 
had  served  longest  in  their  local  church- 
es. Each  was  presented  with  a  copy  of 
the  Revised  Standard  Version  of  the 
Bible,  in  honor  of  continued  service 
since  1907. 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  Sy- 
nod's Men's  Conference  to  be  held  at 
Montreat,  August  29-30,  with  a  mini- 
mum goal  of  fifty  men  from  Asheville 
Presbytery.

The  beautiful  and  inspiring  church, 
located  at  123  Kenilworth  Road,  and 
which  is  the  pride  of  every  one  who  lives 
in  this  community  of  fine  homes,  is  large- 
ly the  fruit  of  the  prayers  and  labors, 
and  the  wise  leadership,  of  two  faithful 
workers,  Rev.  Paul  N.  Gresham  and  his 
faithful  helpmate,  Cora  Sue.  "Faith  is 
the  Victory"  was  the  text  of  the  first  ser- 
mon preached  to  a  congregation  of  27 
persons,  Dec.  29,  1933.  Such  was  the 
small  planting  that  has  grown  through 
the  years  into  the  present  $150,000.00 
church  structure  and  a  membership  of 
over  600  communicants.  Surely  victory 
has  crowned  their  faith. 

Mr.  Gresham  came  to  the  Kenilworth 
community  in  answer  to  a  call  from  the 
Asheville  Presbytery  to  become  a  church 
extension  worker  and  to  organize  a  Sun- 
day School  and  church  in  Kenilworth. 
The  church  was  formally  organized  at 
the  Newton  school  Easter  Sunday,  April 
1,  1934.  The  Presbytery  purchased  a  lot 
at  123  Kenilworth  Road  and  a  new 
church  building  was  started.  The  first 
service  was  held  in  the  partially  finished 
church  in  June  1934,  and  on  July  18, 
following,  Mr.  Gresham  was  formally  in- 
stalled as  pastor  by  the  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery. 

The  work  grew  so  rapidly  that  it  was 
soon  found  that  it  was  necessary  to  ex- 
pand and  a  new  structure  was  started 
Sept.  15,  1948,  providing  the  community 
with  a  new  sanctuary  and  Sunday  School 
rooms.  This  work  was  finished  the  fol- 
lowing year. 

Mr.  Gresham,  under  whose  faithful 
ful  leadership  this  achievement  took 
place,  came  to  Kenilworth  from  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Savannah,  Georgia. 
He  had  previously  served  as  pastor  of 
the  West  Asheville  Presbyterian  Church 
from  1918-1929.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Presbyterian  College,  Clinton,  S.  C,  and 
of  Union  Seminary.  He  was  ordained  by 
the  Asheville  Presbytery  Dec.  15,  1918. 

Mr.  Gresham  and  his  faithful  wife, 
Cora  Sue,  have  been  a  power  for  service 
in  the  Kenilworth  community— ^not  only

by  the  faithful  preaching  of  the  Word, 
but  by  living  as  helpful  neighbors  and 
friends.  They  have  entered  into  the 
homes  of  everyone  and  have  brought 
faith  and  cheer  to  those  in  need.  Their 
famous  daliah  garden  has  brightened 
many  homes  of  the  community.  And 
their  interests  have  extended  beyond 
Kenilworth.  Their  compassionate  hearts 
carried  them  to  Arden  where  they  liter- 
ally put  their  arms  around  this  little 
community  and  loved  a  church  into  ex- 
istence. Faith  really  and  truly  has  been 
their  victory,  but  if  one  should  ask  them 
today,  they  would  reply  in  the  thought 
of  Paul:  We  do  not  say  that  we  have 
attained,  but  we  press  on  toward  the 
mark.

worth and  one  from  West  Asheville,  it 
was  agreed  that  any  others  uniting  at 
the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  commis- 
sion on  May  17th,  would  also  be  enrolled 
as  charter  members. 

The  Ruling  Elders  elect  were  named 
the  committee  on  calling  a  pastor  and 
M.  N.  Coleman  was  named  chairman  of 
the  group. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Commission  and  officers  electi- 
on May  15th,  for  examination  of  the  of-! 
ficers  elect  with  a  view  to  their  installa- 
tion and,  where  necessary,  ordination. 

Adopting  the  Rotary  System,  the  con- 
gregation set  January  1,  1955  as  the  time

The  Grace  Covenant  Church  becomes 
the  fifth  Presbyterian  congregation  with- 
in the  city  limits  of  Asheville  and  the 
fifteenth  in  Buncombe  county. 

The  property,  containing  some  four 
and  one  half  acres  was  purchased  for 
this  use  in  1949  by  the  Home  Mission 
Committee,  and  will  be  taken  over  by 
the  new  church  after  they  complete  their 
organization  plans.

The  high-light  of  the  Assembly  came 
on  Tuesday  afternoon  when  the  report 
of  the  Inter-Church  Relations  Commit- 
tee was  presented,  which  dealt  with  the 
question  of  "Union." 

The  Assembly  was  advised  that  the 
committee,  with  differing  points  of  view, 
had  met  and  adopted  a  "unanimous" 
report,  and  closed  eleven  hours  of  com- 
mittee work  with  a  season  of  prayer  for 
twenty-  five  minutes,  with  all  thirty-nine 
members  of  the  committee,  "on  their 
knees." 

With  reference  to  "Union"  with  the 
Presbyterian   Church,   U.  S.  A.,   and   the 


United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  proposed 
"Plan  of  Union"  be  studied  prayerfully 
and  thoroughly,  with  a  view  to  making 
further  suggestions  to  the  "Committee 
on  Cooperation  and  Union"  by  Novem- 
ber 1,  1953,  having  this  committee  print 
the  proposed  plan  for  distribution 
throughout  the  church  after  that  date, 
and  to  consider  same  with  a  view  to 
"official"  action  by  the  1954  Assembly. 

The  Assembly  stood  to  sing  the  Dox- 
ology  and  be  led  in  prayer  by  Dr.  C. 
Darby  Fulton  after  the  Assembly  had 
adopted  the  entire  report  unanimously, 
with  only  a  few  technical  changes  in  the 
wording  of  two  or  three  sentences. 

The  next  Assembly  will  meet  at  Mon- 
treat, on  May  27,  1954.

Her  Officers  And  Her  Agencies? 


The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  held 
its  93rd  annual  meeting  at  Montreat, 
June  5-10,  1953. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  is  organized 
by  congregations,  each  oi'  which  elects 
Riding  Elders,  who  constitute  a  Session, 
the  governing  body  of  the  congregation, 
and  Deacons  to  administer  the  temporal 
affairs. 

A  group  of  congregations  located  in 
certain  fixed  geographical  areas  is  desig- 
nated as  a  Presbytery.  Each  Minister  in 
such  area  is  a  member  of  that  Presbytery, 
and  to  each  stated  meeting  each  church 
is  entitled  to  elect  one  Ruling  Elder. 
The  Ruling  Elders  and  the  Ministers, 
functioning  with  joint  and  equal  author- 
ity, constitute  the  governing  body  of  the 
Presbytery. 

On  a  similar  but  larger  geographical 
basis,  three  or  more  Presbyteries  consti- 
tute a  Synod,  with  limited  powers  not 
already  vested  in  the  Presbytery,  and  re- 
lated to  the  general  work  in  the  area  of 
each  Synod.  Membership  in  the  Synod  is 
on  the  same  basis  as  in  the  Presbytery. 

Each  Presbytery  elects  Commissioners 
annually  to  the  General  Assembly  on  the 
basis  of  total  membership.  The  ratio  is 
One  Minister  and  One  Ruling  Elder  to 
each  4,000  members,  or  fraction  thereof. 

The  General  Assembly  is  the  supreme 
court  of  the  church.  It  directs  the  work 
of  the  church  on  an  Assembly-wide  level. 
It  determines  the  policies  and  programs 
of  the  denomination.  It  interprets  the 
doctrines  of  the  church  and  governs  in 
matters  pertaining  to  interpretation  and 
amplification  of  the  working  rules  of  the 
church  as  found  in  the  Book  of  Church 
Order.  It  is  the  court  of  highest  appeal 
from  decisions  of  either  Synod  or  Pres- 
bytery, or  Session. 

The  work  of  the  General  Assembly  is 
done  through  "Boards"  and  there  are 
two  elected  officers,  with  certain  assis- 
tants. 

The  Moderator  is  elected  annually, 
and  serves  only  as  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  meeting  at  which  he  is  elected,  such 
necessary  intermediate  meetings  that  may 
be  held,  and  on  such  committees  and  in 
such  other  ways  as  each  Assembly  may 
direct. 

The  Stated  Clerk  is  elected,  with  an 
assistant,  for  a  term  of  three  years.  He 
is  custodian  of  the  records  of  the  Assem- 
bly, responsible  for  arrangements  for 
each  meeting,  keeping  minutes  of  each 
meeting,  and  directing  the  "official"  af- 
fairs of  the  Assembly  between  sessions. 

There  is  a  body  known  as  "The  Gen- 
eral Council"  which  is  "to  provide  for 
coordination  between  the  many  agencies 
(and  Boards) ,  correlation  of  their  varied 
activities,  and  communication  of  the 
total  church  program,  as  a  total  pro- 
gram,  to   the  local  congregations.   This 


council  would  have  four  main  functions: 
That  of  determining  the  over-all  pro- 
gram of  the  Assembly  as  it  is  presented 
to  the  local  church;  of  publicity  in  con- 
nection with  matters  which  deserve  pub- 
lic attention;  of  preparing,  proposing, 
and  promoting  the  benevolent  budget; 
and  of  research  into  the  various  areas  of 
our  church  life."  (Assembly's  Minutes 
1949,  page  136.) 

The  work  of  the  Church,  at  the  Assem- 
bly Level,  involves  five  Boards  and  Six 
agencies,  immediately  responsible  to  the 
General  Assembly  for  their  work. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  is 
commissioned  to  promote  the  work  of 
the  Church  as  carried  on  in  foreign 
lands.  3

commissioned  to  promote  the  work  of 
the  Church  within  the  bounds  of  the 
denomination,  and  with  particular  re- 
gard to:  Home  Mission  work  at  the  As- 
sembly level,  Evangelism,  Negro  Work, 
Radio  and  Television,  Christian  Rela- 
tions, Sunday  School  Extension,  and 
Rural  and  Urban  Church  Work.

The  Board  of  Christian  Education 
is  commissioned  to  provide  the  Church 
with  educational  materials,  literature, 
etc.,  for  the  program  of  the  local  congre- 
gation, Presbytery  and  Synod;  to  sponsor 
Christian  Education  in  schools  and  col- 
leges, within  the  church-related  college, 
and  also  at  the  state  schools.  It  functions

186  AT  CAMP  -  CONFERENCE 
FROM  PRESBYTERY 


One  hundred  and  eighty-six  young 
people  of  Asheville  Presbytery  attended 
the  Pioneer  Camp,  Senior  High  Confer- 
ence and  Synod's  Leadership  School  for 
1953. 

There  were  84  campers  at  Camp  Hope 
with  Rev.  J.  C.  Lime  in  charge,  a  reduc- 
tion from  the  record  of  99  the  preceding 
year.  Ninety-seven  registered  at  the 
Senior  High  conference  at  Montreat,  an 
increase  over  1952.  The  attendance  on 
the  Synod's  Leadership  School  dropped 
from  23  in  1952  to  only  5  in  1953.  This 
school  was  for  special  training  of  local 
and  presbytery  councils  and  other  lead- 
ers.

Dr.  Foreman 

Dr.  Kenneth  J.  Foreman,  professor  of 
Doctrinal  Theology  of  the  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky., 
was  ordained  by  Asheville  Presbytery  on 
September  7,  1921. 

During  his  ministry  as  a  teacher  at 
Davidson  and  afterward  at  Louisville  he 
has  been  a  member  of  this  Presbytery  for 
32  years. 

Born  in  New  York  state,  he  moved  to 
Montreat  as  a  youth  and  from  there 
went  to  Davidson  College  where  he  was 
graduated  in  1911.  After  a  period  in  the 
United  States  Navy,  he  attended  Union 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.  for  a  year  be- 
fore transferring  to  Princeton  Univer- 
sity and  Seminary,  where  he  received  de- 
grees of  MA,  STB,  and  STM  in  1921, 
and  1922.  After  a  period  of  study  at  Yale 
he  was  awarded  the  degree  of  PhD  in 
1935. 

Dr.  Foreman  was  professor  of  German 
and  Bible  at  Davidson  for  two  years  be- 
fore being  made  James  Sprunt  Professor 
of  Bible  and  Philosophy  in  1924,  in 
which  position  he  continued  until  1947 
when  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  faculty 
of  the  Louisville  seminary. 

He  has  been  in  demand  as  a  writer 
for  the  Boards  of  Education  of  both  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  and  U.  S.  A. 
and  a  contributor  to  the  church  press. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Susan  Allison 
Lewis,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  and  their  son, 
Kenneth,  Jr.,  is  a  Presbyterian  minister, 
having  recently  served  as  a  missionary  to 
China  under  the  Board  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.  A.

1,620  ENROLLED  IN  26 
VACATION  SCHOOLS 


Exceeds  1952  Record 


A  statistical  report  from  twenty-six 
Vacation  Church  Schools  have  been  re- 
ported to  date  in  Asheville  Presbytery, 
with  a  total  of  1,620  pupils,  against  a 
total  of  1,598  from  twenty-five  schools 
in  1952. 

Four  new  schools  were  reported  this 
year  from  Andrews,  Canton  and  Way- 
nesville,  and  Arden  reported  a  Negro 
School  which  they  conducted. 

Two  schools  were  held  for  Negroes, 
by  the  Arden  and  the  Kenilworth 
churches. 

Two  schools  were  interdenomination- 
al, at  Bryson  City  and  Hayesville. 

The  Ivy  Park  school  had  a  pupil  en- 
rollment that  was  150%  of  the  total 
church  membership. 

Schools  having  a  pupil  enrouument 
equal  to  40%  or  more  of  the  church 
membership  were:  fvy  Park  150%; 
Sylva  78%;  Andrews  56%;  Malvern 
Hills  53%;  Mills  River  53%;  Arden

Dr.  Geza  Soos,  member  of  the  Mon- 
treat College  faculty,  died  in  a  Pennsyl- 
vania hospital  a  few  hours  after  a  car  in 
which  he  was  riding  struck  a  bridge 
abutment  in  foggy  weather  about  9  P.M. 
Saturday,  September  5,  1953,  near 
Ligonier,  Pa. 

Dr.  Soos  was  on  his  way  to  a  gathering 
at  Ligonier,  of  Hungarian  Reformed 
ministers,  where  he  was  to  be  one  of  the 
speakers.  He  had  joined  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  last  July,  through 
membership  in  Asheville  Presbytery.

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  adjourned  a  iwo 
day  meeting  at  Fountain  City,  Tenn.,  to  meet 
in  1954  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Bris- 
tol, Tenn.,  on  June  22. 

Dr.  R.  T.  L.  Liston,  President  of  King  Col- 
lege, was  elected  Moderator,  succeeding  Dr.  C. 
Grier  Davis,  of  Asheville. 

Rev.  W.  G.  Thomas  was  named  temporary 
clerk. 

Each  presbytery  was  asked  to  name  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  cooperate  with  other  similar 
committees  in  studying  the  orphanage  work 
within  the  synod.  Dr.  R.  E.  McClure  was  named 
to  convene  the  committee. 

Rev.  J.  D.  Smith,  Brevard,  was  named  to  suc- 
ceed Dr.  McClure  on  the  committee  of  Church 
Extension,  and  Dr.  C.  D.  Thomas,  Black  Moun- 
tain, to  succeed  C.  D.  Richmond.  Dr.  McClure 
continues  on  the  committee  by  virtue  of  his 
work  as  Executive  Secretary. 

J.  Paul  Teal,  Jr.,  was  named  to  succeed  Ed- 
ward G.  Roberts  on  the  committee  on  Christian 
Education.  Roberts  continues  on  the  Committee 
by  virtue  of  his  office  as  President  of  the  Men 
of  the  Synod.

The  synod  acknowledged  a  tentative  offer  of

The  Missionary  Support  Department, 
of  the  Division  of  Home  Missions,  is 
that  phase  ot  the  Board's  work  that  most 
vitally  affects  Asheville  Presbytery. 

Fifty  Seven  of  the  Eighty  Four  Pres- 
byteries of  the  General  Assembly  are  as- 
sisted financially  in  their  local  work. 
Asheville  Presbytery  is  one  of  these  fifty 
seven. 

For  the  last  full  year  of  twelve  months, 
this  division  of  Home  Missions  actually 
gave  $9,423.00  to  the  work  of  Asheville 
Presbytery.  This  money  was  used  to  pay 
one  half  of  the  salary  of  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Presbytery  and  one  half 
of  all  salary  supplements  made  to  local 
churches. 

Without  this  appropriation  Asheville 
Presbytery  could  not  have  accomplished 
what  has  been  done. 

In  addition  to  annual  appropriations, 
used  exclusively  for  salaries,  there  have 
been    (in  the  past  ten  years)  : 

GIFTS  to  local  churches  which 
amounted  to  $16,500.00. 

LOANS  to  local  churches  which 
amounted  to  $39,000.00. 

These  loans  and  gifts  have  been  made 
possible  through  the  past  giving  of  the 
Assembly,  IN  EXCESS  OF  REGULAR 
BUDGET  NEEDS.  They  were  promot- 
ed largely  through  the  Program  of 
Progress  and  Tithing  Campaigns. 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension demands  so  much  now  that 
there  is  need  for  a  generous  offering 
October   18  from  the  entire  church. 

The  previous  response  from  Asheville 
Presbytery  has  been  so  small  —  in  the 
special  offering  (Twenty  Nine  Cents  per 
member  in  1952) — that  the  need  for  a 
generous  offering  in  1953  is  particularly 
urgent  for  Asheville  Presbytery. 

Literature  and  envelopes  will  be  mail- 
ed to  families  in  local  churches. 

The  minimum  goal  set  for  the  offer- 
ing is  $1.00  per  member.

Asheville  -  Not  So  God 


The  Research  Committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Council  has  just  released  a  study 
made  by  and  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Wm.  Witherspoon,  St.  Louis.  Mo., 
who  gave  his  time  and  efforts  without 
remuneration,  of  the  Percapita  Income 
of  the  entire  church,  by  Presbyteries,  as 
related  to  the  Percapita  Contributions 
in  each  Presbytery. 

The  basis  of  the  contributions  were 
the  reported  gifts  to  benevolences,  pas- 
tors' salaries,  current  expenses  and  build- 
ing expenses  for  each  year,  1945-1950, 
inclusive.  The  result  of  the  study  as  it 
relates  to  Presbyteries  in  Appalachia 
Synod  shows: 

1.  Knoxville  is  the  only  Presbytery  in 
the  Synod  whose  annual  percentage  giv- 
ing has  been  HIGHER  than  the  mean 
average  for  the  Assembly  for  all  six 
years. 

2.  Abingdon  was  HIGHER  than  the 
mean  Assembly  average  in  1946,  1947, 
1948  and  1949,  was  BELOW  the  mean 
Assembly  average  in  1945  and  1950. 

3.  Llolston  was  HIGHER  than  the 
mean  Assembly  average  five  of  the  six 
years  but  fell  BELOW  this  average  in 
1950. 

4.  Asheville  was  BELOW  the  mean 
Assembly  average  in  all  six  years.  In  the 
six  years  the  standing  had  risen  from 
73rd  place  in  1945  to  58th  place  in  1950. 
Fortieth  place  represented  the  mean  As- 
sembly average. 

The  record  of  Asheville  Presbytery  in 
terms  of  Percentage  of  total  Percapita 
Income  given  through  the  church,  to- 
gether with  the  standing  of  the  Presby- 
tery with  reference  to  the  79  Presbyteries 
studied  shows:

AS  ASSEMBLY  AGENCY 


Through  oversight  in  the  July  issue, 
The  American  Bible  Society  was  omitted 
from  the  list  of  "Assembly  Causes." 

As  an  interdenominational  agency, 
the  General  Assembly  supports  The 
American  Bible  Society  as  a  publishing 
house  for  the  Bible  in  over  1,000  lan- 
guages   (portions,  etc.) 

A  definite  percentage  of  every  gift  to 
the  "General  Fund"  of  the  Assembly 
goes  to  this  agency. 


The  Murphy  Church  has  made  re- 
markable improvement  in  its  property 
by  brick  veneering  the  entire  building. 
The  work  is  now  completed,  and  a 
thanksgiving  service  will  soon  be  held 
to  thank  God  for  this  beautiful  church. 

Including  all  materials  and  labor 
the  cost  was  approximately  $3,600.  A 
local  building  contractor,  Mr.  Jim 
Hughes,  graciously  supervised  the  job 
without  pay.

A 
thousand  dollar  indebtedness  remains. 

Before  launching  this  building  pro- 
gram, the  Murphy  Church  took  the  full 
support  of  their  pastor,  Rev.  F.  O. 

This  involved 
a  considerable  increase  in  their  budget 
over  the  preceding  year.  Thus  the  two 
efforts  in  the  same  year  are  proving  to 
be  a  real  challenge  to  the  congregation.

In  ten  years  Malvern  Hills  has  grown 
rapidly,  and  looks  forward  to  a  building 
program  in  the  late  spring  or  early  sum- 
mer to  enlarge  their  building. 

One  feature  of  the  celebration  or  the 
organization  of  their  church,  October 
31,  1943,  will  be  a  congregational  meet- 
ing the  last  Sunday  of  this  October  to 


We  are  not  going  to  print  NAMES, 
but  there  are  still  EIGHT  churches  in 
the  Presbytery  from  which  there  has 
been  no  contribution  to  Benevolences 
for  division  among  all  the  causes.

As  you  face  the  Every  Member  Can- 
vass on  November  8th  you  want  to  know 
the  What  and  the  Why  of  the  challenge 
to  give  your  money  through  your 
Church. 

Such  facts  as  Pastor's  salary,  water 
and  light  bill,  literature  and  supplies 
for  local  church  work,  fuel,  insurance 
and  other  items  of  "Current  Expenses" 
are  easily  understood. 

Where  a  particular  congregation  is 
faced  with  a  construction  program,  or 
of  debt  retirement  for  previous  construc- 
tion of  manse,  church  or  educational 
facilities,  it  is  not  hard  to  visualize  the 
need. 

The  Benevolent  Causes  of  the  church 
are  often  neglected  because  the  indi- 
vidual does  not  "visualize"  the  purpose 
and  need  for  each.  To  help  you  know 
the  What  and  the  Why  of  the  "Benev- 
olent" work  of  your  denomination  is  the 
purpose  of  this  article. 

Presbytery 

First  of  all,  within  the  bounds  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  there  are  three 
causes  with  budgets  approved  by  Pres- 
bytery, and  for  the  support  of  which 
Asheville  Presbytery  is  exclusively  re- 
sponsible. 

These  are: 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  which  under- 
writes the  salary  and  work  of  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  a  part  of  the  salary  of 
ministers  serving  (in  1953)  twelve 
churches,  the  publication  of  Our  Moun- 
tain Work,  and  the  maintenance  of  a 
central  office  handling  all  benevolent 
contributions  of  the  churches. 

The  Mountain  Orphanage,  for  the 
past  fifty  years  providing  a  home  for 
needy  boys  and  girls  of  western  Caro- 
lina, with  a  present  capacity  of  56  chil- 
dren. 

The  Committee  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, which  sponsors  the  Conference  and 
Camp  for  our  youth,  promotes  special 
training  for  local  churches  in  Christian 
Education  and  a  program  of  leadership 
training. 

In  addition,  Asheville  Presbytery 
placed  Montreat  College  in  the  Be- 
nevolent Budget  a  number  of  years  ago. 
When  the  Presbytery  closed  the  last  mis- 
sion school  for  girls  (Morrison)  Mon- 
treat College  and  Preparatory  School 
promised  aid  to  needy  girls,  and  the 
Presbytery  promised  support  of  Mon- 
treat College  and  School. 

Synod 

Secondly,  there  are  certain  causes  that 
are  recognized  by  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia  as  a  synodical  obligation. 

These  are: 

King  College,  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Synod  as  a  college  for  boys  and  girls, 
is  fully  accredited  by  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Universities.  It 
has  no  other  agency  to  look  to,  except 
the  Synod,  for  financial  support. 
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The  Committee  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion which  sponsors  work  in  all  four 
Presbyteries,  through  the  office  of  the 
Regional  Director,  and  promotes  a  work 
for  students  on  the  campuses  of  several 
educational  institutions.  A  special  work- 
er is  employed  and  a  Presbytery  center 
supported  at  the  University  of  Tennes- 
see. Work  at  other  points  is  supple- 
mented, including  that  at  Western 
Carolina  College  in  this  Presbytery.  The 
entire  financial  needs  of  this  committee 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  Synod. 

The  Synod  recognizes  an  obligation 
to  Two  Theological  Seminaries  and 
adopts  a  relative  amount  to  be  set  be- 
fore the  Presbytery  as  a  goal  for  giving 
to  these  institutions.  The  amounts  are 
mere  token  gifts,  in  the  face  of  the  ac- 
tual needs  of  Union  Theological  Semin- 
ary, Richmond,  Va.,  and  Louisville  Pres- 
byterian Theological  Seminary,  Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

General  Assembly 

Thirdly,  there  are  the  causes  for  which 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  is  solely  responsi- 
ble, together  with  those  where  there  is 
a  joint  responsibility  with  other  denomi- 
nations or  agencies. 

These  are: 

The  Board  of  World  Missions, 
charged  with  the  promotion  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  "foreign  mission 
work"  of  the  church,  and  other  related 
agencies  and  activities  such  as  "Over- 
seas Relief,"  etc. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
which  is  a  correlation  of  a  number  of 
agencies  previously  existing,  and  in- 
cluding: 

Home  Mission  Work  on  the  Assembly 
level,  through  the  divisions  of  Sustenta- 
tion,  Urban  Work,  Rural  Work,  Church 
Architecture,  and  Sunday  School  Exten- 
sion. 

Radio  and  Television,  a  department 
supporting  the  Presbyterian  Hour  and 
many  other  features  related  to  this  field 
of  promotion. 

Evangelism,  promoting  this  work 
throughout  the  Assembly. 

Negro  Work,  directing  the  develop- 
ment of  work  in  Negro  churches  and 
the  support  of  various  phases  of  this 
responsibility. 

Christian  Relations,  a  department 
seeking  to  interpret  and  apply  the  prin- 


ciples of  Christian  faith  to  the  problems 
of  every-day  living. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
which  brings  under  one  Board  the  pro- 
duction of  literature  for  all  phases  of 
education  in  the  local  church,  the  pro- 
motion of  leadership  training  through- 
out the  denomination,  and  the  promo- 
tion of  Christian  Education  in  institu- 
tional life  throughout  the  church. 

The  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief, 
which  receives  contributions  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  needs  of  retired  ministers, 
widows  and  orphans  of  ministers  and 
the  administration  of  the  Ministers'  An- 
nuity Fund  and  other  programs  to  pro- 
vie  more  adequate  retirement  allow- 
ances for  the  future  including  certain 
insurance  features. 

A  number  of  other  agencies,  grouped 
for  practical  purposes  under  the  "Gen- 
eral Fund"  and  known  as  the  "General 
Fund  Agencies." 

These  are: 

The  Board  of  Women's  Work,  which 
promotes  and  directs  women's  work  on 
all  levels  throughout  the  church. 

The  General  Council,  which  corre- 
lates the  programs  of  activities  of  the 
various  agencies,  recommends  to  the  As- 
sembly the  "Spending  Budgets"  of  the 
agencies  and  the  Benevolent  "Askings" 
for  Assembly's  agencies,  and  promotes 
the  stewardship  emphasis  of  the 
churches. 

Stillman  College,  the  only  college 
for  Negroes  in  the  church,  with  empha- 
sis on  a  standard  college  course  and 
theological  education  for  prospective 
Negro  ministers. 

General  Assembly's  Training  School 
for  Lay  Workers,  which  offers  a  course 
of  study  leading  to  degrees  in  Religious 
Education,  based  on  undergraduate  and 
graduate  study. 

The  Mountain  Retreat  Association, 
in  support  of  the  summer  conference 
program,  and,  by  action  of  the  1953 
General  Assembly,  of  Montreat  College, 
in  part. 

The  Historical  Foundation,  at  Mon- 
treat, as  a  library  of  Presbyterian  his- 
tory, and  a  depository  of  official  papers, 
documents  and  records  of  the  Presby- 
terian and  Reformed  Churches  of  Amer- 
ica and  the  world. 

All  of  the  above  report  to  the  General 
Assembly  which  fixes  their  "spending 
budgets"  and  is  responsible  for  their 
support. 

In  addition,  there  is  added  The  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society,  for  which  the  As- 
sembly sets  a  "token"  amount,  represent- 
ing a  reasonable  share  of  the  total  needs 
of  this  agency. 

Finally,  there  are  five  agencies  of  an 
interdenominational  nature,  for  whose 
work  the  General  Assembly  has  approv- 
ed a  designated  sum.

These  are: 

The  National  Council  of  Churches. 

The  World  Council  of  Churches. 

The  Presbyterian  Alliance  (Western 
Section) . 

The  Lord's  Day  Alliance. 

Religion  in  American  Life. 

The  financial  support  of  these  agen- 
cies is  made  possible  through  your  gifts 
to  your  local  church,  together  with  like 
gifts  from  other  Presbyterians  through- 
out the  denomination. 

How  much  you  will  give  depends  on 
your  sense  of  privilege,  ability  and  re- 
sponsibility. 

How  much  your  church  places  before 
you  as  a  challenge  to  your  giving  de- 
pends on  the  officers  of  your  church  and 
the  way  in  which  they  present  the  re- 
quirements of  Presbytery,  Synod  and 
General  Assembly. 

Asheville  Presbytery  faces  a  financial 
challenge  for  the  year  of  1954  in  the 
total  amount  of  $145,000,  in  order  to 
meet  the  total  needs  of  the  Presbytery 
and  the  amounts  that  Synod  and  Gen- 
eral Assembly  indicate  as  the  propor- 
tionate part  of  the  total  needs  of  those 
bodies. 

Contributions  to  SOME  of  the  causes 
come  through  two  channels.  There  are 


"Special  Offerings"  at  designated  times 
throughout  the  year  and  from  time  to 
time  churches  and  individuals  are  led 
to  give  specifically  to  some  one  or  more 
causes.  These  are  all  handled  as  "desig- 
nated gifts." 

There  are  some  causes  which  do  not 
receive  any  "Special  Offerings,"  unless 
nated  for  them. 

The  provision  for  caring  for  ALL 
causes  on  a  proportionate  basis  is 
through  the  contributions  from  Sunday 
to  Sunday,  as  a  part  of  the  regular  giv- 
ing program  and  practice  of  the  local 
church.  These  gifts,  when  received,  are 
divided  so  as  to  give  every  cause  its  full 
share  of  the  total  giving  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. 

The  conservative  amounts  set  by  Pres- 
bytery, Synod  and  General  Assembly 
represent  only  the  minimum  needs  of 
the  various  agencies.  Every  cause  could 
profitably  expand  its  work,  IF  there  were 
sufficient  financial  income. 

The  amounts  asked  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery, and  the  possible  sources  of  these 
amounts  are  as  follows:

For  World  Missions  $26,325 

Based  on  past  experience,  the  "Designated 
Gifts"  in  1954  will  probably  reach  $10,000.  This 
leaves  $16,325  to  be  secured  through  regular 
giving,  Sunday  by  Sunday,  in  the  local  churches.

SEMINARY  STUDENTS  SERVE  CHURCHES  IN  ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY  DURING  SUMMER  OF  1953 

Their  Work  Is  Summarized  By  Someone  In  Each  Field  Served

James  S.  B.  Tippens

Mr.  James  S.  R.  Tippens,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
who  served  the  Hayesville  Presbyterian  Church 
as  student  pastor  during  the  summer  vacation 
has  returned  to  resume  his  theological  course  as 
a  student  of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary, 
Decatur,  Ga. 

Mr.  Tippens  first  began  his  work  in  the 
Hayesville  Church  the  15th  of  last  March  when 
he  drove  to  Hayesville  from  Decatur,  each  first 
and  third  Sunday  morning,  helping  with  the 
Sunday  School  work  and  then  preaching  to  the 
congregation  at  elecen  o'clock.  He  also  preached 
at  Union  Hill  outpost  on  each  third  Sunday 
afternoon. 

Mr.  Tippens  came  to  live  at  Hayesville  this 
summer  and  served  the  same  schedule  of  ser- 
vices in  the  Hayesville  Church  and  the  Union 
Hill  outpost.  In  addition  Mr.  Tippens  secured 
teachers  and  organized  and  held  a  vacation 
Bible  school  for  the  young  folks  during  the 
week  of  June  29  through  July  3rd,  with  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  seventy-four. 

During  the  week  of  June  21,  Mr.  Tippens  was 
assisted  by  David  Parks,  student  supply  at  the 
Brittains  Cove  Presbyterian  Church,  near 
Weaverville,  who  conducted  a  week  of  revival 
services  in  the  Hayesville  Church,  with  Rev. 
R.  E.  McClure  holding  the  last  two  services. 

Mr.  Tippens  took  a  great  interest  in  the 
young  people  and  taught  the  pioneer  Sunday 
School  class,  acted  as  local  boy  scout  master 
during  the  summer,  taking  the  boys  on  hikes 
and  camping  trips.  He  also  organized  an  inter- 
denominational youth  group  called  "The  Chris- 
tian Builders"  for  ages  eight  through  eleven. 
The  women  of  the  church  received  much  help 
as  he  assisted  them  by  being  in  charge  of  their 
special  Bible  study  course,  "Mirrors  of  the 
Soul." 

The  Hayesville  Church  feels  that  it  has  been 
blessed  in  having  Mr.  Tippens  with  us  and 
that  the  church  and  community  have  been  re- 
freshed in  mind  and  spirit  and  given  new  cour- 
age in  the  work  of  the  Lord  by  the  sincere  ef- 
forts and  spirit  of  this  young  man.

This  can  be  said  of  David  Parks  as  he  bids 
farewell  to  the  congregation  of  the  Brittain's 
Cove  Church  and  returns  to  Columbia  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  for  his  final  year  of  preparation 
and  study  for  the  ministry. 

David  become  student  supply  pastor  at  Brit- 
tain's Cove  on  June  1,  1952.  During  the  two 
years  he  served  the  church  we  moved  very 
rapidly  from  a  virtual  stand-still,  that  had  ex- 
isted for  several  years,  toward  a  goal  of  self 
support.

In  all  these 
things  David  Parks  played  a  very  important 
part.  His  faithful  and  continuous  work  was 
indeed  a  blessing  to  the  Brittain's  Cove  church 
and  community.  He  takes  no  credit.  He  says, 
"The  Lord  did  it,  not  I." 

David  will  return  to  Brittain's  Cove  twice 
monthly  during  the  fall  and  winter,  as  he  did 
last  year.

B.  Blake  Breitenhirt,  Jr.,  son  of  Rev.  B.  Blake 
Breitenhirt,  Fayetteville,  W.  Va.,  served  as  Stu- 
dent Assistant  Minister  of  the  Hazelwood  and 
Bethel  churches  during  the  summer  months, 
and  has  returned  to  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Va.,  for  his  second  year  of 
study. 

Mr.  Breitenhirt  served  the  Bethel  church  as 
resident  minister,  and  counsellor  in  the  Presby- 
tery's Pioneer  Camp  at  Came  Hope.  He  preach- 
ed at  Bethel  every  Sunday  except  the  first  of 
each  month,  when  he  preached  at  Hazelwood, 
worked  in  the  Bethel  Sunday  School  and  in 
both  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools  at  both  church- 
es and  Young  People  at  Bethel.

Each 
church  will  be  given  envelopes  with  the  name 
of  the  local  church,  and  contributions  should 
be  made  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  or  the  Sunday 
following. 

Orphanage  Week 

November  16-23  will  be;  observed  as  Orphan- 
age Week,  and  churches  so  desiring  will  be  fur- 
nished posters  to  use  with  baskets  in  local  stores, 
inviting  customers  to  "buy  something  extra  for 
the  Orphanage."  Commodities  so  received  will 
be  assembled  at  the  church  sponsoring  the  bas- 
kets in  the  stores,  and  picked  up  by  Harry  Bark- 
ley,  superintendent,  and  his  assistants. 

Church  Bulletins 

Local  pastors  will  be  furnished  "quotes"  about 
the  Orphanage  and  asked  to  run  one  or  more 
in  each  bulletin  during  the  four  weeks  prior 
to  Thanksgiving. 

Publicity 

Bernard  R.  Smith,  Jr.,  has  accepted  the  re- 
sponsibility of  furnishing  the  press  with  in- 
formation from  time  to  time,  including  the 
county  papers  in  Asheville   Presbytery. 

Radio  And  Television 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  arrange 
for  some  form  of  Radio  and  Television  public- 
ity. They  will  work  with  other  groups  or 
churches  promoting  orphanage  appeals  during 
the  Thanksgiving  season. 

Financial  Goal 

The  Thanksgiving  Contributions  normally 
furnish  (he  orphanage  with  one  fourth  or  more 


of  its  annual  budget.  Money  is  borrowed  for 
five  or  more  months  prior  to  Thanksgiving  to 
meet  operating  costs  and  is  repaid  from  Thanks- 
giving gifts. 

Other  needs  of  the  home  at  this  time  prompt- 
ed the  $20,000  figure  to  be  placed  before  the 
churches.  These  include  one  or  more  pianos, 
furnishing  and  equipping  a  large  basement  in 
the  dormitory  basement  for  recreation,  refur- 
nishing the  combination  "study-hall  and  living 
rooms"  of  the  little  boys  and  little  girls,  in- 
stalling asphalt  tile  in  these  rooms,  replacing 
much  old  furniture  in  rooms  of  the  older  chil- 
dren, and  other  smaller  needs. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  recognized  these 
needs  as  deserving  prior  consideration  as  soon 
as  the  money  is  available. 

Church  Goals 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  study 
the  membership  of  the  churches  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, their  record  of  giving  and  to  assign  to 
each  a  definite  part  of  the  total  $20,000  as  the 
"goal"  of  that  church. 

Present  Cost 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  was  recognized  at 
a  meeting  of  heads  of  similar  institutions  in  the 
General  Assembly  for  its  economical  operation. 
It  is  one  of  very  few  with  a  per  capita  cost  of 
less  than  $900  per  child  for  a  year.  Most  were 
well  over  $1,000  and  some  reported  as  much  as 
$2,000  cost. 

Educational  Records 

Eight  recent  graduates  of  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage are  in  college,  university  or  in  some 
form  of  advanced  training.  The  last  issue  of 
Our  Mountain  Work  carried  their  names.  The 
children  attend  the  Black  Mountain  Schools. 

Church  Membership 

Practically  all  of  the  children  enter  the  or- 
phanage from  homes  with  little  or  no  church 
life.  No  child  has  ever  left  the  orphanage,  if 
over  12,  to  enter  college,  go  to  work,  or  to  re- 
turn to  their  relatives,  who  has  not  been  re- 
ceived as  a  member  of  the  Black  Mountain 
Church. 

Asheville  Presbytery 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  owned  by  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery.  It  has  been  a  home  for  needy 
children  since  1904.  On  January  19,  1954  it  will 
celebrate  its  Fiftieth  Anniversary. 

Presbyterians  of  Asheville  Presbytery  have  al- 
ways taken  a  pride  in  the  full  and  adequate 
support  of  the  home.  It  is  confidently  expected 
that  the  response  at  Thanksgiving  1953  will  re- 
flect a  continuation  of  this  generous  support.

denominations  will  be  presented  to  the 
1954  assemblies  for  formal  consideration. 

The  Presbytery  approved  sending  a 
statement  to  local  churches  showing 
that  it  will  require  $145,000  to  support 
the  benevolent  work  of  the  Presbytery, 
Synod  and  Assembly  in  1954,  and  to  ask 
each  church  to  assume  as  large  a  share 
of  this  as  possible  to  be  remitted  for 
division  by  the  Central  Treasurer. 

Churches  were  also  asked  to  remit  to 
the  Central  Treasurer  a  definite  per- 
centage of  the  conributions  of  their 
members,  rather  than  a  designated  num- 
ber of  dollars,  and  to  do  this  monthly. 
The  percentage  will  be  based  on  the  re- 
lationship that  the  number  of  dollars 
for  benevolences  bears  to  their  total 
budget. 

The  winter  meeting  was  set  for  Janu- 
ary 19,  1954  and  the  place  named  was 
Hazel  wood. 

Docketed  for  this  meeting  are  the  re- 
ception of  annual  reports,  consideration 
of  amendments  to  the  Book  of  Church 
Order  sent  down  by  the  Assembly,  recog- 
nition of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of 
The  Mountain  Orphanage,  and  a  report 
of  the  committee  on  revision  of  the 
manual. 

In  attendance  at  the  meeting  were  2i 
ministers  serving  churches  in  the  Pres- 
bytery, with  12  other  ministers,  retired 
or  serving  in  other  capacities,  and  Rul- 
ing Elders  from  20  of  the  31  active 
churches. 

The  Commission  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work  was  instructed  to  review  the 
record  of  attendance  of  ministers  at 
Presbytery  and  make  such  recommenda- 
tions at  the  next  meeting  as  they  deem 
wise  with  reference  to  those  who  fail  to 
attend  without  sufficient  reason.

BENEVOLENT  GIVING  AHEAD 
OF  LAST  YEAR  RECEIPTS 


The  Central  Treasurer  of  Benevo- 
lences has  received  from  the  Churches 
of  the  Presbytery  a  total  of  $36,563.19 
for  the  first  six  months  of  the  church 
year,  of  which  $26,870.44  was  for  divi- 
sion among  the  causes,  and  $9,692.75 
was  designated  for  some  particular 
cause  or  causes. 

Compared  with  the  same  months  of 
1952  the  gifts  this  year  exceeded  those  of 
last  year  by  a  grand  total  of  $8,936.75. 
The  contributions  for  division  in  1952 
were  exceeded  by  $3,264.97.  The  desig- 
nated contributions  were  exceeded  by 
$3,967.21. 

As  these  receipts,  in  reality  mean  the 
gifts  of  the  churches  for  the  first  five 
months,  there  are  still  lour  months  con- 
tributions to  be  remitted.  Because  of 
the  "Special  Offerings"  coming  in  the 
fall,  it  will  be  greatly  appreciated  if  all 
these  can  be  remitted  in  full  on  the  first 
of  the  month  following  the  offering.

lar offerings." 

$86,000  is  needed  from  the  churches 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  through  "regu- 
lar offerings"  during  1954,  to  meet  the 
budgets  within  the  Presbytery  and  the 
askings  of  Synod  and  General  Assembly 
on  a  100%  basis. 

This  must  be  accompanied  by  gifts 
through  "special  offerings"  at  least  equal 
to  estimates  based  on  past  experience.

Thanksgiving  for  The  Orphanage 
means  much  for  it  is  at  this  season  that 
the  Presbyterians  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery generously  give  of  their  means  to 
enable  the  home  to  "balance  the  bud- 
get" lor  the  current  year.  This  usually 
means  one  fourth  of  the  annual  cost  of 
operation. 

In  1953  the  annual  budget  is  approxi- 
mately $40,000,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
first  $10,000  from  the  Thanksgiving  Of- 
fering will  be  sufficient  to  meet  these 
needs.

Methods  of  promoting  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering  throughout  Asheville 
Presbytery  vary  in  different  churches.

Many  churches  follow  the  custom  of 
collecting  food  and  clothing  at  Thanks- 
giving, as  started  many  years  ago  by 
ladies  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Asheville.  This  plan  is  still  followed  in 
Asheville,  with  the  various  churches 
dividing  the  city  and  promoting  the  con- 
tributions in  their  areas.

of  the  Oak  Forest  Church,  was  present 
and  spoke  briefly,  as  the  son  of  a  King 
College  alumnus,  an  alumnus,  himself, 
and  the  father  of  three  sons  who  gradu- 
ated from  the  college. 

King  College,  now  a  fully  accredited 
college,  faces  the  situation  of  not  having 
enough  dormitory  space,  dining  room 
facilities,  equipment  or  faculty  to  accom- 
modate scores  of  young  people  seeking 
admission. 

Ten  years  ago  the  suggestion  was  made 
that  the  college  be  closed.  It  was  in  debt.

Today  King  is  out  of  debt.  It  is  fully 
accredited.  It  has  received  contributions 
to  provide  an  endowment  of  nearly  $1,- 
000, 000.  The  next  step  is  to  enlarge  its 
opportunities  for  service  with  adequate 
physical  equipment  and  endowment  to 
provide  for  a  larger  faculty  to  care  for 
those  desiring  to  enter  the  institution. 

Dr.  Liston  is  president  of  the  college.

MEN'S  WORK  .  .  . 

From  "Presbyterian  Men" 

MEN'S  WORK  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  is  correctly  described  by  the  words  stim- 
ulant, operation,  process,  movement. 

It  is  the  business  of  "Men's  Work"  to  stim- 
ulate men  to  take  hold  of  the  job  of  the 
Church.  Simple  operations  and  processes  are 
employed  in  the  business.  The  result  of  men 
taking  hold  is  a  movement  called  "Men's 
Work." 

Thus,  it  is  seen  that  "Men's  Work"  is  a  right- 
hand  partner  to  every  phase  of  the  program  of 
the  Church.  It  stimulates  men  to  take  hold  of 
worship  and  Bible  study,  of  evangelism  and  mis- 
sions, of  Christian  nurture  and  personal  growth, 
of  stewardship  and  service,  of  Christian  citizen- 
ship and  vocation. 

The  operation  or  process  needed  by  every 
local  Church  to  stimulate  men  to  know  and 
take  part  in  the  program  of  the  Church  is  called 
"The  Men's  Monthly  Meeting."  (Sometimes  re- 
ferred to  as  "Men  of  the  Church,"  or  "Men's 
Club.")  In  some  Churches  the  Men's  Bible 
Class  type  of  men's  organization  gets  results.  In 
other  Churches  the  monthly  meeting  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  its  own  officers — and  the  Men's 
Club  type  of  men's  organizations  get  results, 
too. 

In  order  to  assist  leaders  of  local  church  men, 
the  following  help  is  provided: 

1)  The  Division  of  Men's  Work  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education  provides  printed  organi- 
zational and  operational  help. 

2)  Presbytery's  Men's  Councils  provide  an- 
nual Round  Tables  to  brief  incoming  local 
men's  leaders  on  the  jobs  they  take  up  the  first 
of  the  year;  also  an  Annual  Rally  to  inspire 
local  men  and  give  them  the  sprit  de  corps  of  a 
larger  gathering. 

3)  Synod's  Men's  Councils  provide  annual 
Synod-wide  week-end  men's  conferences  to  fur- 
ther train  local  men  and  to  highlight  one  or 
more  phases  of  the  Church's  program;  also 
Synod  Councils  assist  Presbytery  Councils  and 
correlate  their  work. 

4)  Assembly  Men's  Council  provides  occa- 
sional Regional  and  Assembly-wide  Conventions 
to  still  further  inspire  men  through  a  great  ga- 
thering of  men  and  through  nationally  promi- 
nent platform  leaders  and  through  the  spec- 
tacular  dramatization   of  our  church   program. 

5)  The  Regional  Director  provides  help  by 
serving  as  Director  of  Men's  Work  in  the  Synod. 
His  office  is  Synod  Men's  Work  Headquarters. 

6)  The  Boards  and  agencies  of  the  Assembly 
provide  materials  and  projects  in  their  respec- 
tive fields.  Through  the  boards  and  agencies, 
local  Presbyterians  help  spread  the  Gospel  near 
and  far. 

Just  what  is  Men's  Work? 

li  is  men  working  on  the  whole  program  of 
(he  whole  Church.  Thus,  every  Church  needs  a 
means  of  stimulating  its  men  to  take  hold  as 
informed  and  active  churchmen.  This  stimu- 
lating meaas  is  the  Men's  Organization.

previous    meetings   of   the    Men   of   the 
Presbytery,    the    council   members   have  \ 
sponsored     certain     financial     projects. 

These  include: 

■ 

The  purchase  of  a  Drill  for  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  Farm,  at  a  cost  of 
$421.89. 

The  purchase  of  photographic  equip- 
ment for  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Presbytery,  at  a  cost  of  $100.00. 

The  sponsorship  of  a  visit  of  the  King  i 
College    Glee   Club    to    the   meeting   at 
Waynesville,  and  to  sing  at  Lee  Edwards 
High  School,  at  a  cost  of  $89.10. 

The  final  payment  of  $104.89  on  a 
new  Silo  for  the  orphanage  farm.  This 
silo  had  been  built  at  a  cost  in  excess 
of  $600.00  and  previous  gifts,  largely  j 
from  the  men  of  the  Presbytery  had  met 
the  other  $495.11. 

With  the  help  of  $100.00  appropriated  j 
by  the  Religious  Education  Committee 
of  the  Presbytery,  an  assessment  of  $354.-  I 
40  was  paid  as  advance  "Registration 
Fees"  for  the  1954  New  Orleans  Conven- 
don.  This  method  of  advance  finance 
was  adopted  by  the  Assembly's  Commit- 
tee, and  the  men  of  each  Presbytery  in 
the  Assembly  were  assigned  "a  pro-rata 
share. 

Members  of  the  Council,  acting  on  the 
instruction  of  the  group  of  men  assem- 
bled at  a  Presbytery-wide  Rally,  have  1 
made  these  funds  available  for  the  above  i 
purposes,  and  are  seeking  contributions 
to  meet  these  items,  and  to  re-imburse 
the  orphanage  for  the  balance  paid  on 
a  mixer  for  the  kitchen  (a  men's  pro- 
ject)   of  $209.19. 

All  together  there  is  a  need  for  $1,- 
209.19  for  these,  and  the  council  desires 
to  build  a  reserve  for  future  activities. 
They  are  asking  for  $2,000.00  from  the 
men.  Contributions  should  be  made  to 
Quinn  Constantz,  Treasurer,  W.  C.  C, 
Cullowhee,  N.  C. 

Forrest  B.  Gardner,  President  of  the 
Men  of  the  Presbytery,  and  Edward  G. 
Roberts,  President  of  the  Men  of  the 
Synod,  expect  to  get  a  special  message 
to  each  men's  group,  outlining  the  de- 
tails involved  in  this  work. 


Plans  are  already  being  made  to  send 
a  full  quota  of  delegates  to  the  Men's 
Convention,  scheduled  for  New  Orleans, 
October  15-17,  1954.  With  advance  regis- 
tration already  paid,  each  delegate  will 
be  responsible  only  for  entertainment, 
travel  and  other  incidental  expenses.

THE  COST  OF  CLOTHES 
AND  RELATED  ITEMS  .  .  . 

We  learned  the  other  day  that  some 
children's  homes  are  asking  contribu- 
tions for  clothing  individual  children  on 
the  basis  of  as  much  as  $125.00  a  year — 
and  that  is  a  very  reasonable  figure  with 
shoes  at  $7.00  a  pair  (modest  price)  and 
Suits  and  Dresses  running  much  higher. 

How  does  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
maintain  its  schedule  of  $75.00  per 
child? 

The  answer  is  frankly,  we  just  don't, 
except  that  we  have  never  asked  for 
more. 

Some  Circles,  groups  and  individuals 
have  spent  more  on  some  children. 
Where  the  $75.00  was  not  sufficient  in 
other  cases,  the  operating  budget  of  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  made  up  the  dif- 
ference. 

Of  course,  the  cost  of  clothing  varies 
with  the  age  and  needs  of  the  individual. 
The  figure  of  $75.00  is  a  "cross-the- 
board"  average  that  was  set  up  several 
years  ago.  We  think  that  the  cost — aver- 
age— is  more  nearly  $100.00  than  $75.00. 

What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 

So  many  of  our  friends  have  already 
set  up  budgets  on  the  basis  of  $75.00 
per  child,  we  are  going  to  say,  "Thank 
you,"  accept  the  gift  and  do  our  best  to 
make  it  go  as  far  as  it  will  for  the  child 
assigned  to  you.  If  you  can  do  more  than 
that,  we  will  be  glad  to  advise  with  you 
as  to  just  how  much  is  needed.  If  you 
cannot  do  more,  we  are  going  to  take 
care  of  the  situation  as  we  have  in  the 
past — and  as  economically  as  possible. 

II  there  is  any  question  about  the 
child  you  or  your  group  has  assumed  as 
your  responsibility,  call  or  write  the 
Superintendent  and  he  will  answer  your 
question  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

If  you  or  your  group  desire  to  "adopt" 
a  child  tor  the  purpose  of  clothing,  check 
with  Mr.  Barkley  to  see  who  has  not  al- 
ready been  "adopted." 

The  policy  of  sending  money  makes  it 
possible  to  purchase  many  articles  of 
clothing  at  less  cost,  and  gives  the  or- 
phanage staff  the  opportunity  to  guide 
the  older  children  in  the  actual  purchase 
of  their  own  clothing.  This  teaches  them 
the  value  of  money,  and  gives  them  the 
sense  of  personal  interest  in  their  own 
clothes. 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  deeply 
grateful  to  individual  men  and  women 
and  to  many  groups  who  are  rendering 
such  a  fine  service  in  this  way.

CHURCH  EXTENSION  GIFTS 
EXCEED  THREE  THOUSAND 

Contributions  from  the  churches  of 
the  Presbytery  for  Church  Extension,  at 
the  time  of  the  special  offering  for  this 
cause  in  October,  amounted  to  S3, 093. 91 
from  27  churches  of  the  Presbytery.  The 
1952  offering  was  less  than  $2,000.00. 

The  tentative  goal  set  had  been  $7,- 
000,  in  view  of  the  generous  way  in 
which  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
assists  with  work  in  Asheville  Presbytery. 
At  the  instruction  of  the  Presbytery 
$210  was  spent  in  promoting  this  offer- 
ing, and  the  amount  deducted  from  the 
totals  sent  to  G.  B.  Strickler,  Treasurer.

PRESBYTERY'S  ASSESSMENT 
GOES  TO  STATED  CLERK 

Rev.  M.  R.  Williamson,  Stated  Clerk) 
of    the    Presbytery,    receives    from    the 
churches  the  assessments  set  by  the  Pres- 
bytery for  the  support  of  the  "overhead" 
expenses  of  Presbytery,  Synod  and  Gen- 1 
eral  Assembly. 

This  "tax"  is  levied  by  the  Presbytery 
and  when  paid  is  reported  by  the  local 
church  as  an  item  of  "Current  Expense." 
It  provides  a  fund  to  meet  the  nominal 
costs  of  the  office  of  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  Presbytery,  including  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  the  minutes,  and 
other  costs  involved  in  the  work  of  the 
Presbytery,  as  a  court  of  the  church. 

This  tax  is  made  sufficient  to  meet  a 
similar  tax  from  the  Synod  and  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  meet  such  costs  of  the 
larger  bodies. 

It  is  calculated  on  a  twelve  month 
basis,  ordinarily,  but  Mr.  Williamson  an- 
nounces that  statements  sent  to  local 
treasurers  are  for  three  fourths  of  this 
amount  only,  to  cover  the  needs  of  the 
"short  year."  On  and  after  January  1, 
1954,  the  full  amount  will  be  due  for  the 
full  year  of  1954. 

Remittance  to  this  "Presbytery's  As- 
sessment" should  be  made  to  Rev.  M.  R. 
Williamson,  Treasurer,  Waynesville,  N. 
C,  before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year. 


CAUSES    OF    PRESBYTERY   NEED  TOTAL  OF  $145,000.00  IN  1954 
Churches  Asked  To  Give  Proportionately    -    Regularly 


How  will  your  church  support  the 
Benevolent  Causes  of  the  Presbytery, 
Synod  and  General  Assembly  in  1954? 

The  Presbytery  has  set  a  goal  of  $145,- 
000  to  give  each  catise  the  amount  need- 
ed or  asked  by  the  Synod  and  Assembly. 

The  Causes  of  the  Presbytery  operate 
on  Presbytery  approved  budgets,  which 
become  a  primary  responsibility.  These 
are  Presbytery's  Home  Missions,  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  and  the  Commit- 
tee en  Christian  Education.  These  bud- 
gets for  1954  will  be  set  at  the  January 
meeting  of  the  Presbytery. 

The  other  causes  of  the  budget  repre- 
sent agencies  of  the  Synod  and  Assembly 
which  are  asking  for  certain  amounts — 
based  upon  their  minimum  needs.  In 
most  cases  these  so  called  minimum 
needs  are  actually  less  than  a  minimum 
needed  to  do  important  work  already 
authorized  by  the  Assembly. 

The  Presbytery  asked  each  church  to 
face  the  challenge  and  to  do  the  follow- 
ing things: 

1)  Determine  --  in  the  light  of  the 
needs  of  the  work  and  of  the  ability  of 
the  local  church  -  how  much  will  be 
placed  in  the  local  budget  for  these 
causes.  This  was  done  prior  to  the  Every 
Member  Canvass. 

2)  To  challenge  members  to  give  ac- 
cording to  ability  to  the  Whole  Work 
of  the  Whole  Church  —  not  to  local  ex- 
penses alone. 

3)  To  determine  what  proportion  of 


total  giving  in  1954,  through  the  regular 
worship  services  of  the  church  and  in 
payments  of  regular  pledges,  will  be 
needed  to  reach  the  cash  goal  placed  in 
the  Budget. 

4)  To  send  the  Central  Treasurer  of 
Benevolences  a  definite  percentage  of  re- 
ceipts for  distribution  among  all  the 
causes  so  as  to  assure  each  one  its  share 
of  the  total  giving  of  the  churches.  This 
distribution  percentage  will  be  deter- 
mined at  the  meeting  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery in  January. 

5)  To  send  this  definite  percentage 
regularly.  If  possible,  send  it  monthly, 
but  at  least  send  it  quarterly. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  each  church 
is  urged  to  recognize  the  established 
"Special  Offerings"  of  the  year,  to  give 
their  people  the  opportunity  to  share  in 
this  "Over  and  Above"  method  of  giv- 
ing, and  to  send  the  "Special  Offering" 
to  be  added  to  any  part  of  the  regular 
giving  that  such  cause  may  receive.

Asheville  Presbytery  will  meet  at 
Ha/el  wood,  January  19,  1954,  on  the  day 
Our  Mountain  Work  will  be  printed. 
An  account  of  this  meeting  will  be  car- 
ried in  the  February  issue. 

Effort  was  made  to  secure  information 
from  the  Churches  in  time  to  present  a 
statistical  table  in  this  issue.

The  report  below  summarizes  the  giv- 
ing of  the  churches  through  the  Central 
Treasurer  of  Benevolences  for  the  year

sions and  The  Mountain  Orphanage. 

A  recommendation  will  be  made  to 
Presbytery  which  will  substantially  low-

MOUNTAIN   ORPHANAGE  NOW 
FIFTY  YEARS  OLD 

Founded  By  Dr.  Smith 


Rev.  R.  P.  Smith,  D.D. 

On  January  19,  1904,  in  a  little  cot- 
tage on  Crabtree  Creek,  in  Haywood 
County,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Bales  opened  the 
doors  as  the  Matron  and  head  of  the 
Crabtree  Orphanage,  afterwards  called 
"The  Mountain  Orphanage." 

The  home  began  with  about  six  chil- 
dren, sponsored  by  Asheville  Presbytery 
through  the  "Home  Missions  Commit- 
tee," and  under  the  direct  leadership  of 
the  late  Dr.  R.  P.  Smith,  who  served  as 
Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  and 
Evangelist  in  Asheville  Presbytery  from 
1897  to  1926,  and  continued  as  Superin- 
tendent Emeritus  until  his  death,  Febru- 
ary 4,  1936. 

In  1899,  two  years  after  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery was  organized,  and  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  S.  C.  Caldwell,  pastor 
at  Henedsonville,  and  Evangelist  of  the 
Presbytery,  a  school  was  started  on  Crab- 
tree Creek.  It  was  to  cost  $375.00  when 
completed.  Another  building  was  to  be 
erected  on  Fines  Creek  in  the  same  coun- 
ty, at  a  cost  of  about  $600.00. 

In  the  minutes  of  November  29,  1899 
appears  the  following: 

"Mr.  Caldwell,  as  evangelist,  reported 
the  Crabtree  Schoolhouse  finished  prac- 
tically. The  building  is  insured  for 
$300.00  and  all  paid'  for  except  about 
$60.00  .  .  .  work  on  building  at  Fines 
Creek  is  progressing."

Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  N.  Somerville 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  John  N.  Somerville  sail- 
ed from  Galveston,  Texas,  on  January 
17,  1951,  to  take  up  work  as  missionaries 
in  Korea.  They  will  be  at  home  in 
Mokpo  within  a  few  weeks. 

Mr.  Somerville  is  the  son  of  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Somerville,  of  Dillingham, 
and  Mrs.  Somerville  is  the  former  Miss 
Virginia  Bell,  daughter  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
L.  Nelson  Ball,  of  Montreat.  They  were 
married  at  Montreat  on  November  6th. 

Mr.  Somerville  graduated  from  Pres- 
byterian College,  Clinton,  S.  C,  and  Co- 
lumbia Seminary,  and  was  ordained  as 
a  minister  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  on 
July  26,  1953,  at  the  Dillingham  Church 
of  which  his  father  is  the  pastor. 

Mrs.  Somerville  is  a  graduate  of 
Wheatcn  College,  and  for  a  year  served 
on  the  educational  staff  of  Mission  Hos- 
pital, Asheville. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  W.  Preston 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  W.  Preston  and 
family  left  Black  Mountain  about  the 
middle  of  January  for  New  York,  from 
which  port  they  expect  to  sail  to  Brazil 
to  begin  work  as  missionaries  under  the 
Unevangelized  Fields  Mission  of  Brazil. 

The  Prestons  were  in  Brazil  as  mis- 
sionaries of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  returning  to  this  country  after 
about  three  years  at  Campinas.  He  ac- 
cepted the  pastorate  of  the  Black  Moun- 
tain Church  in  1950,  and  has  served  as 
Director  of  the  Young  People's  Confer- 
ence of  the  Presbytery  during  this  pas- 
torate.

TRIBUTE  TO   PRESTONS  LEAVING   BLACK   MOUNTAIN

(When  Rev.  W.  W.  Preston  announced  his 
plans  earlier  to  accept  appointment  as  a  mis- 
sion in  Brazil  under  the  "Unevangelized  Fields 
Mission  of  Brazil,"  Mrs.  E.  A.  Knoefel  was  asked 
to  write  an  article  for  Our  Mountain  Work. 
This  has  been  held  until  Mr.  Preston  could  set 
a  definite  date  for  giving  up  his  present  pas- 
torate.— Editor.) 

The  resignation  of  Rev.  W.  W.  Pres- 
ton, pastor  of  the  Black  Mountain  Pres- 
byterian Church,  came  as  a  great  sur- 
prise to  his  congregation  and  other 
friends  of  the  community.  For  three 
years  he  has  been  an  active  and  effective 
ieader  of  our  people  and  there  is  much 
regret  at  his  leaving;,  though  the  reason 
for  his  departure  to  the  foreign  mission 
field  is  accepted  with  approval. 

Since  early  boyhood  Mr.  Preston  has 
dedicated  himself  to  foreign  missions, 
and  before  his  marriage  to  Miss  Annie 
Laurie  Hammett,  of  South  Carolina,  she 
had  accepted  this  as  her  work  also.  They 
had  spent  approximately  two  years  in 
Brazil  before  coming  to  Black  Mountain 
in  1950. 

As  pastor  of  the  church  he  has  been 
active  in  young  people's  work,  both  in 
the  local  church,  in  the  Presbytery,  and 
as  director  of  the  Presbytery's  Young 
People's  Conference  in  Montreat  for  two 
years.  Under  his  leadership  the  member- 
ship which  includes  that  at  Lakey  Cap 
and  the  local  church  has  increased  from 
222  to  362. 

In  addition  to  church  work  the  Pres- 
tons  have  been  interested  in  civic  and 
community  affairs.  Mr.  Preston  served  as 
director  of  the  Black  Mountain  Crusade 
for  Christ  and  as  treasurer  of  the  Gram- 


mar School  P.  T.  A.  The  work  of  teach- 
ing Bible  in  the  public  schools  has  also 
been  one  of  his  interests.  He  is  truly  de- 
voted to  the  evangelistic  phase  of  the 
church's  work  and  his  sermons  have  been 
largely  of  that  type.  The  invitation  to 
accept  Christ  as  Saviour  has  always  been 
given  at  every  regular  morning  church 
service. 

The  number  of  officers  has  grown  to 
include  sixteen  elders  and  fourteen  dea- 
cons. 

The  Young  Adult  Bible  Class  which 
has  developed  in  the  last  three  years  has 
become  active  in  the  physical  as  well  as 
the  spiritual  growth  of  the  church,  and 
through  their  interest  and  work  a  beauti- 
ful Baldwin  electric  organ  has  been  pur- 
chased. With  this  addition  to  the  equip- 
ment and  a  regular  church  choir,  there 
has  been  much  interest  and  improve- 
ment in  the  church  music. 

The  Presbytery  of  Asheville  has 
granted  Mr.  Preston  permission  to  labor 
outside  its  bounds.  He,  with  his  family, 
will  return  to  Brazil  as  a  member  of  a 
non-denominational  mission,  "The  Un- 
evangelized Fields  Mission,"  which  is  as- 
sociated with  a  large  group  laboring  in 
many  Latin  American  countries. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Preston  have  four  chil- 
dren: Louis  10,  Anne  9,  Billy  4,  and 
Priscilla  3,  who  was  born  shortly  after 
they  arrived  at  Black  Mountain.  They 
may  be  assured  that  the  church  will  be 
continually  interested  in  this  new  un- 
dertaking and  will  follow  them  with 
their  prayers.

"On  motion  of  Mr.  Morrison,  the  Jan- 
uary and  February  contribution  is  to  be 
invested  in  desks  that  the  school  may  be 
started." 

June  5,  1900 

"At  Crab  tree  the  work  has  taken  hold 
to  stay.  Mr.  Smith  said  he  had  never 
heard  so  much  catechism  in  all  his  life 
as  at  Crabtree." 

January  1,  1901 

"Evangelist  Smith  reported  .  .  .  the 
lumber  is  bought  for  a  house  for  Crab- 
tree  Mission." 

February  2,  1904 

"Miss  Osborne  (Miss  Florence  Os- 
borne of  Bethel  Church)  has  30  pupils 
at  Crabtree;  has  five  orphans  in  school; 
has  promised  the  teacher  $25.00  per 
month  for  the  three  months  and  has  the 
money  to  pay  it.  Mrs.  Bales  is  matron 
of  the  Home." 

May  3,  1904 

"Mollie  Lewis  and  Willie  Goodson 
are  now  in  the  Crabtree  home.  Evange- 
list Smith  reported  having  fully  explain- 
ed the  Crabtree  Home  to  Presbytery; 
that  Presbytery  had  formally  taken 
charge  of  the  Home,  and  placed  it  under 
the  care  of  the  committee." 

August  16,  1904 

"Moved  and  carried — 

"First — That  no  destitute  child  shall 
be  accepted  for  care  by  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Committee  of  the  Asheville  Presby- 
tery except  proper  papers  be  executed 
releasing  all  parental  or  other  claim  to 
the  custody  of  the  child. 

"Second — That  in  case  of  great  emer- 
gency a  child  may  be  received,  provided 
steps  are  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to 
secure  the  proper  papers.

Rev.  f.  V.  N.  Talmadge,  of  Montreat, 
retired  missionary  who  served  in  Korea 
from  1910,  and  who  united  with  Ashe- 
ville  Presbytery  when  he  moved  to  Mon- 
treat, has  been  returned  to  Korea  for 
one  year  to  help  in  matters  pertaining 
to  mission  property. 

Accompanying  him  as  he  sailed  from 
New  Orleans  on  December  31st,  was  his 
daughter,  Miss  Janet  Talmadge,  who  is 
going  to  Korea  as  a  nurse. 


During  his  stay  in  Korea,  Dr.  Tal- 
madge had  active  charge  of  the  legal 
matters  pertaining  to  the  purchase  and 
ownership  of  property.

Picnic  In  Japan 

A  good  photographer  knows  that  a 
stiff,  posed  picture  is  a  lifeless  thing. 
Even  if  I  could  make  it  come  to  life,  you 
would  still  have  to  know  these  people 
personally  to  know  what  Christ  means 
to  each  of  them. 

Let  me  tell  you  who  they  are. — a  few 
of  the  members  of  one  of  the  churches 
with  whom  I  work  in  Nagoya.  Our  in- 
formal attire  and  the  famous  Japanese 
article,  the  "furoshiki,"  in  which  are 
wrapped  all  manner  of  things,  may  sug- 
gest to  you  that  we  are  on  a  picnic.  Did 
my  feet  ache!  We  walked  about  four 
miles  each  way. 

First,  let  me  tell  you  about  Mizuno 
San  (Japanese  title  like  "Mr.")  .  He  has

"Loud  from  the  mountain  top  echoes 
are  ringing." 

Nine  to  twelve  thousand  feet  high  in 
these  mighty  mountains  we  are  sorry  to 
say  that  the  echoes  usually  heard  are  not 
good.  They  are  echoes  of  a  mixture  of 
paganism  with  Roman  Catholic  tradi- 
tion. We  do  not  know  why  the  more 
than  a  million  Indians  of  these  high- 
lands have  been  neglected  for  so  long; 
but  we  do  know  that  they  constitute  the 
largest  group  of  unevangeli/ed  people  in 
the  western  hemisphere. 

We  rejoice,  however,  that  among  the 
echoes  is  heard  that  of  "Picalqui."  It  is 
still  faint  but  one  can  only  trust  what 
God  will  do  with  His  Word.  Here  there 
are  no  Christian  Indian  believers  but 
each  morning  there  are  usually  twenty 
workers  to  hear  the  Word  of  God  and 
some  twenty  five  school  children  who 
later  in  the  day  hear  the  message  of 
eternal  life. 

One  of  the  most  effective  approaches 
and  the  one  that  set  up  the  loudest  echo 
is  that  of  the  medical  work.  The  clinic 
was  built  in  1952  and  dedicated  and 
equipped  in  1953  so  that  now  I  can  take

just  set  his  timer  and  run  like  a  rabbit 
to  get  in  the  picture,  (on  log  on  left)  . 
God  used  sickness  to  bring  Mizuno  San 
into  the  way  of  faith.  While  at  the 
tuberculosis  sanitarium  at  Oi,  not  far 
from  our  church  conference  grounds,  the 
local  pastor,  Mr.  Mizugaki  came  to  the 
hospital  services,  and  Mizuno  San  re- 
ceived baptism.  The  only  thing  that  ex- 
ceeds his  earnestness  as  a  photographer 
is  his  earnestness  as  a  Christian. 

Recently  his  faithfulness  brought 
great  joy  to  everyone  in  the  baptism  of 
his  good  friend,  Koni  San,  at  Christmas. 

Then  standing  behind  Mizuno  San, 
with  glasses  and  looking  as  if  he  is  about 
to  fall  oft  the  log  is  Suzuki  San.  Suzuki 
is  a  common  name  in  Japan,  but  Suzuki 
is  no  common  fellow  since  he  met  Christ. 
God  has  put  a  great  desire  into  his  heart 
to  l>e  of  service,  and  he  has  accomplished 
it  under  great  handicaps.  His  father 
died,  he  is  the  breadwinner  of  the  fam- 
ily, he  works  by  day  in  the  tax  office  and 
goes  to  college  at  night.  Almost  on  his 
own  he  has  picked  up  English  conversa- 
tion and  piano.  He  plays  the  organ  for 
Sunday  School  and  teaches,  is  a  deacon 
and  faithful  in  attendance  at  prayer 
meeting  and  helps  me  with  an  English 
Bible  class  in  his  church. 

Inoue  San,  on  my  left,  is  another  faith- 


fid  Sunday  School  teacher.  Mr.  Oyama, 
on  my  right,  is  a  faithful  preacher  of  the 
Word.  At  my  feet  is  Asahi  San,  with  her 
daughter.  Their  name  means  "Morning 
Sun,"  and  there  was  certainly  a  bright- 
ness about  the  day  when  they  professed 
their  faith  in  Christ  and  received  bap- 
tism. 

Another  thing  that  you  cannot  see  in 
the  faces  of  these  people  and  practically 
all  in  Japan  who  become  Christians  is 
the  persecution  they  endure  in  their 
homes  for  Christ's  sake.  Specially  piti- 
ful is  Suzuki  San's  older  brother,  who 
is  blind,  refuses  to  read  the  Braile  Bible 
and  is  estranged  from  his  brother  be- 
cause he  is  a  Christian. 

Remember  that  people  like  Suzuki 
are  fellow  soldiers  for  Christ.  Hold  up 
their  arms  in  prayer. 

There  are  a  dozen  evangelistic  points 
where  I  preach  along  with  Japanese  pas- 
tors, and  the  students  in  our  five  Bible 
clesses.  By  Christ's  power  the  people 
there  can  become  His  good  soldiers,  too. 

Our  furlough  comes  in  1955,  so  it 
won't  be  so  very  long  before  we  will  see 
you  and  our  friends  again.  Our  three 
little  children  are  growing  fast.  The  old- 
est is  already  in  the  first  grade. 

It  is  mighty  good  to  see  Our  Moun- 
tain Work.  It  means  a  lot  to  hear  what 
is  going  on  in  the  Presbytery.

care  of  all  the  physical  sickness  of  these 
people,  including  major  surgery. 

(Dr.  Dilworth  is  both  physician  and 
ordained  minister)  . 

The  first  contact  these  people,  so  mal- 
treated by  the  "white  man,"  is  a  helping 
hand  to  ease  their  pains.  The  evangelis- 
tic work  is  slow  but  the  medical  work  is 
opening  more  and  more  opportunities 
to  reveal  the  love  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

It  is  a  reward  of  itself  to  see  one  of 
these  folks  smile  in  appreciation  where 
no  other  white  person  has  seen  them 
smile.  Through  the  rural  clinics  I  am 
able  to  see  some  300  patients  a  month 
and  we  only  await  the  help  of  some 
nurses  to  extend  this  number  rapidly. 
Among  the  other  missions  there  are  now 
some  seven  stations  working  with  these 
highland  Indians,  but  no  other  "Doctor" 
to  aid  in  what  we  like  to  call  the  "first 
approach."  It  is  interesting  to  see  this 
echo  extend  by  word  of  mouth  as  each 
week  new  folks  come  to  the  clinic  be- 
cause "my  neighbor  told  me  how  much 
she  was  helped." 

Do  pray,  that  this  year  our  echo  may 
become  loud  and  remain  true.  Pray  that 
hardened,  prejudiced  hearts  may  be 
warmed  by  redeeming  love.  Pray  for 
God's  guidance  in  the  expansion  of  this 
work.  The  Streichs  return  from  furlough 
in  May.  The  evangelistic  couple  come 
from  the  language  school  in  Costa  Rica 
in  August.  A  nurse  and  her  agricultural 
husband  have  been  appointed.  Thus 
little  by  little  more  voices  are  added  to 
swell  the  echo.         ; 

Don't  forget  to  give,  that  these  folks 
may  have  their  chance  to  hear. 

(The  United  Andean  Indian  Mission 
is  a  joint  enterprise  of  the  Missions 
Boards  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.

WORLD  MISSIONS  SHARE  OF 
BUDGET  IS  INCREASED 

"Christian    Observer"    Gives 
Summary  Of  All  Fields 

Because  of  the  change  in  the  Church 
Calendar  in  1954,  that  delays  the  season 
for  special  emphasis  on  World  Missions 
to  February,  the  following  timely  article 
from  The  Christian  Observer  is  re-pro- 
duced to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the 
cause. 

Asheville  Presbytery  has  increased  the 
amount  of  the  "Benevolent  Dollar"  that 
is  assigned  to  World  Missions  in  1954  so 
that  the  World  Mission  share  will  be  ap- 
proximately 80%  greater  than  in  the  past. 
In  addition  ALT  designated  gifts  and 
"Special  Offerings"  will  go  to  this  cause. 

By  direction  of  the  1953  General  As- 
sembly, the  month  of  February  will  be 
observed  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States  as  a  special  season  for 
emphasis  on  World  Missions,  culminat- 
ing in  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  De- 
nial for  World  Missions,  February  28 
to  March  7. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  directs 
the  work  that  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  is  now  doing  in 
eight  countries  —  Africa,  Brazil,  Ecua- 
dor, Formosa,  Japan,  Korea,  Mexico  and 
Portugal.  The  Board  reports  the  follow- 
ing interesting  facts  about  the  several 
fields: 

Africa:  Population  of  field,  1,810,000; 
missionaries,  132;  schools,  1,152;  Sunday 
Schools,   1,343;  places  of  worship,  1,807. 

Brazil:  Population  of  field,  5.000,000; 
missionaries,  90;  schools,  55;  Sunday 
schools,  207;  places  of  worship,  302. 

Ecuador:  Population  of  field,  3,362,- 
000;  *missionaries,  two;  Sunday  school, 
one;  place  of  worship,  one;  a  co-opera- 
tive work  with  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  A. 

Formosa:  Population  of  field,  6,300,- 
000;  missionaries,  14;  a  co-operative  work 
with  the  Canadian  Presbyterian  Church. 

Japan:  Population  of  field,  4,000,000; 
*missionaries  36;  schools,  9;  Sunday 
schools,  49;  places  of  worship,  53. 

Korea:  Population  of  field,  5,350,000; 
*missionaries  37;  schools,  38;  Sunday 
Schools,  537;  places  of  worship,  699. 

Mexico:  Population  of  field,  4,000,- 
000;  *missicnaries,  33;  schools,  6;  Sun- 
day schools,  59;  places  of  worship,  111. 

Portugal:  Population  of  field,  8,000,- 
000;  missionaries,  2;  Churches  and  Sun- 
day schools  operate  within  the  national 
Church.  This  is  a  co-operative  work 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A., 
and  the  Brazilian   Presbyterian  Church. 

These  facts  give  emphasis  to  the  state- 
ment of  the  Board  of  World  Missions 
that  "the  Church  is  on  the  move.  The 
true  Church  is  one  that  keeps  the  mis- 
sionary purpose  at  the  heart  of  its  life."

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FEBRUARY  RECEIPTS  $4,900 
NEEDED  MONTHLY  $7,500 

Contributions  of  the  Churches  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  must  average  $7,500 
per  month  for  Regular  Benevolences  if 
the  goal  set  by  the  Presbytery  is  reached. 

For  the  month  of  February  the  total 
was  $4,901.88,  with  receipts  from  seven- 
teen churches.  In  two  cases,  there  was  no 
.contribution  through  the  "Church."  The 
amount  received  was  from  the  "Women." 

In  addition  there  was  received  in  Jan- 
uary the  sum  of  $788.57  (from  twelve 
churches)  and  in  February  $578.62 
(from  fourteen  churches)  ,  all  of  which 
was  designated  for  specific  causes. 

The  Presbytery  asked  each  congrega- 
tion to  determine  the  amount  that 
should  go  in  the  regular  Church  budget 
for  "Regular  Benevolences"  and  to  for- 
ward contributions  regularly  to  the  Cen- 
tral Treasurer.

Dr.  Summey  last  attended  a  meeting 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  at  the  historical 
celebration  at  Swannanoa  in  April  1949. 
He  was  a  former  moderator  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.

INTERESTING  NEWS   CROWDED  OUT  OF  LAST  ISSUE 

The  space  necessary  for  the  1953  statistics  of  the  churches  crowded  out  much  in- 
teresting information  about  The  Mountain  Orphanage  in  February. 

While,  in  a  sense,  some  of  the  "news"  is  a  bit  old,  the  accompanying  articles,  car- 
ried over  from  last  month,  are  too  interesting  to  skip  entirely. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  fifty-seven  children,  28  girls  and  29  boys  at  the  home. 
Two  are  at  Montreat  College,  one  at  Erskine,  one  at  Maryville,  one  at  Woman's 
College,  U.  N.  O,  Greensboro,  and  one  in  nurse's  training  at  Memorial  Mission 
Hospital,  Asheville. 


Little  Boys 

The  Little  Boys  have  been  enjoying  many 
activities — both  in  doors  and  out.  Of  course 
their  favorite  sport  is  playing  cowboy  and  In- 
dians, although  they  are  frequently  found  play- 
ing football  or  baseball.  At  the  gym,  several  are 
learning  to  be  pretty  good  at  basketball — their 
own  version  of  the  game — that  is;  and  some  are 
learning  lo  skate. 

None  of  them  thought  of  asking  for  skates 
for  Christmas  until  they  saw  how  much  the 
Little  Girls  enjoyed  theirs.

vard  Presbyterian  Church  on  October 
7,  1906,  after  graduating  at  Davidson 
College,  in  the  class  of  1901,  and  at 
LTnion  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Va.,  in  1906. 

In  the  course  of  a  long  and  faithful 
ministry  he  served  as  pastor  of  a  number 
of  churches  in  this  Presbytery.  These  in- 
cluded, Franklin,  1909-1912;  Andrews, 
1902-1914;  Hazelwood,  1914-1916;  Ora 
Street  (Asheville),  1920-1923;  and  again 
from  1931-1935.  For  parts  of  two  years, 
1918-1919,  he  served  at  The  Mountain 
Orphanage,  then  at  Balfour,  and  he 
lived  at  Montreat,  without  charge  be- 
cause of  illness  from  1928-1931,  and  from 
1936-1947,  when  he  retired  to  live  in 
Asheville.

Friends  of  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
have  contributed  over  $4,500.00  to  the 
home  in  the  past  tour  years  as  "Memor- 
ial Gifts." 

These  funds  are  being  used  by  the 
Hoard  of  Trustees  from  time  to  time  for 
much  needed  "extras'"  that  the  normal 
budget  cannot  supply.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  they  are  also  "essentials"  for  the  best 
work  of  the  home,  but  not  included  in 
the  minimum  operating  budget  of  each 
year. 

In  the  past  few  months  new  living 
room  furniture  has  been  purchased  and 
a  new  piano  placed  in  the  living  room, 
all  of  which  adds  to  the  comfort  and  ef- 
ficiency of  the  home.  The  piano  is  espe- 
cially helpful  in  encouraging  singing  by 
the  whole  group  and  special  study  of 
music   by   individual   children. 

Asphalt  tile  floors  have  been  installed 
in  the  dining  room  and  halls,  down- 
stairs, and  the  Board  has  authorized  that 
similar  floors  be  laid  in  the  children's 
lour  living  rooms  and  the  general  down- 
stairs living  room.  In  this  connection  a 
waxing  machine  was  purchased  for  the 
proper  care  of  these  investments. 

Many  friends  take  this  method  of  ex- 
pressing sympathy  to  families  at  the  time 
of  their  bereavement,  and  when  so  re- 
ceived, with  sufficient  information,  an 
acknowledgment  card  is  sent  to  the  fam- 
ily.

Two  seniors  from  Union  Theological 
Seminary  are  accepting  work  in  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  after  graduation  in  May 
at  Richmond,  Va. 

William  Rupert  Klein 

Mr.  Klein  will  accept  a  call  to  become 
pastor  of  the  Black  Mountain  Presby- 
terian Church,  succeeding  Rev.  W.  W. 
Preston  who  returned  to  Brazil  last  fall. 

A  graduate  of  Davidson  College,  class 
of  1951,  he  will  graduate  at  Union  Sem- 
inary in  May  and  expects  to  arrive  at 
Black  Mountain  to  begin  work  there 
about  June  1st.

Since  1925  Montreat  College,  or  its 
predecessor,  Montreat  Normal  School, 
has  been  in  the  approved  budget  of 
Asheville  Presbytery. 

At  that  time  Asheville  Presbytery  was 
conducting  two  schools  in  Macon  Coun- 
ty. One  was  for  Boys,  known  as  the  Max- 
well Farm  School,  founded  in  1910,  and 
the  Morrison  Industrial  School  was 
opened  in  1911. 

As  public  education  was  made  avail- 
able to  boys  and  girls,  it  seemed  wise  to 
close  these  two  schools,  the  former  in 
1931  and  the  latter  in  1925. 

The  minutes  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
record  the  receipt  of  $7,000  from  the 
sale  of  the  Morrison  School  property  in 
1927,  but  it  is  evident  that  the  fore- 
runner of  Montreat  College  was  already 
in  the  budget  from  the  following  minute 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Presbytery,  April 
4,  1922: 

"That  the  Montreat  school,  which  is  an  inter- 
synodical  institution,  be  recognized  as  in  a 
peculiar  sense  a  valuable  educational  agency  of 
Asheville  Presbytery,  within  whose  bounds  it  is 
situated;  and  that  it  be  commended  to  the 
patronage  and  liberal  support  of  our  people, 
as  one  of  our  Presbyterian  Schools." 

Montreat  College  has  continued  to 
serve  the  "mountain  girls"  and  affords 
a  Christian  education  to  hundreds  from 
'this  area  who  could  never  have  gone 
elsewhere  because  of  prohibitive  costs. 
Not  only  has  the  actual  cost  been  kept 
low,  but  the  facilities  at  Montreat,  par- 
ticularly in  the  summer,  to  allow  girls 
to  secure  "work-scholarships"  to  apply 
on  their  expenses  are  exceptional. 

Montreat  College  has  grown  in  such 
a  way  as  to  draw  girls  from  a  much 
wider  area  than  the  Appalachian  Moun- 
tains. They  come  from  Cuba,  Brazil, 
Korea,  China  and  many,  many  states  in 
our  own  country. 

They  leave  Montreat  College  to  go 
back  to  their  homes,  and  frequently  to 
make  homes  in  foreign  lands  and  in 
many  parts  of  this  land.  A  large  num- 
ber have  gone  as  foreign  missionaries, 
more  in  proportion  to  enrollment  than 
many  other  colleges,  either  in  or  out  of 
church  control.  Montreat  is  sending 
more  graduates  to  the  Ceneral  Assem- 
bly's Training  School  than  other  col- 
leges of  similar  size.  Montreat  is  train- 
ing many  workers  to  go  into  fields  of 
Christian  Education,  as  well  as  secular 
education. 

The  Church  is  receiving  from  Mon- 
treat College  class  after  class  of  gradu- 
ates, the  greatest  number  of  whom  are 
going  into  active  religious  work  on  a 
full  time  basis,  teaching  in  public 
schools,    taking   up    duties    as    wives    of

ministers — serving  the  church  in  specific 
ways,  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  physical  facilities  at  Montreat, 
together  with  the  necessary  administra- 
tive offices  related  to  the  Mountain  Re- 
treat Association,  offer  the  ideal  situa- 
tion where  the  Church  can  continue  to 
offer  a  Christian  education  at  a  mini- 
mum cost  to  needy  girls. 

As  long  as  there  are  more  Presbyterian 
young  people  going  to  state  institutions 
than  are  enrolled  in  Presbyterian  Col- 
leges throughout  the  south,  there  will 
always  be  room  for  Montreat. 

They  are  going  to  State  institutions 
primarily  for  one  of  three  reasons.  The 
state  institution  offers  a  technical  train- 
ing not  available  at  a  church  college,  or 
the  state  institution  offers  an  education 
for  less  money  than  the  church  college, 
or  the  enrollment  in  the  church  college 
is  so  crowded  that  there  is  no  room  for 
more  students. 

Montreat  College  does  not  compete 
with  state  institutions  and  does  not  try 
to  give  "technical  training"  except  in 
the  field  of  "teacher  training,"  and  the 
demand  here  is  greater  than  is  being 
supplied  by  both  state  and  church 
schools. 

Montreat  does  give  a  girl  the  chance  to 
get  a  Christian  Education  who  cannot 
go  elsewhere  because  of  the  cost.  This 
is  the  heritage  of  service  that  belongs 
to  Montreat  in  a  peculiar  way.  A  needy 
and  qualified  girl  can  get  a  Christian 
education  at  Montreat. 

Asheville  Presbytery,  for  more  than 
thirty-two  years  has  watched  this  small 
school  grow  to  an  institution  with  iter- 
national  reputation,  has  seen  it  blossom 
into  an  institution  that  is  serving  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  in  a  signifi- 
cant way  in  the  training  of  workers  in 
many  fields  of  Christian  service. 

And  all  of  this  without  lowering  the 
Christian  standards  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  the  personal  Christian  charac- 
ter, and  with  the  raising  consistently  the 
academic  standards  of  training  and 
preparation. 

The  endorsement  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery is  in  terms  of  contributions  of 
money  through  the  regular  benevolent 
gifts  of  her  members. 

The  reward  of  Asheville  Presbytery  is 
in  the  lives  and  service  of  Montreat  Col- 
lege graduates  in  the  Presbytery,  the 
Synod,  the  General  Assembly  and  into 
many  parts  of  the  globe,  bearing  Chris- 
tian testimony  and  setting  the  example 
of  cultured  and  intellectually  trained 
citizens,  serving  to  the  glory  of  God  and 
the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom.

The  Oak  Forest  congregation,  under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  J.  M.  McChesney 
started  a  fund  several  years  ago  looking 
to  a  new  educational  annex.

summer  of  1953  has  led  the  congregation 
in  the  adoption  of  definite  plans  and 
ground  has  been  broken  for  a  $38,000 
annex. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  additional  facil- 
ities for  social  and  educational  purposes 
will  be  ready  by  early  fall.  The  Oak 
Forest  Church  has  190  members  and  is 
located  about  six  miles  from  the  heart 
of  Asheville  on  the  Sandhill  Road. 
Arden 

The  Arden  congregation,  with  Rev. 
Robert  A.  Potter,  pastor,  has  been  grow- 
ing rapidly  and  now  has  nearly  two 
hundred  members.  The  small  building 
erected  in  1946,  was  occupied  in  June 
of  that  year  when  Rev.  Paul  F.  War- 
ren, now  pastor  of  the  Grace  Covenant 
Church,  was  installed  as  the  first  pastor 
of  the  Arden  congregation. 

The  new  site  of  approximately  nine 
acres  was  acquired  by  the  Arden  Church 
by  gift  and  purchase,  and  is  located 
about  a  mile  nearer  Asheville.  A  build- 
ing committee  has  been  appointed  and 
the  congregation,  on  April  25th,  voted 
approval  of  plans  to  relocate  the  church 
and  to  erect  a  fellowship  hall  as  the  first 
unit  of  a  plant  that  will  eventually  have 
an  educational  building  and  sanctuary 
in  addition. 

The  Arden  church  began  as  a  chapel 
of  the  Kenilworth  Church  in  1942,  and 
was  organized  with  56  charter  members.

The  above  have  been  named  the  special 
committee  authorized  by  Asheville  Presbytery 
to  study  the  Capital  Gifts  Plan  and  report 
to  the  July  meeting  of  the  Presbytery. 


Asheville  Presbytery  voted  at  the 
spring  meeting  to  support  the  Capital 
Gifts  Plan  of  the  General  Assembly,  by 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  nine 
laymen,  whose  names  appear  above,  and 
ask  this  committee: 

1)  To  make  a  preliminary  survey  of 
the  needs  of  Asheville  Presbytery  for 
material  equipment  in  the  way  of  lands 
and  building  for  present  and  proposed 
work. 

2)  To  consider  the  possibility  of  fol- 
lowing the  Assembly's  "Capital  Gifts 
Plan"  in  some  effective  way  in  order  to 
meet  these  needs  as  quickly  as  possible. 

3)  To  recommend  to  the  July  meet- 
ing of  the  Presbytery  the  details  of  a 
plan  whereby  the  Presbytery  can  use 
the  period  of  the  "Special  Offering  for 
Church  Extension"  in  October  in  spon- 
soring this  work. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
Assembly  is  urging  that  each  local  Pres- 
bytery face  its  own  needs  and  meet  same 
as  far  as  possible.  At  the  same  time,  the 
Board  is  seeking  to  secure  $350,000  as 
an  equalization  fund  for  use  where  most 
needed  throughout  the  church. 

In  the  past  all  gifts  at  the  "Self  Denial 
Season"  for  Church  Extension  (Home 
Missions  formerly)  have  been  sent  to 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  to  sup- 
port their  entire  program.  Each  Presby- 
tery entering  the  new  program,  as  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  voted  to  do,  will  be 
asked  to  give  the  equivalent  of  fifty 
cents  per  member  to  this  equalization 
fund  and  to  keep  all  in  excess  for  local 
needs. 

As  soon  as  the  Committee  has  met 
and  formulated  a  definite  policy,  Our 
Mountain  Work  will  report  die  pro- 
gress being  made.

The  1954  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  meeting  at 
Montreat,  May  27- June  1,  elected  Dr. 
Wade  H.  Boggs,  D.D.,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Re- 
lief, as  Moderator  and  acted  on  a  num- 
ber of  significant  things. 

The  plan  of  union  proposed  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  (Southern) , 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A.  (North- 
ern) and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
was  approved  by  a  vote  of  238-169  and 
submitted  to  the  84  Presbyteries  of  the 
church  for  action. 

If,  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Assembly  in  Richmond,  Va.,  in  1955, 
63  or  more  Presbyteries  vote  approval, 
the  plan  will  come  before  that  body  for 
final  vote. 

Vote  in  the  Presbyteries  is  to  be  post- 
poned until  after  January  1,  1955,  to 
give  opportunity  for  full  study  of  the 
plan,  a  copy  of  which  has  already  been 
sent  to  each  Minister  and  the  Clerk  of 
Session  of  every  church  in  the  General 
Assembly.

Similar  action  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A.,  was  unanimous  in  ap- 
proving the  plan  and  sending  it  to  their 
Presbyteries.  In  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  the  approval  was  by  a  vote  of 
244-3. 

This  action  is  so  important  that  Our 
Mountain  Work  feels  that  each  member 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  should  know  the 
full  recommendation  of  the  Assembly,  as 
adopted  at  Montreat. 

1.  The  Assembly  received  and  ap- 
proved the  plan  and  submitted  it  to  the 
Presbyteries  for  vote  after  January  1, 
1955. 

2.  Each  Presbytery  was  asked  to: 

(a)  Refer  the  plan  to  a  standing  or 
special  committee  for  study  and  report. 

(b)  This  committee,  after  carefully 
considering  the  plan  and  noting  its  re- 
visions, and  after  earnestly  and  prayer- 
fully seeking  to  discover  God's  will  for 
the  church,  reports  to  a  stated  meeting 
of  Presbytery,  prior  to  the  taking  of  a 
vote,  but  not  before  January  1,  1955. 

3.  Each  Presbytery  vote  "yes"  or  "no" 
on  the  Plan  as  a  whole.  It  cannot  be 
amended  or  approved  in  part,  or  with 
revisions. 

(Our  Mountain  Work  will  not  de- 
bate the  merits  or  demerits  of  this  plan. 
However,  information  concerning  ac- 
tions taken  at  Presbytery  or  Assembly 
level  will  be  reported  from  time  to  time. 
■ — Editor.) 

In  another  significant  action  the  As- 
sembly declared  that  "enforced  segrega- 
tion of  the  races  is  discrimination  which 
is  out  of  harmony  with  Christian  theol- 
ogy and  ethics  and  that  the  Church,  in  its 
relationship  to  cultural  patterns,  should 
lead  rather  than  follow." 

Montreat  College  was  granted  a  spe- 
cial appropriation  of  $50,000  for  one 
year  while  a  special  commission  studied 
the  way  in  which  this  institution  should 
serve  in  the  future. 

A  Benevolent  "spending"  budget  for 
the  various  Assembly  Agencies  for  1955 
was  set  at  $6,174,075.00,  while  the 
churches  were  asked  to  accept  a  larger 
amount  to  be  raised  during  the  year. 
The  action  of  the  Assembly  said  in  ef- 
fect that  the  "spending"  budget  was  over 
$600,000  less  than  the  actual  needs  of 
these  agencies. 

(The  Synod  of  Appalachia  will  be 
asked  to  raise  $382,360  of  this  larger 
amount  during  1955.  According  to  the 
basis  of  division  in  effect  at  this  time, 
Asheville  Presbytery  will  be  asked  to 
raise  $57,354  of  this  synodical  goal. — 
Editor.) 

Special  committees  (called  "Ad-In- 
terim" by  the  Assembly)  were  appointed 
to  study  a  number  of  things,  including: 
Christianity  and  Health — Divorce  and 
Re-Marriage — Presbyterian  Foundation 
— Montreat  College  and  a  section  in  the

FINANCIAL    NEEDS  —  MISCELLANEOUS    ITEMS 


Josephine  Packett  is  working  in  the 
"special  diets"  kitchen  of  the  N.  C.  Sana- 
torium during  the  summer.  She  expects 
to  take  a  position  as  a  teacher  in  the 
fall. 


The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  en- 
deavoring to  live  within  it's  budget,  and 
records  show  that  the  cost  of  operation 
— based  on  the  cost  of  caring  for  one 
child  one  day,  over  a  period  of  a  year — 
is  less  at  The  Mountain  Orphanage  than 
at  most  other  institutions  aided  through 
the  Duke  Endowment. 

With  continued  high  cost  of  living, 
there  is  some  concern  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  due  to  the  decrease 
in  1954  of  gifts  from  the  Churches  of 
Asheville  Presbytery.  This  is  due  in  part 
to  a  decrease  of  $600  for  the  first  five 
months  in  "designated"  gifts  for  cloth- 
ing, etc.,  and  from  "One  Sunday  A 
Month  Offerings"  from  local  Church 
Schools. 

The  Presbytery  authorized  a  decrease 
in  the  percentage  of  "undesignated 
funds"  for  the  Orphanage  in  1954,  based 
on  anticipated  increase  in  total  giving. 
This  has  not  materialized,  and  Presby- 


tery will  be  given  the  statistics  for  the 
first  Six  Months  of  1954  at  the  July 
meeting. 

Asheville  Presbytery  ordered  this  re- 
port with  a  view  to  taking  necessary 
steps  to  assure  the  orphanage  an  ade- 
quate income  to  meet  the  budget  needs. 


The  swimming  pool  is  full  again.  Af- 
ter a  thorough  scrubbing,  the  pool  was 
filled  from  the  old  "milk-house"  spring 
and  will  provide  for  the  fun  and  frolic 
to  follow  during  the  summer. 


Mrs.  Martha  Bennett,  dietician  at  the 
orphanage,  has  been  in  the  hospital  for 
an  operation.  She  will  probably  be  out 
for  some  time  on  account  of  her  illness. 

Peggy  Packett,  who  was  the  only  High 
School  graduate  in  1954  will  enter  Mis- 
sion Hospital  for  nurse's  training.  She  is 
looking  forward  to  this  work,  with  the 
possibility  of  finishing  her  training  at 
Montreat  College. 

Her  training  at  Mission  Hospital  is 
being  sponsored  by  Beta  Omicron  Chap- 
ter of  the  Beta  Sigma  Phi  Sorority,  the 
oldest  local  chapter  of  this  sorority  in 
Asheville. 


Ten  boys  and  girls  were  away  from 
home  for  five  days,  June  7-12,  seven 
going  to  Camp  Hope  and  three  to  the 
Montreat  Conference. 


Harry  E.  Barkley,  Superintendent, 
went  to  Texas  in  April  to  meet  with 
superintendents  o  fthe  sixteen  "homes" 
of  the  Assembly.  He  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  about  the  ideas  in  or- 
phanage work  that  include  some  form 
of  church  sponsored  program  for  plac- 
ing children  in  foster  homes  and  in 
homes  for  adoption.  The  Synod  of  Texas 
is  undertaking  such  a  program.  Other 
Synods  have  it  under  study.

PRESBYTERY  SENDS  TOTAL 

TO  LOCAL  CHURCHES 

Every  Member  Canvass  Set 

For  November  14,  1954 

Asheville  Presbytery  voted  at  the  July 
meeting  to  advise  the  churches  that  $95,- 
000  is  needed  in  regular  benevolent  giv- 
ing in  1955,  together  with  approved  spe- 
cial and  supplementary  offerings,  if  the 
total  needs  of  Presbytery,  Synod  and  As- 
sembly's causes  are  to  be  met. 

This  figure  is  based  on  the  budgets  of 
Presbytery's  causes  and  the  amounts  ask- 
ed by  Synod  from  Asheville  Presbytery 
for  Synod  and  Assembly  agencies. 

In  adopting  the  report  of  Rev.  J.  C. 

Lime,  chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Budget,  the  Presbytery  instructed  the 
Executive  Secretary  to  divide  this  total 
of  $95,000  among  the  churches  on  the 
basis  of  the  actual  giving  record  of  the 
church  for  three  years,  as  well  as  the 
membership  of  the  church. 

The  formula  to  be  used  is: 

1/3  Membership 

1/3  Gifts  to  Benevolences  for  past 
three  years. 

1/3  Total  gifts  to  Benevolences  and 
Current  Expenses  (but  not  Build- 
ing Costs)    for  the  same  period. 

Each  church  is  asked  to  put  this 
amount  in  their  1955  budget  as  the  basis 
of  their  Every  Member  Canvass  on  No- 
vember 13,  1954. 


BROWN  LEAVING  MURPHY 
TO  STUDY  ABROAD 

Rev.  Frank  O.  Brown,  who  has  been 
pastor  of  the  Murphy  church  since  1952 
has  resigned  this  work  to  accept  a  schol- 
arship that  will  provide  two  years  of 
study  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
and  will  sail  for  Scotland  in  September. 

Mr.  Brown  will  take  his  wife  and  two 
children  with  him  while  engaged  in  his 
studies  abroad.

KENILWORTH  NEXT 

Asheville  Presbytery  held  its  Mid-Sum- 
mer Meeting  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Asheville  at  10:00  A.M.,  July 
13,  1954,  with  Dr.  H.  B.  Dendy  serving 
as  moderator,  succeeding  Rev.  R.  R.  Col- 
lins. 

The  body  adjourned  to  meet  at  the 
Kenilworth  Presbyterian  Church  at  2:30 
P.M.,  September  6th  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  Owen  L.  Norment,  Jr.,  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  O.  L.  Norment,  of  the 
Kenilworth  Church,  as  a  candidate  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry. 

The  regular  Fall  Meeting  is  scheduled 
for  October  12,  1954,  at  10  A.M.,  at  the 
Kenilworth  Church.  At  this  time  there 
will  be  considered  a  proposed  new  man- 
ual for  the  body,  which  is  being  studied 
by  a  special  committee. 

At  the  meeting  in  July  a  number  of 
matters  were  considered,  and  are  cover- 
ed in  shorter  articles  in  this  issue  of  Our 
Mountain  Work. 

A  communication  was  acknowledged 
from  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  As- 
sembly regarding  the  action  of  that  body 
on  "church  union."  The  Presbytery  set 
January  1955  as  the  time  when  a  vote 
will  be  taken  on  whether  the  body  will 
concur  in  the  action  of  the  Assembly 
and  approve  a  merger  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  with  that  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  and  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Presbytery  declined  to  appoint 
any  committee  for  further  presentation 
of  the  plan  to  the  Presbytery,  leaving 
the  matter  to  the  discretion  of  local 
churches. 

Recognition  was  taken  of  the  practice 
of  the  daily  press  of  Asheville  to  accept 
liquor  advertisements  and  the  Presby- 
tery expressed  disapproval  of  this  and 
appointed  a  special  committee  to  confer 
with  the  publishers  in  this  regard. 

The  Presbytery  also  took  action  re- 
garding "Sabbath  desecration"  and  ask- 
ed the  committee  on  Christian  Relations 
to  study  the  matter  and  bring  some 
recommendations  to  a  later  meeting  of 
the  Presbytery. 

The  place  of  The  Mountain  Orphan- 
age in  relationship  to  the  total  benevo- 
lent obligations  of  the  Presbytery  was 
referred  to  a  special  ad-interim  commit- 
tee, to  be  named  by  the  nominating  com- 
mittee. 

Reports  were  made  by  Mr.  Collins,  as 
director  of  the  Senior  High  Conference, 
and  by  Rev.  }.  C.  Lime,  as  director  of 
the  Pioneer  Camp,  showing  total  enroll- 
ment of  198  at  both..  101  at  the  camp  and 
97  at  the  conference. 

Asheville  Presbytery  has  at  the  present 
time  twenty  six  ministers  serving  twenty 
nine  churches,  and  all  but  two  of  these 
were  present  at  the  July  meeting.  Of  the 
other  churches,  one  is  vacant,  one  is 
served  by  a  student  supply  and  the  other 
is  inactive.        »■

PRESBYTERY   APPROVES 
CAPITAL  GIFTS  PLAN 

J.  Paul  Teal,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
"Capital  Gifts  Committee"  of  the  Pres- 
bytery made  a  report  to  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery which  was  approved  and  provides 
for  taking  the  offering  October  24,  1954 
for  "Church  Extension"  but  with  a 
slightly  different  emphasis  this  year. 

The  goal  set  for  each  church  is  a  mini- 
mum of  $1.25  per  member  for  the  Pres- 
bytery and  the  General  Assembly,  but 
each  church  is  urged  to  set  a  substantial- 
ly larger  amount  in  their  appeal,  with  a 
view  to  keeping  all  in  excess  of  $1.25 
per  member  to  apply  on  their  own  build- 
ing needs.

in   local   "Capital  Improvements." 

The  remaining  2/5  of  the  $1.25  will 
finance  a  special  survey  of  Asheville 
Presbytery,  meet  the  costs  of  promoting 
the  October  offering  and  it  is  hoped  pro- 
vide the  beginning  of  a  special  fund 
from  which  to  help  in  local  situations 
within  the  Presbytery.

Education: 

Under  God,  a  specific  campaign  to  promote  Family  Worship  in  every 
home  and  to  expand  the  teaching  ministry  of  the  local  church  by  recruiting 
and  by  leadership  training,  looking  to: 

An  increase  of  50,000  in  Sunday  School  enrollment  each  year. 
An  enlarged  enrollment  of  Presbyterian  Young  People  in  denomi- 
national colleges  in  preparation  for  Christian  service. 
600  new  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry  in  three  years. 
600  new  candidates  for  other  Church  Vocations  in  three  years. 

Stewardship: 

Under  God,  an  increased  emphasis  upon  tithing  and  other  practices  of 
stewardship  in  the  development  and  manifestation  of  Christian  character, 
to  the  end  that: 

Churches  will  strive  to  give  at  least  50%  of  all  annual  contribu- 
tions to  Benevolences. 

IMPLEMENT  A  TION 
This  program  is  commended  to  the  whole  Church  through  its  Assem- 
bly Agencies,  the  synods,  presbyteries  and  local  churches. 

The  over-all  promotion  is  committed  to  the  General  Council. 

In    Asheville    Presbytery    .    .    . 

It  will  mean  500  new  members  per  year,  as  against  the  average  of  335  net  gain  for  the 
past  five  years. 

This  is  an  increase  of  50%. 


It  will  mean  an  increase  of  at  least  80%  in  total  gifts  to   Benevolences  if  Asheville 
Presbytery  reaches  the  proportion  of  "50%  of  all  contributions  for  Benevolences." 


There  should  be  at  least  ONE  new  Church  organized   in   Asheville   Presbytery  each 
year  to  equal  the  Assembly  goal  on  the  basis  of  membership. 


It  will  mean  an  increase  of  at  least  400  in  Sunday  School  Enrollment  to  equal  a  pro- 
portionate part  of  50,000  for  the  General  Assembly. 


SYNOD   OF  APPALACHIA 
MEETS  AT  BRISTOL 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia,  meeting  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Bristol, 
Tenn.,  with  Rev.  Ferguson  Wood,  D.D., 
as  moderator  made  plans  for  simultane- 
ous evangelistic  services  next  April, 
named  committees  to  study  the  implica- 
tions of  the  recent  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  on  segregation,  approved  be- 
nevolent goals  for  1955  of  $385,000  for 
Assembly's  causes  and  $118,000  for  Sy- 
nods causes,  transacted  other  routine 
business  and  adjourned  to  meet  June 
28,  1955,  at  Rogersville,  Tenn.,  with  the 
Rogersville  and  New  Providence 
Churches  the  joint  hosts. 

Rev.  R.  R.  Collins  was  named  to  suc- 
ceed Rev.  J.  D.  Smith  on  the  sub-com- 
mittee on  educational  institutions  and 
Rev.  M.  R.  Williamson  and  Forrest  B. 
Gardner  were  named  to  serve  for  one 
year  as  the  committee  studies  the  prob- 
lem of  making  King  College  a  non-seg- 
regated institution. 

George  H.  Wright  and  Dr.  R.  E.  Mc- 
Clure  were  named  on  an  ad-interim  com- 
mittee to  study  all  phases  of  non-segre- 
gation applicable  to  the  synod. 

Evangelistic  services,  April  17-22,  1955, 
were  approved  as  a  part  of  an  Assembly- 
wide  program,  and  the  Council  on  Evan- 
gelism, with  Dr.  McClure,  Chairman, 
and  Rev.  Warren  F.  Thuston,  Secretary, 
is  to  promote  the  program.  Mr.  William- 
son and  J.  E.  Wilson,  also  represent 
Asheville  Presbytery  on  the  Council. 

Mr.  Thuston  and  Mrs.  Stephen  E. 
Shepherd  were  named  to  the  permanent 
committee  on  a  home  for  the  aged  which 
was  formed  from  the  temporary  commit- 
tee on  which  Dr.  C.  Grier  Davis  and  Mr. 
Gardner  were  already  members.  The 
Synod  has  already  received  $5,000  for 
this  purpose. 

Plans  were  initiated  for  holding  a  re- 
treat for  ministers  at  some  date  in  Janu- 
ary, with  emphasis  on  evangelism,  church 
extension  and  stewardship,  and  a  special 
committee  was  named  to  promote  the 
"Forward  With  Christ"  emphasis  for  the 
next  three  years,  as  proposed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The  Synod  asked  the  churches  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  to  raise  for  Assem- 
bly and  Synod  Causes  15%  of  the  total 
accepted  by  the  Synod,  or  $75,000.

ORPHANAGE    NEEDS    FUNDS    FOR    FULL   SUPPORT 


The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  financed 
by  Asheville  Presbytery  through  several 
different  sources  in  the  local  churches. 

A  definite  percent  of  each  dollar  given 
to  "regular  benevolences"  is  given  to 
The  Mountain  Orphanage.  The  total 
amount  from  this  source  was  based  on 
anticipated  gifts  in  1954  of  $85,000. 
These  are  running  approximately  23% 
below  the  total  goal,  and  this  particular 
source  of  income  is  correspondingly  less. 

The  women  of  various  churches  are 
giving  to  the  definite  clothing  needs  of 
certain  children.  The  response  in  this 
particular  is  gratifying,  and  the  interest 
of  the  women  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Some  time  ago  the  Presbytery  asked 
that  each  Sunday  School  receive  an  of- 
fering once  each  month  for  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage.  Not  enough  of  the 
schools  have  adopted  this  plan.  There  is 
a  real  need  for  more  participation 
throughout  the  Presbytery. 

The  largest  appeal  for  the  Orphanage 
is  at  Thanksgiving.  It  has  been  the  pol- 
icy of  financing  the  home  during  the 
summer  in  anticipation  of  a  generous 
response  at  Thanksgiving  to  balance  the 
operating  budget  for  the  year. 

On  July  1,  1954  the  operating  deficit 
was  $5,117,  or  approximately  $500  more 
than  at  the  same  date  last  year,  and  pres- 
ent indications  are  that  it  will  increase 


to  perhaps  $2,000  more  than  in  1953  be- 
fore Thanksgiving. 

Friends  of  the  Orphanage  are  invited 
to  share  in  the  support  of  this  work, 
either  through  a  local  Presbyterian 
Church,  or  with  direct  contributions  to 
the  Treasurer,  R.  E.  McClure,  26  Church 
Street,  Asheville. 

Asheville  Presbytery  took  action  at 
the  July  meeting  in  preparation  for  the 
Thanksgiving  offering,  which  specifically 
asked  each  local  session  to  select  some 
individual  in  the  local  church,  and  to 
secure  the  acceptance  of  that  individual, 
who  will  in  behalf  of  his  church  do  three 
•things: 

1)  Attend  a  special  meeting  to  be  held 
at  the  Orphanage  on  October  7th,  to  see 
the  Orphanage  at  first  hand  and  learn 
its  needs. 

2)  Invite  some  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  visit  his  church  to  ac- 
quaint the  local  church  with  Orphanage 
needs. 

3)  Actively  promote  the  Thanksgiv- 
ing appeal  in  the  local  church. 

There  is  every  reason  to  be  sincerely 
grateful  to  God  for  the  fine  leadership 
of  Harry  E.  Barkley,  superintendent, 
and  his  fine  staff  of  workers. 

The  home  is  in  the  best  shape  it  has

The  initial  "Askings"  represent  minimum  needed  after 
estimating  the  probable  amount  certain  causes  will  receive  in 
"supplemental"  offerings.  These  "Askings"  also  represent 
minimum  needs  of  many  causes   that  do   not  receive  any 

SUPPLEMENTAL  OFFERING  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

Presbytery's  Home  Missions  is  one  of  these  causes  that  does 
not  receive  any  supplemental  offering.  There  are  ten  other 
causes  in  the  approved  budgets  of  Assembly,  Synod  and  Pres- 
bytery that  do  not  receive  any  supplemental  offering. 

These  causes  are  dependent  on  the  gifts  of  the  local 
Churches  through  regular  systematic  giving  to  the  "Regular 
Budget"  for  all  the  support  they  get. 

Study  these  figures.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  make 
them  "mathematically"  correct.  They  compliment  some 
Churches  that  are  seriously  trying  to  give  "according  to 
ability."  They  seriously  challenge  other  Churches  to  come 
nearer  to  this  scriptural  goal. 


Asheville  Presbytery  asked  the  Churches  to  give  in  1954  the 
total  sum  of  $85,000.00  as  "Regular  Benevolences,"  and  to 
take  "special"  or  "supplementary"  offerings  in  addition. 

This  is  the  amount  needed,  based  on  the  amounts  of  "spe- 
cial" and  "supplementary"  offerings  in  the  past,  to  give  the 
Assembly,  Synod  and  Presbytery  causes  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  to  meet  the  "Askings"  of  the  General  Assembly  and 
Synod,  and  the  minimum  needs  of  Presbytery  causes. 

To  reach  this  goal  the  contributions  must  average  $7,100.00 
per  month  for  the  year.

Because  contributions  are  necessarily  remitted  at  the  end  of 
the  month,  the  above  represents  the  actual  gifts  in  the  local 
Churches  for  only  five  months. 

Thus,  the  amount  in  the  last  column  is  $10,000.00  short  of 
what  a  monthly  average,  based  on  the  total  amount  asked  by 
the  Presbytery,  would  have  produced. 

Accompanying  this  article  is  a  table  showing  the  member- 
ship of  each  Church  in  the  Presbytery,  the  total  amount  re- 
ceived from  each  Church  in  "designated"  gifts,  total  amount 
for  division,  and  the  Per  Capita  Average  gifts  "for  division." 

It  is  evident  from  this  "per  capita"  column  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Churches  are  not  giving  in  proportion  to  "ability." 
The  average  per  capita  for  the  Presbytery  is  $3.70  for  five 
months — Seventy-Two  Cents  Per  Month — two  and  four- 
tenths  cents  per  day. 

The  $85,000.00  goal  can  be  reached  if  local  Churches  whose 
per  capita  gift  is  less  than  the  Presbytery  Average  would  re- 
consider their  obligation  to  support  the  "whole  work  of  the 
whole  Church." 

"These  ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the 
other  undone."  — Matt.  23:23. 

Your  Church  asks  for  certain  "supplementary"  offerings, 
which  the  majority  of  the  congregations  in  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery receive  at  appointed  times. 

Individuals  interested  in  special  causes  are  led  to  give,  and 
to  give  generously  to  these  causes. 

Such  gifts  are  received  as  "Designated"  contributions  and 
are  handled  as  such. 

"These  ought  ye  to  have  done  ..." 

"The  other"  that  should  not  be  left  "undone"  is  the  full 
support  of  "Regular  Benevolences."

KEENER  RESIGNS  WORK  AT 
MILLS  RIVER  CHURCH 

Rev.  Andrew  I.  Keener,  D.  D.,  has 
resigned  his  work  as  temporary  supply 
at  Mills  River  after  an  exceedingly  fruit- 
ful ministry  of  over  four  years.  He  has 
resigned,  effective  June  30,  1954,  on  ac- 
count of  the  illness  of  his  wife. 

Dr.  Keener,  a  retired  minister  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  and  a 
member  of  Stuebenville  Presbytery,  of 
the  Synod  of  Ohio,  moved  to  Brevard 
about  five  years  ago  and  started  build- 
ing a  home,  which  he  completed  largely 
with  his  own  labor. 

He  was  invited  to  preach  at  Mills 
River  at  the  time  when  the  congregation 


was  moving  into  regular  services  every 
Sunday  morning.  The  people  and  min- 
ister fell  in  love  with  each  other,  and  the 
closing  of  this  ministry  —  though  it 
came  a  bit  sooner  than  planned  —  was 
mutually  expected. 

Dr.  Keener  worked  himself  out  of  a 
job,  by  encouraging  the  building  of  a 
manse,  now  completed  and  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy by  an  installed  pastor.  With 
plans  for  securing  a  pastor  during  the 
summer,  Dr.  Keener  was  to  continue  his 
services  a  while  longer. 

But  he  did  much  more.  With  the  able 
help  and  musical  leadership  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Andrew  Trefois,  of  Hendersonville, 
two  splendid  choirs  function  regularly. 


A  well  has  been  driven  on  the  church 
grounds  to  furnish  water  for  the  church 
and  manse,  and  for  the  social  rooms 
planned  for  the  basement  of  the  new 
manse.  The  church  has  been  improved 
with  paint  and  repair  and  the  property 
is  in  much  better  shape  than  previously. 
An  oil  furnace  adequately  heats  the 
building. 

Seven  Ruling  Elders  and  a  like  num- 
ber of  Deacons  have  led  the  congrega- 
tion in  a  fine  way,  and  the  church  is 
looking  forward  to  liquidating  the  debt 
of  $5,000  on  a  .$12,000  manse  over  a 
period  of  five  or  less  years,  and  with  the 
aid  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee  to 
have  a  full  time  pastor. 
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KING  COLLEGE  CAMPAIGN 
MEETING  SUCCESS 

King  College  is  moving  quietly  but 
surely  into  the  Development  Program 
which  will  add  a  million  dollars  to  its 
assets  in  the  way  of  buildings,  equipment 
and  endowment. 

Bristol  friends  are  proving  their  faith 
in  the  college  and  the  claims  for  the  full 
million  dollars  by  pushing  toward  a  local 
goal  of  $250,000,  of  which  $165,000  has 
been  secured  from  680  subscribers. 

Visits  are  being  made  to  local  church- 
es, after  contact  with  the  session  and 
pastor,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  response 
will  be  100%  on  the  part  of  all  churches 
of  the  Synod  of  Appalachia,  of  which 
Asheville  Presbytery  is  a  vital  part. 

The  report  from  the  Bristol  area  is 
that  "members  of  even  the  smallest 
churches  and  missions  near  Bristol  are 
helping  to  the  extent  of  their  ability, 
however  small  they  may  be."  The  em- 
phasis on  the  appeal  being  made  in  be- 
half of  the  college  is  such  as  to  help  the 
local  church  build  a  sense  of  financial 
obligation  that  will  carry  over  into  the

The  most  outstanding  event  of  1954 
for  presbyterian  men  will  be  the  Pres- 
byterian Men's  Convention,  at  New  Or- 
leans, La.,  October  15-17,  1954. 

To  give  the  largest  possible  publicity 
to  this  event  Bradley  Ward,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Men  of  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia has  been  travelling  the  length  of 
the  Synod  to  encourage  as  many  men 
from  Appalachia  to  attend  as  is  possible. 

The  greatest  single  emphasis  will  be 
Twenty  Five  meetings,  all  scheduled 
for  4:30  P.M.,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  Au- 
gust 29th,  in  as  many  different  parts  of 
the  Synod.  In  each  case  the  New  Orleans 
Convention  will  have  a  large  place  on 
the  program.

Rev.  J.  M.  Carr,  D.  D.,  director  of 
Town  and  Country  Church  Work  in  the 
General  Assembly,  will  be  in  Asheville 
Presbytery  November  15-17  to  direct  a 
survey  of  churches  in  communities  un- 
der 5,000  population,  and  Hal  Hyde, 
director  of  Urban  Work  for  the  General 
Assembly,  will  come  in  February  of  1955 
for  a  thorough  survey  of  areas  with  a 
population  of  over  5,000. 

The  above  plans  were  tentatively 
made  by  the  Capital  Gifts  Committee  of 
the  Presbytery,  with  Robert  F.  Clodfel- 
ter  presiding,  at  a  meeting  held  August 
9th,  and  will  be  reported  to  Asheville 
Presbytery  in  October  for  approval. 

Other  plans  were  made  for  promotion 
of  the  special  offering  in  October  for 
Church  Extension,  at  which  time  each 
church  will  be  asked  to  contribute  a 
minimum  of  $1.25  per  member,  of 
which  a  part  will  remain  in  the  Presby- 
tery to  underwrite  the  survey  and  fur- 
ther expansion  that  may  be  authorized 
by  the  Presbytery.

No.8     SIMULTANEOUS  SERVICES  IN  EVERY  CHURCH  IN  SYNOD 


Is   Goal   Set  For 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia,  through 
the  Council  on  Evangelism,  of  which 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  is  Chairman,  has  mailed 
every  pastor  a  preliminary  announce- 
ment of  the  action  of  the  Synod  at  the 
1954  meeting  in  Bristol. 

In  cooperation  with  all  other  Synods 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  particu- 
larly with  the  Synod  of  West  Virginia 
for  the  specified  dates,  the  Synod  is  ask- 
ing: 

1 — That  every  church  in  the  Synod 
arrange,  if  posible,  a  series  of  Evangelis- 
tic Services  for  a  period  that  will  include 
the  five  days,  April  17-22,  1955. 

2 — That  as  far  as  practical  each  church 
secure  a  minister  from  the  Synod  of 
West  Virginia  to  preach  on  these  days. 

3 — That  local  pastors  be  released  from 
their  pastorates  to  accept  similar  assign- 
ments in  the  Synod  of  West  Virginia, 
during  the  week  of  March  20-25,  1955. 

4 — That  each  participating  church  re- 
ceived an  offering  during  the  services 
and  send  the  entire  offering  to  the  Sy- 
nod's Council  on  Evangelism. 

In  return  the  Synod's  Council  on 
Evangelism,  in  cooperation  with  the  Di-

vision  of  Evangelism  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  will  promote  the  pro- 
gram on  a  church  wide  basis,  furnish 
literature  and  supplies,  meet  all  expenses 
of  ministers  to  and  from  their  home  to 
churches  where  they  are  to  preach,  fur- 
nish envelopes  for  the  special  offerings, 
and  in  every  posible  way  cooperate  to 
promote  the  entire  Assembly-wide  pro- 
gram. 

Churches  are  being  granted  until  Oc- 
tober 15,  1954  to  make  such  arrange- 
ments as  they  desire  with  specific  minis- 
ters, and  those  arrangements  will  be  con- 
firmed by  the  Council. 

Ministers  from  the  Synod  of  West 
Virginia,  or  elsewhere,  will  be  assigned 
by  the  Council,  after  October  15,  1954, 
to  all  churches  indicating  a  willingness 
to  enter  the  program,  but  who  have  not 
secured  assistance  before  that  date.

We  present  a  summary  of  enrollment  by  Churches  for  Asheville  Presbytery,  as  re- 
ported to  us  on  August  1,  1954.

Aug.  1954 
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Opened  — -  January  19,  1904 

On  January  19,  1904,  in  a  little  cot- 
tage on  Crabtree  Creek,  in  Haywood 
County,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Bales  opened  the 
doors  as  the  Matron  and  head  of  the 
Crabtree  Orphanage,  afterwards  called 
"The  Mountain  Orphanage." 

The  home  began  with  about  six  chil- 
dren, sponsored  by  Asheville  Presbytery 
through  the  "Home  Missions  Commit- 
tee," and  under  the  direct  leadership  of 
the  late  Dr.  R.  P.  Smith,  who  served  as 
Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  and 
Evangelist  in  Asheville  Presbytery  from 
1897  to  1926,  and  continued  as  Superin- 
tendent Emeritus  until  his  death,  Febru- 
ary 4,  1936. 

In  1 899,  two  years  after  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery was  organized,  and  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  S.  G.  Caldwell,  pastor 
at  Hendersonville,  and  Evangelist  of  the 
Presbytery,  a  school  was  started  on  Crab- 
tree Creek.  It  was  to  cost  $375.00  when 
completed.  Another  building  was  to  be 
erected  on  Fines  Creek  in  the  same  coun- 
ty, at  a  cost  of  about  $600.00. 

In  the  minutes  of  November  29,  1899 
appears  the  following: 

"Mr.  Caldwell,  as  evangelist,  reported 
the  Crabtree  Schoolhouse  finished  prac- 
tically. The  building  is  insured  for 
$300.00  and  all  paid  for  except  about 
$60.00  .  .  .  work  on  building  at  Fines 
Creek  is  progressing." 

The  following  quotations  are  from  the 
Minutes  of  the  Home  Mission  Commit- 
tee of  Asheville  Presbytery,  or  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  The  Mountain  Orphan- 
age, of  the  date  shown  in  each  case. 

February  6,  1900 

"On  motion  of  Mr.  Morrison,  the  Jan- 
ary  and  February  contribution  is  to  be 
invested  in  desks  that  the  school  may  be 
started." 

June  5,  1900 

"At  Crabtree  the  work  has  taken  hold 
to  stay.  Mr.  Smith  said  he  had  never 
heard  so  much  catechism  in  all  his  life 
as  at  Crabtree." 

January  1,  1901 

"Evangelist  Smith  reported  .  .  .  the 
lumber  is  bought  for  a  house  for  Crab- 
tree Mission." 

February  2,  1904 

"Miss  Osborne  (Miss  Florence  Os- 
borne of  Bethel  Church)  has  30  pupils 
at  Crabtree;  has  five  orphans  in  school; 
has  promised  the  teacher  $25.00  per 
month  for  the  three  months  and  has  the 
money  to  pay  it.  Mrs.  Bales  is  matron 
of  the  Home." 

May  3,  1904 

"Mollie  Lewis  and  Willie  Goodson 
are  now  in  the  Crabtree  home.  Evange- 
list Smith  reported  having  fully  explain- 
ed the  Crabtree  Home  to  Presbytery; 
that  Presbytery  had  formally  taken 
charge  of  the  Home,  and  placed  it  under 
the  care  of  the  committee." 
August  16,  1904 

"Moved  and  carried — 

"First — That  no  destitute  child  shall 
be  accepted  for  care  by  the  Home  Mis- 
sion: Committee  of  the  Asheville  Presby-

tery  except  proper  papers  be  executed 
releasing  all  parental  or  other  claim  to 
the  custody  of  the  child. 

"Second — That  in  case  of  great  emer- 
gency a  child  may  be  received,  provided 
steps  are  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to 
secure  the  proper  papers. 

"Third — That  power  to  place  a  child 
in  the  home  be  vested  in  the  Evangelist 
alone,  unless  otherwise  specified  by  ac- 
tion of  the  Committee  .  .  " 

"Evangelist  reports  having  been  to  the 
Orphanage.  He  finds  the  Home  conduct- 
ed in  a  most  commendable  way.  There 
have  been  ten  children  there;  four  are 
there  now." 

October  4,  1904 

"The  Orphanage  is  still  growing. 
Eighteen  children  have  been  received  in 
the  Home;  twelve  are  there  now.  Many 
applications  are  being  made  for  admit- 
tance of  children  to  the  Home,  so  much 
so  that  it  is  deemed  best  to  take  the  boys 
to  Fines  Creek." 

July  9,  1907 

"Rev.  (A.  H.)  Temple  and  wife  are 
secured  to  take  charge  of  Crabtree  Or- 
phanage at  salary  of  $450.00  and  house. 


Still  At  Work  —  August  1954 

Mrs.  Temple's  salary  of  $150.00  has  been 
secured.  Motion  the  Committee  author- 
ize Mr.  Smith  to  put  the  home  in  charge 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Temple  on  the  first  of 
September  at  salary  of  $450.00." 

December  4,  1906 

"Mr.  Smith  reported  three  more  chil- 
dren added  to  Crabtree  Home." 

January  8,  1907 

"Mr.  Smith  tendered  a  gift  of  nine 
acres  of  land  at  Balfour  to  the  Commit- 
tee for  the  new  Crabtree  Orphanage." 

July  6,  1909 

"Mr.  Smith  reports  he  has  made  his 
first  appeal  for  the  Mountain  Orphan- 
age. He  has  forty  one  persons  there  to 
care  for,  and  Mr.  Temple  has  not  been 
paid."  (First  mention  under  the  name 
"The  Mountain  Orphanage.") 

January  15,  1910 

"The  Orphanage  is  doing  well.  Had 
good  help  during  Christmas.  Health  of 
children  good.  One  visit  from  doctor 
during  eighteen  months.  A  bad  flue 
came  near  causing  a  serious  fire." 

April  12,  1910 

"The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  in  fine 
condition;  40  children  there,  no  debts, 
with  $50.00  on  hand  for  building." 

April  11,  1913 

"Table  expenses  of  Orphanage,  $700.- 
62;  received  $1,456.15;  paid  out  $1,418. 
The  44  people  have  cost  less  than  $1,000; 
less  than  $25.00  per  head.  An  assistant 
to  Mrs.  Temple,  $150;  Teacher,  $250; 
Mrs.  Temple,  $450." 

February  15,  1916 

"Mr.  Smith  reports  .  .  .  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Orphanage.  The 
cash  cost  of  keeping  a  child  for  a  year — 
Table  expense  is  $20.82i/2." 

January  28,  1918 

"A  complete  list  of  the  products  of  the 
children  was  given,  which  was  wonder- 
ful, considering  their  ages  and  ability  to 
produce.  The  total  table  expense  for 
the  year,  $840.00,  or  $22.00  per  child." 
(That  would  be  approximately  38  chil- 
dren.) 

"Maxwell  Orphanage  (in  Macon 
County)  has  17  children."  (Maxwell 
started  in  1916.) 

September  20,  1921 

"Mr.  Smith  reports  a  number  of  our 
Orphanage  girls  and  boys  have  gone  to 
college,  five  at  Stonewall*  (Stonewall 
Jackson  College)  ,  two  at  King,  six  at 
Montreat  and  two  at  Albemarle*  (Albe- 
marle Normal  and  Industrial  Institute)." 
*Both  now  closed. 

December  16,  1921 

"Mr.  Smith  reports  the  orphanages 
are  both  getting  along  splendidly.  The 
Orphanage  Committee  reports  having 
agreed  to  accept  five  children.  Mr.  Smith 
states  the  time  has  come  when  we  should 
take  action  on  Balfour's  new  home." 

January  31,  1922 

"Mr.  McConnell  reported  he  had  a 
30  day  option  on   the  Sluder  farm  on 
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Swannanoa  for  a  new  home  for  Balfour; 
140  acres  at  $100  per  acre.  Moved  and 
carried  that  the  Committee  consisting 
of  Messrs.  McConnell,  Conyers,  and  Gri- 
set  for  the  sale  of  Balfour,  be  authorized 
to  negotiate  for  a  sale  at  $12,000,  with 
the  privilege  of  holding  possession  until 
we  have  a  building  up  elsewhere." 

June  27,  1922 

"The  plan  of  the  Orphanage  Building 
was  carefully  gone  over.  Changes  sug- 
gested, and  the  raising  of  the  means  to 
build  this  house,  which  was  discussed.  It 
is  realized  we  must  have  at  least  $50,000. 
Moved  and  carried  that  the  Committee 
proceed  with  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ing as  per  plans  submitted,  injecting 
into  same,  if  possible,  the  various  sug- 
gestions made:  to-wit— leveling  floor,  in- 
side plumbing;  china  closets;  wash 
basins,  etc.;  provided  the  contract  can 
be  made  not  to  exceed  the  expenditure 
of  money  in  sight." 

August  1,  1922 

(Bids  (6)  reported  varied  from  low 
of  $54,500  to  $66,993.00  exclusive  of 
heating.  Bids  (3)  for  heating  plant  rang- 
ed from  $2,990.00  to  $4,450.00.) 

September  21,  1922 

"Dr.  Campbell  stated  the  plans  for 
raising  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  Or- 
phanage. After  discussion,  the  following 
recommendations  to  Presbytery  were 
adopted: 

"1.  That  a  campaign  be  inaugurated 
to  raise  $60,000  for  building  the  Moun- 
tain Orphanage. 

"2.  That  Rev.  Dr.  R.  P.  Smith  be 
asked  to  present  this  matter  to  the 
churches  of  the  Presbytery. 

"3.  That  a  field  agent  be  employed  as 
soon  as  possible  to  organize  the  cam- 
paign in  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery." 

October  10,  1922 

"Mr.  Crockett  (Rev.  S.  R.  Crockett, 
then  pastor  of  the  Waynesville  and 
Hazelwood  Churches)  was  elected  by 
Presbytery  to  carry  out  the  campaign  for 
the  Orphanage  fund.  Mr.  Crockett,  be- 
ing present,  asked  for  instructions  as  to 
how  he  should  proceed.  Mr.  Crockett, 
having  had  experience  with  Dr.  Melvin 
(Dr.  M.  E.  Melvin,  Secretary  of  Steward- 
ship of  the  General  Assembly  at  that 
time)  was  asked  for  suggestions  ...  A 
committee  appointed  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  Rev.  Mr.  Crockett  for  his 
services." 

October  19,  1921 

"Mr.  Smith  reports  that  he  has  found 
Mr.  Robert  Daniel  Bedinger  a  suitable 
superintendent  for  Balfour;  and  that  he 
can  get  him  for  $75.00  per  month  as 
superintendent  and  his  wife  for  $50.00 
per  month  as  teacher.  .  .  .  The  commit- 
tee reserved  the  right  to  discharge  them 
if  found  necessary." 

(It  was  Rev.  Robert  Dabney  Bedin- 
ger, Dr.  Smith's  son-in-law  who  after- 
wards served  eight  years  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Home  Missions  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery.) 

October  9,  1923 

"The  Building  Committee,  in  report- 
ing on  the  Orphanage,  stated  a  few  small 


details  yet  to  be  attended  to  before  com- 
pletion; lights  are  now  being  installed." 

February  12,  1924 

"Mr.  Bedinger  gave  figures  showing 
there  had  been  spent  $156.13  per  child 
for  maintenance,  amounting  to  about 
$15  per  month  for  the  past  year;  show- 
ing that  our  Orphanage  had  not  cost  as 
much  as  any  other  in  the  state,  some 
showing  as  much  as  $279.00  had  been 
their  cost." 

"Moved  adoption  of  the  following — 

"That  the  Home  Mission  Committee 
underwrite  the  operating  expenses  of 
The  Mountain  Orphanage  to  an  extent 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Dollars 
per  month  per  child,  based  on  the  num- 
ber of  from  fifty  to  sixty  children  being 
cared  for." 

"Mr.  Bedinger  states  he  had  53  chil- 
dren in  the  Home;  it  takes  $800  per 
month  to  meet  expenses;  that  he  is  in 
arrears  about  $1,000  with  bills  and  has 
been  so  since  Dec.  1st." 

October  1924 

"Mr.  Bedinger  tendered  .  .  .  his  resig- 
nation as  Superintendent." 

February  6,  1925 

"Mr.   Carl  Brindley   .   .   .   superinten- 
dent of  the  Mountain  Orphanage." 
April  10,  1925 

"Mr.  McConnell,  Chairman  of  the 
Orphanage  Committee,  submitted  the 
report  for  March  .  .  .  Four  more  chil- 
dren can  be  cared  for  .  .  .  Some  of  the 
children  have  completed  the  grades  be- 
ing taught,  there  will  have  to  be  another 
teacher  ...  A  letter  from  the  State  Wel- 
fare Committee  of  Instruction,  stating 
children  in  orphanages  may  be  sent  to 
schools  in  their  sections." 
June  5,  1925 

"Mr.  Brindley,  the  new  Superinten- 
dent was  present." 

August  7,  1925 

"Mr.  McConnell  spoke  of  meeting 
with  Mr.  Smith  on  his  birthday  in 
Florida,  who  stated  his  special  prayer 
was  to  see  the  Orphanage  Building  com- 
pleted .  .  .  Mr.  Smith  and  Mrs.  McCon- 
nell are  appointed  as  a  committee  for 
formulating  a  plan  to  raise  $27,000  with 
which  to  pay  off  the  orphanage  debt; 
$10,000  of  which  is  pledged." 
July  1,  1927 

"Mr.  C.  D.  Brindley  present  (ed)    his 
resignation    as    Superintendent    of   The 
Mountain    Orphanage    ...    at   a    time 
agreeable  to  both  parties." 
August  5,  1927 

"Mr.  J.  }.  Conyers  reported  for  the 
Orphanage  Committee  that  they  had 
found  a  man,  Mr.  H.  T.  Deatherage, 
whom  after  thorough  investigation  they 
had  decided  to  employ  as  superinten- 
dent of  The  Mountain  Orphanage  at 
$2500  yearly  salary  and  house  in  which 
to  live.  He  is  to  furnish  his  own  auto- 
mobile and  upkeep  lor  same,  but  we  are 
to  furnish  gas  and  oil  for  car  and  fuel 
for  house." 

September  28,  1928 

"Mr.  McConnell  .  .  .  reported  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Committee  with  reference 
to  the  Superintendency,  recommending 


that  a  Minister  be  secured  for  this  place. 
After  full  and  free  discussion,  the  Sub- 
Committee  was  instructed  to  employ  Dr. 
H.  W  .Burwell  as  superintendent  ...  at 
a  salary  of  $2500  and  house." 

November  22,  1928 

"Mr.  McConnell  stated  they  were 
ready  to  go  ahead  with  the  construction 
of  the  Superintendent's  Home  at  the  Or- 
phanage, that  they  had  $6,000.00  in  the 
bank,  and  the  building  would  cost 
$8,500.55.  His  committee  was  authorized 
to  proceed  .  .  .  Dr.  Burwell  had  been  in 
charge  of  the  home  for  a  week  now." 

January  21,  1929 

"Mr.  McConnell  .  .  .  recommended 
that  we  employ  Rev.  J.  H.  Gruver  as 
Superintendent  at  $2,500  and  manse," 
etc.

Local  Church  Needs  To  Be 
Included  If  Desired 

The  nature  and  purpose  of  the  "Sup- 
plementary" offering  for  Church  Exten- 
sion in  1954  (in  your  church  October 
24,  1954)  is  basically  different  from  any 
previous  year. 

Each  year  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension presents  a  spending  budget  to 
the  General  Council  of  the  Assembly. 
They  in  turn  recommend  an  approved 
budget  to  the  Assembly  for  adoption. 

This  "approved"  spending  budget 
carries  an  item  that  usually  amounts  to

Collins  To  Become  Pastor  At  Barium  Springs 


ARMISTEAD  WILL  RESIGN 
FRIENDSHIP  WORK 

Church   Organized   Under 
His  Leadership 

Rev.  W.  H.  Armistead  has  announced 
to  his  congregation  at  the  Friendship 
Presbyterian  Church  that  he  will  ask 
Asheville  Presbytery  to  dissolve  the  pas- 
toral relationship  between  him  and  the 
church  and  permit  him  to  retire  from 
the  active  ministry. 

Mr.  Armistead  was  received  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Asheville  Presbytery  in  October, 
1943,  after  making  Mon treat  his  home. 
He  supplied  the  Montreat  church  for  a 
short  while  and  showed  great  interest 
in  an  outpost  of  the  Montreat  Church, 
"Friendship  Chapel."  During  this  time 
there  was  an  afternoon  Sunday  school 
and  preaching  services. 

The  "Chapel"  work  was  started  prior 
to  1909.  The  initial  unit  of  the  present 
building,  located  about  100  yards  off 
the  main  highway,  in  sight  of  the  Mon- 
treat Gate,  was  erected  in   1911. 

For  several  months  Mr.  Armistead 
took  over  this  work  without  salary,  visit- 
ed among  folk  who  were  not  going  to 
either  the  Montreat  or  Black  Mountain 
churches  and  won  them  to  loyalty  to  the

Served  As  Director  Y.  P. 
Conference  In  1954 
Rev.  Robert  R.  Collins,  pastor  at  the 
Sylva  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  past 
two  years,  has  resigned  to  accept  a  call 
to  the  Little  Joe's  Presbyterian  Church 
located  on  the  campus  and  serving  the 
Presbyterian  Orphan's  Home  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  at  Barium 
Springs. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Collins  moved  to  Ba- 
rium Springs  shortly  after  the  special 
meeting  of  the  Presbytery  on  September 
6th  and  he  began  his  ministry  there  on 
September  12th.

CHURCH  EXTENSION  IS  CHALLENGE  TO  PRESBYTERY 


HOME  MISSIONS  DIVISION 
AIDS  IN  PRESBYTERY 

Annual  Appropriation  For 
Ministers  Salaries 

If  it  were  not  for  the  generous  sup- 
port of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
through  the  Division  of  Home  Missions, 
the  work  of  Asheville  Presbytery  would 
have  to  be  drastically  curtailed. 

Space  does  not  permit  of  more  than 
a  mere  outline  of  what  has  been  and  is 
being  done. 

1 — For  a  long  time  this  Board  has  al- 
located to  Asheville  Presbytery,  annual- 
ly, an  appropriation  sufficient  to  pay 
one  half  of  the  salary  of  the  Executive 
Secretary,  and  one  half  of  the  amount 
given  to  specific  fields  in  the  Presbytery. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  1954  is 
$9,560.00,  and  in  addition  to  the  salary 
of  the  Executive  Secretary,  will  assist  in 
salaries  at  Andrews-Robbinsville,  Sylva, 
Mills   River,    Malvern    Hills,   Arden,

"Chapel,"    and    led    them    to    petition 
Asheville  Presbytery  to  be  organized  into 
a   church.    This   was   done   on   June   6, 
1948,  with  a  charter  membership  of  90. 

The  membership  at  the  last  official 
report  was  140  with  a  Sunday  school  en- 
rollment of  172.  The  church  sanctuary 
has  been  greatly  improved,  additional 
space  for  educational  work  provided,  a 
new  furnace  installed  and  many  other 
material  improvements  have  been  made 
to  the  property  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  Armistead. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  church  has 
reported  the  largest  Vacation  Church 
School  enrollment  in  the  Presbytery. 
There  was  no  school  in  1954  due  to  the 
enforced  vacation  of  the  pastor  for  a 
period  of  rest. 

For  years  the  old  "Chapel"  was  nur- 
tured by  the  Montreat  Church,  and  the 
total  financial  program  was  a  small 
"Sunday  School"  offering  week  by  week. 
The  church  has  grown  financially  under 
Mr.  Armistead's  leadership  and  last  year 
reported  nearly  six  hundred  dollars  giv- 
en to  denominational  benevolences. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Montreat  in  1943, 
Mr.  Armistead  served  churches  in  Ten- 
nessee and  Kentucky  following  his  grad- 
uation from  Louisville  Presbyterian 
Seminary  in  1912,  and  was  a  chaplain 
in  World  War  I,  seeing  service  overseas. 
These  pastorates  included  Carrollton, 
La  Grange,  and  Owensboro,  Ky.,  and 
Franklin  and  Mt.  Pleasant,  Tenn.,  the 
Owensboro  church  being  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.  A. 

Mr.  Armistead  will  continue  to  live 
at  Montreat  and  will  be  available  for 
pulpit  supply  and  other  forms  of  tempo- 
rary work  from  time  to  time.

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never  reached  the  full  amount  in  the 
"spending  budget"  because  there  was  not 
sufficient  income  to  cover  these  needs. 

It  has  been  the  policy  in  the  past  to 
send  all  that  was  received  in  the  "Week 
of  Prayer  and  Self-denial"  to  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension.  In  return  specific 
appropriations  were  made  on  the  basis 
of  proven  needs  in  local  situations. 

This  year,  in  an  effort  to  give  local 
Presbyteries  and  local  Congregations  an 
opportunity  to  present  local  needs,  the 
following  plan  has  been  proposed  by 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  and  ap- 
proved by  Asheville  Presbytery. 

1 Every   Church   is   being  asked  to   give 

in  the  offering  on  October  24,  1954,  a  sum 
not  less  than  $1.25  Per  Member. 

2 — Each  Church  is  at  liberty  to  set  the 
goal  for  a  larger  amount,  if  they  desire, 
and  KEEP  all  over  $1.25  Per  Member  for 
local  use  within  the  congregation  for  Cap- 
ital  Improvement  or  Debt  Retirement. 

3 — The  entire  offering  (on  a  congrega- 
tional basis)  is  to  be  sent  the  Central 
Treasurer  of  the  Presbytery,  up  to  the 
amount  of  the  MINIMUM  GOAL  of  $1.25 
per  member. 

4 The  Central  Treasurer  of  Benevo- 
lences will  forward  Sixty  Percent  (60%) 
of  this  amount  to  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  and  credit  the  local  Church  with 
a  contribution  of  this  amount  to  this  cause. 

5 — The  remaining  Forty  Percent  (40%) 
will  be  credited  to  the  cause  of  Presby- 
tery's Home  Missions  and  used  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  a  thorough 
Presbytery-wide  survey,  and  meeting  such 
needs  as  far  as  possible. 

The  above  plan  is  in  keeping  with  the 
purpose  to  find  out  what  opportunities 
there  are  in  Asheville  Presbytery,  and  to 
provide  information  on  the  basis  of 
which  an  effort  can  be  made  to  meet 
these  opportunities. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  plans 
to  set  aside  all  of  the  Sixty  Percent 
(60%)  from  Asheville  Presbytery,  to- 
gether with  other  like  gifts  throughout 
the  General  Assembly,  and  to  invite  the 
84  Presbyteries  to  present  specific  needs 
at  a  later  date.  These  needs  will  be  care- 
fully studied  and  met  as  far  as  the  money 
will  permit,  and  on  a  basis  of  individual 
merit,  in  the  light  of  requests  from  the 
whole  church. 

Asheville  Presbytery,  thus,  can  make 
application  for  such  assistance  and  will 
be  assured  of  such  help  as  may  be  pas- 
sible under  the  total  plan. 

The  local  church  is  at  full  liberty  to 
set  such  goals  as  desired  in  asking  for 
this  offering,  provided  the  first  $1.25  per 
member  is  designated  to  meet  the  special 
needs  of  the  Assembly  and  Presbytery  as 
outlined  above.

KING  COLLEGE  HOUSING  IS 
LESS  THAN  IN  1946 

Campaign  Aims   Includes  Aid 
For  This  Situation 

Dr.  R.  T.  L.  Liston,  President  of  King 
College,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  "Min- 
isters of  the  Synod  of  Appalachia,"  an- 
nouncing subscriptions  of  $175,000  to- 
ward the  goal  of  $1,000,000,  stating  that 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Morris- 
town,  Tenn.,  with  a  goal  of  $20,000 
raisedraised  $35,000. 

"Prospects  for  the  new  year  seem  very 
aromising,"  the  letter  continued.  "We 
are  having  our  usual  trouble  of  housing 
the  students  who  apply  for  admission. 
As  usual,  we  find  it  embarrassing  and 
sometimes  really  distressing  to  turn 
down  applications  of  students  of  high 
promise  whom  we  simply  cannot  house. 
All  of  this  is  heightened  by  the  fact  that 
:all  but  three  of  the  trailers  provided  by 
the  Government  in  1946  have  now  had 
to  be  discarded.  This  means  that  in  the 
face  of  a  constantly  increasing  pressure 
about  enrollment,  we  actually  have  less 

HOUSING   SPACE   THAN   A   YEAR   AGO.      And 

the  Synod,  at  its  recent  meeting,  had  be- 
fore it  the  request  of  the  General  As- 
sembly that  all  of  us  support  the  'For- 
ward with  Christ  Movement,'  seeking 
to  add  176  foreign  missionaries  and 
about  400  new  ministers,  in  the  next 
three  years! 

"King  College  is  the  second  largest 
source  of  these  new  workers  in  the  whole 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  But  the 
space  in  which  it  can  house  those  work- 
ers-to-be is  less  than  it  was  three  years 
ago.  The  objectives  of  our  financial 
campaign  are:  (1)  To  provide  addition- 
al housing  space  for  these  workers-to- 
be,  so  much  needed  by  the  Church,  and 
(2)  to  provide  the  endowment  which  is 
essential  to  the  conduct  of  our  work  in 
this  expansion."

A  world  missions  workshop  is  planned 
for  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  Octo- 
ber 28,  beginning  at  4:30  P.  M.,  for 
leaders  in  each  working  group  in  each 
local  church  of  Asheville  Presbytery. 

The  plan  grows  out  of  the  interest 
and  leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilson, 
Chairman  of  World  Missions  and  her 
attendance  on  the  Montreat  Conference 
in  July,  and  Mrs.  Wilson  has  received 
the  approval  of  other  leaders  of  the  Pres- 
bytery in  the  program. 

Dr.  D.  J.  dimming,  Educational  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  World  Missions, 
Nashville,  has  promised  that  his  office 
will  provide  the  entire  staff  of  leaders 
for  the  four  hour  period,  which  will  in- 
clude one  hour  for  food  and  fellowship. 

The  initial  purpose  of  the  gathering 
is  to  introduce  material  and  methods  to 
World  Mission  leaders  in  local  situa- 
tions. This  is  done  in  October  so  that 
they  will  have  ample  time  to  secure  sup- 
plies, book  movies  and  engage  speakers, 
where  desired,  for  the  World  Mission 
season  set  for  February  and  the  first  six 
days  of  March  in  1955. 

There  will  be  several  discussion 
groups,  with  a  leader  for  each,  includ- 
Pastors,  Men  of  the  Church,  Women  of 
the  Church,  Senior  Fellowship  Groups, 
Pioneer  Groups  and  Children's  groups. 
The  emphasis  is  on  the  leadership  of 
these  groups,  and  should  in  every  case 
include  the  individual  charged  with  pro- 
moting World  Missions  in  the  local  con- 
gregation.

The  Departments  of  Urban  Church  and  Town 
and  Country  Church,  Sunday  School  Extension, 
Church  Architecture  have  all  aided  work  in 
Asheville   Presbytery. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  is  pro- 
moting various  forms  of  evangelistic  ef- 
fort throughout  the  church.  In  the  im- 
mediate future  is  the  Assembly-Wide 
evangelistic  services  next  March-April, 
with  the  dates  of  April  17-22  set  for  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia. 

The  Division  of  Negro  Work  is  the 
earnest  effort  of  the  Church  to  evangel- 
ize the  Negro  in  the  South  and  to  bring 
him  into  a  satisfying  relationship  with 
Christ  and  the  Church.  Its  emphasis  is 
in  the  building  of  Negro  Presbyterian 
Churches  and  the  developing  of  an  edu- 
cational program  around  Stillman  Col- 
lege* for  the  training  of  Negro  youth 
for  Christian  Service. 

Siillman  College  is  independent  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Negro  Work,  as  a  separate  cause  in  the 
Budget  of  The  General  Assembly,  but  it  is  the 
institution  that  will  provide  a  large  share  of  the 
Christian  leadership   in  the  growth   of  this  work. 

The  Division  of  Christian  Relations 
is  concerned  with  relating  the  individual 
in  all  of  his  groups  relationships  to  the 
will  of  God  as  revealed  in  the  Bible  and 
as  fulfilled  in  Jesus  Christ.  This  Division 
is  constantly  seeking  to  apply  these  prin- 
cipals to  such  problems  as  are  reflected 
in  previous  studies;  Roman  Catholicism 
and  Protestantism  (1948) ,  States'  Rights 
and  Human  Rights  (1949) ,  Divorce  and 
Re-Marriage  (1950),  National  Security 
and  the  Christian  Message    (1951),  Re-

Friendship,    Hayesville,    Brittains   Cove, 
and  Dillingham-Ivy  Park. 

During  the  past  ten  years  other 
churches,  now  independent  of  the  com- 
mittee, have  been  aided,  including: 
Murphy,  Franklin,  Highlands,  Bryson 
City,  Grace  Covenant,  and  Etowah. 

2 — Each  year  there  is  a  "Supplement- 
ary Offering"  for  Church  Extension. 
This  entire  offering  has  been  a  part  of 
the  funds  available  for  distribution  at 
the  end  of  each  year  to  aid  in  specific 
fields. 

In  the  past  ten  years  the  following 
churches  have  shared  in  this  fund:  Ar- 
den, Franklin,  Grace  Covenant,  Malvern 
Hills,  Sylva. 

3 — In  recent  years  loans  from  special 
funds  have  been  made,  in  addition  to 
any  other  help,  to  Sylva,  Franklin,  Mai 
vern  Halls,  Mills  River  and  Grace  Cove 
nant.  The  latter  two  loans  are  in  force 
now,  being  paid  on  an  agreed  basis  over 
a  period  of  time. 

The  Presbytery  is  looking  forward  to 
the  services  of  Rev.  J.  M.  Carr,  D.  D., 
Secretary  of  Town  and  Country  Church, 
in  November,  in  a  survey  of  churches  in 
areas  of  less  than  5,000  population,  and 
in  February  of  Hal  Hyde,  Secretary  of 
Urban  Work  (5,000  and  over)  .  Both 
these  workers  are  made  available  by  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension. 

Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill,  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Architecture,  has  actively 
assisted  in  a  number  of  projects  in  the 
Presbytery,  saving  the  local  churches 
hundreds  of  dollars  and  guiding  them 
to  avoid  other  costly  errors.  These  fields 
include:  Sylva,  Hendersonville,  Grace 
Covenant,  Malvern  Hills,  Mills  Rivei 
and  Arden. 

There  are  many  "indirect"  ways  in 
which  the  Divisions  of  Evangelism,  Ra 
dio  and  Television,  Negro  Work  and 
Christian  Relations  have  assisted  in  loca 
problems.

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REORGANIZATION  ASKED  BY 
MORRISON  GROUP

Twenty  seven  people  recently  signed 
a  request  to  Asheville  Presbytery  to  re- 
organize the  old  Morrison  Church  in 
Macon  County.  Plans  are  now  being 
made  to  survey  their  situation  and  de- 
termine how  much  of  the  support  of  a 
church  they  can  assume  themselves  as 
well  as  a  survey  to  determine  the  pros- 
pects for  growth.  Situated  in  an  area 
which  is  for  the  most  part  not  being 
served  by  any  church,  it  is  hoped  that 
Morrison  can  take  its  place  in  minister- 
ing to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  people 
there. 

When  Asheville  Presbytery  dissolved 
the  Morrison  Church  some  years  ago  the 
people  of  the  Franklin  Church  placed 
an  Outpost  Sunday  School  there.  In  re- 
cent years  there  has  been  an  active  Sun- 
day School  and  Vacation  Bible  School 
program  put  on  by  the  Franklin  Church 
until  at  present  the  Sunday  School  en- 
rollment is  60  and  this  summer's  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  had  45  students  regis- 
tered. 

Last  spring  the  Franklin  Church,  in 
cooperation    with    the    Home    Mission 


Committee  of  Asheville  Presbytery  was 
able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Curtis 
Crowther,  a  student  at  Columbia  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  for  the  summer.  Under 
his  leadership  plans  were  laid  for  the 
reorganization  of  Morrison  as  an  inde- 
pendent church.  A  tentative  budget  for 
the  coming  year  has  been  adopted  which 
would  supply  the  church  with  two  ser- 
vices a  month.  An  evangelistic  series  held 
in  August  brought  14  young  people  to 
Christ  on  profession  of  faith.  A  few 
weeks  ago  a  Pioneer  Youth  Fellowship 
was  organized  with  12  members  and  a 
Senior  High  Fellowship  with  10  mem- 
bers. These  young  people  are  already 
laying  plans  for  a  "Lord's  Acre"  project 
next  summer. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  people  of  the 
Morrison  community  that  they  will  soon 
have  a  church  of  their  own,  not  only  to 
serve  them,  but  that  they  may  have  a 
part  in  the  work  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
as  a  whole.

MEMORIAL  GIFTS  USED  FOR  PERMANENT    IMPROVEMENTS 

By  the  end  of  1945  there  had  been  about  a  dozen  contributions  to  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage  as  "Memorial  Gifts."  Since  January  1946  the  number  has  reached 
well  up  toward  1,000  and  the  amount  has  exceeded  $6,000. 

When  such  a  gift  is  received,  and  the  proper 
information  accompanies  the  gift,  an  acknowl- 
edgement card  is  immediately  sent  the  family  of 
the  person  in  whose  memory  the  gift  is  made. 
A  receipt  is  sent  the  donor. 

At  frequent  intervals  the  fact  of  the  gift  is 
recognized  in  Our  Mountain  Work,  recording 
the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  memory  the 
gift  is  made,  and  the  name  of  the  donor. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  feels  that  such  con- 
tributions should  be  used  to  provide  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage  with  some  things  that  are  out- 
side the  normal  operating  cost  and  will  become 
a  more  or  less  permanent  addition  to  the  com- 
forts and  attractiveness  of  the  home.  Trustees  Inspect  Bookcase 

In  recent  months  the  hallways,  upstairs  and  down,  the  large  living  room,  dining 

room  and  two  smaller  living  rooms  down 
stairs  have  been  improved  by  the  installation 
of  asphalt  tile  floors.  A  new  piano  has 
been  placed  in  the  large  living  room.  New 
furniture  has  been  purchased  for  all  the  living 
rooms  and  study  rooms,  the  furniture  for  the 
smaller  rooms,  upstairs  and  down,  having  just 
arrived.  Cabinets  and  book  shelves  have  been 
built,  both  for  the  boys  and  for  the  girls.

These  will   afford  a  place  for  the  library  and 
for  storage  of  other  items. 

One  of  the  projects  that  has  been  talked  about 
is  the  renovation  of  the  basement  of  the  dor- 
mitory to  give  more  indoor  recreation  space 
for  many  types  of  games,  and  informal  ac- 
tivity.

BUDGETS  FOR  PRESBYTERY 
WORK  IN  1955  APPROVED 

Rev.  Warren  F.  Thuston,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Hender- 
sonville,  was  moderator  of  the  quarterly 
meeting  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  held 
at  the  Kenilworth  Church  on  October 
12,  1954. 

This  meeting  voted  approval  to  total 
budgets  of  $32,000  for  the  Presbytery's 
Home  Mission  Committee,  $48,500  for 
the  Mountain  Orphanage,  and  $2,000 
for  the  Religious  Education  Committee, 
and  asked  the  Sub-Committee  on  Bud- 
get of  the  Presbytery  to  arrange  for  these 
causes  to  receive  the  funds  needed  from 
benevolent  contributions,  either  "regu- 
lar benevolences"  or  supplementary  of- 
ferings. Of  the  total  of  all  three  causes, 
$82,500,  at  least  $62,500  must  be  under- 
written by  churches  of  the  Presbytery. 

The  Presbytery  adjourned  to  meet 
again  at  the  Kenilworth  Church  on  No- 
vember 2,  at  2  P.  M.,  at  the  request  of 
the  stated  clerk,  Rev.  M.  R.  William- 
son, and  set  January  18,  1955,  as  the 
time  for  the  next  regular  meeting  to  be 
held  at  West  Asheville.

THE  EVERY  MEMBER  CANVASS 
AN  ACT  OF  WORSHIP 

Most  churches  will  be  engaged  in 
their  "Every  Member  Canvass"  on  No- 
vember 14,  1954,  the  date  set  in  the 
calendar  recommended  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

Many  Presbyterians  unfortunately  in- 
terpret the  "Every  Member  Canvass"  as 
a  routine  method  of  securing  "pledges" 
to  "raise  the  budget." 

A  true  "Every  Member  Canvass"  is 
far  more  than  that.  It  is  an  act  of  wor- 
ship in  which  the  Christian  pledges  him- 
self in  re-dedication  to  God. 

The  measure  of  his  "pledge"  to  his 
church  should  never  be  "my  share  of 
the  budget"  or  even  "as  much  as  I  gave 
last  year."  The  measure  of  the  individ- 
ual's pledge  is  a  definite  portion  of  what 
God  has  given  him,  and  in  "proportion" 
to  what  God  has  given  him. 

Asheville  Presbytery  has  asked  each 
Church  in  the  Presbytery  to  present  to 
the  membership  certain  facts: 

(1)  To  meet  the  needs  of  the  Presby- 
tery and  a  reasonable  share  of  the  obli-

TRUSTEES  PRESENT  NEEDS 
TO  CHURCH  LEADERS 

15    Churches    Represented 
At  Orphanage  Meeting 

By  Bernard  B.  Smith,  Jr. 

Presbyterians  were  given  a  formula 
this  month  for  effectively  promoting  one 
of  the  institutions  nearest  the  heart  of 
every  member  of  Asheville  Presbytery — 
the  Mountain  Orphanage. 

Fifteen  churches  were  represented  at 
a  dinner  meeting  at  the  Orphanage  Oct. 
7  when  plans  for  the  annual  Presbytery- 
wide  Thanksgiving  appeal  were  dis- 
cussed. 

A  minimum  of  $12,000  must  be  real- 
ized from  this  year's  Thanksgiving  of- 
fering if  the  1954  Orphanage  budget  is 
to  be  balanced. 

How  to  accomplish  this?  The  one 
method  calculated  to  reach  the  sug- 
gested goal  is  the  organization  of  a  per- 
sonal solicitation  drive  in  every  church. 

As  suggested  by  Dr.  J.  Rupert  Mc- 
Gregor, this  plan,  if  conscientiously  car- 
ried out  by  the  church  representatives 
present  at  the  Oct.  7  meeting  and  if  lay- 
men of  the  Presbytery  will  provide  their 
whole-hearted  support,  will  result  in  a

gation  of  the  Presbytery  to  Synod  and 
General  Assembly,  $95,000  has  been  des- 
ignated as  the  goal  for  giving  to  "Reg- 
ular Benevolences."  (All  supplementary 
and  special  offerings  to  be  in  addition.) 

(2)  The  amount  that  would  be  the 
reasonable  share  of  this  total  for  each 
church  was  published  in  the  August  is- 
sue of  Our  Mountain  Work.  Presbytery 
asked  the  church  officers  to  present  the 
designated  amount  to  the  local  congre- 
gation, as  the  amount  asked  of  that 
church. 

(3)  Having  formulated  a  "budget" 
for  1955,  the  Presbytery  asks  each  church 
to  relate  the  amount  for  "Regular 
Benevolences"  to  the  total  budget  in 
terms  of  a  percentage,  and  to  send  that 
percentage  of  total  giving  to  the  budget 
to  the  Central  Treasurer  of  Benevo- 
lences every  month. 

Some  of  the  Churches  follow  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Presbytery  and  dis- 
tribute their  gifts  on  the  percentage 
basis. 

Most  of  the  Churches  follow  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Presbytery  and 
send  their  remittances  monthly. 

All  of  the  churches  know  that  salaries 
and  expenses  of  all  of  the  agencies  of 
Presbytery,  Synod  and  General  Assem- 
bly have  to  be  met  on  a  monthly  basis, 
and  that  money  held  until  the  end  of 
the  church  year  in  the  local  treasury 
works  an  unnecessary  hardship  on  those 
endeavoring  to  serve  the  church  on  a 
month-by-month  basis  throughout  the 
year.

ORPHANAGE  EVANGELISTIC 
IN  SERVICE  RENDERED 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Moun- 
tain Orphanage  is  definitely  evangelis- 
tic. 

The  home  was  established  to  give 
needy  children  Christian  training,  se- 
curity and  a  future  of  usefulness  as 
professing  Christians  in  their  adult  as- 
sociations. 

The  home  receives  children  solely  on 
the  basis  of  need,  and  this,  need  arises 
from  many  sources.  One  of  the  most 
significant  of  these  is  that  they  come 
I  iom  homes,  largely  devoid  of  "religious 
background  and  training." 

Of  course  there  are  exceptions,  but 
it  is  strikingly  true  that  in  the  past  seven 
years  only  a  few  children  had  made  a 
profession  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ, 
through  Church  membership,  BEFORE 
coming  to  the  Mountain  Orphanage. 

It  is  also  true  that  every  single  child 
who  has  stayed  at  the  Mountain  Or- 
phanage through  High  School  was  a  pro- 
fessing Christian  and  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  graduation. 

The  mere  fact  of  church  membership, 
however,  does  not  tell  the  whole  story. 
The  children  receive  Christian  training 
in  Church  activities,  as  well  as  in  the 
life  of  the  home.  Many  serve  as  workers 
in  the  Sunday  School,  some  as  officers  of 
the  pioneer  and  senior  organizations 
of  the  Black  Mountain  Presbyterian 
Church. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  these  children  to 
be  chosen  for  special  services  in  the 
public  schools.  In  recent  years  they  have 
been  found  leading  in  prayer  at  com- 
mencement exercises,  conducting  devo- 
tionals  in  class-room  exercises,  and  at 
least  one  has  been  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Senior  High  Council  of  the  Young  Peo- 
ple of  Asheville  Presbytery. 

There  is  no  way  possible  to  estimate 
the  spiritual  values  that  have  been  cul- 
tivated at  the  Mountain  Orphanage,  in 
the  lives  of  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls. 
The  fruit  will  appear  in  Christian 
homes  established  in  Christian  testi- 
mony given  and  in  Christian  citizenship 
for  days  and  years  to  come. 

The  ministry  of  "evangelism"  is  not 
so  labeled  at  the  Mountain  Orphanage. 
It  is  so  much  a  part  of  the  "normal" 
life  of  the  home  that  it  leads  each  child 
gradually  but  definitely  to  Church  mem- 
bership and  a  commitment  to  the  Chris- 
tian  life. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Moun- 
tain Orphanage  is  definitely  evangelis- 
tic, and  the  results  definitely  show  that 
the  Mountain  Orphanage  superintend- 
ent and  his  staff  are  loyal  to  this  pur- 
pose. 


FINANCIAL  FACTS  ABOUT 
YOUR  ORPHANAGE 

Asheville  Presbytery  approved  a  "Spending 
Budget"  at  the  Mountain  Orphanage  for  1954, 
and  permitted  the  spending  of  $46,000.00  dur- 
ing this  year. 

God  has  provided  the  orphanage  with  a 
number  of  gifts  and  legacies  that  cannot  be 
counted  on,  humanly  speaking,  to  repeat 
themselves. 

The  income  for  the  Mountain  Orphanage 
that  is  reasonably  stable  includes  an  annual 
gift  from  the  Duke  Endowment,  contributions 
from  paients  and  relatives,  sale  of  surplus  farm 
and  dairy  products,  interest  on  invested  funds, 
and  contributions  from  friends  outside  the 
Presbyterian   church. 

On  the  basis  of  past  experience  these  will 
amount  to  from  $8,000.00  to  $10,000  annually. 

The  only  source  for  the  remainder  is: 

The     Churches     Of     The    Presbytery 

Contributions  from  the  churches  of  the  Pres- 
bytery  are  received  in  several   ways: 

16%  of  every  Benevolent  Dollar  in  1954  sent 
to  the  Central  Treasurer  "undesignated"  goes 
to  the  Mountain  Orphanage.  This  will  amount 
to  approximately  $9,500  in    1954. 

The  support  of  the  "Clothing  Fund"  by 
many  organizations  and  individuals  at  a  cost 
(in  cash)  of  $75.00  annually,  will  probably 
produce  $2,000.00. 

The  Sunday  Schools  giving  "One  Offering  A 
Month"  will  probably  give  about  $3,000.00. 

The  remainder  MUST' come  from  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering. 

Through  certain  economies,  the  cost  ol  op- 
erating the  Mountain  Orphanage  in  195-1  will 
be  about  $2,500  less  than   the  spending  budget. 

Because  of  a  few  gifts  —  that  cannot  be 
counted  on  as  regular  gifts  —  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  "balance  the  budget"  in  1954  with 
Thanksgiving  contributions,  IF  they  reach  a 
minimum  of  $12,000  --  AND  other  gifts  are 
maintained   at  a  normal  level. 

To  adequately  support  the  Mountain  Or- 
phanage the  responsibility  of  furnishing  at 
least  $35,000  annually  by  the  churches  of  the 
Presbytery   MUST  be  assumed  and  met.

"Capital  Gifts"  Program  Of 
Presbytery  Is  Outlined 

Two  thirds  of  the  churches  of  Ashe- 
ville  Presbytery  sent  150  people  to  a 
special  supper  program  on  Church  Ex- 
tension, sponsored  by  the  layman's  com- 
mittee on  "Capital  Gifts,"  headed  by 
R.  F.  Clodfelter,  of  the  Asheville  First 
Church,  who  presided  at  the  meeting. 

Featured  on  the  program  were  Dr.  C. 
Grier  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  Presby- 
tery's Home  Mission  Committee,  George 
H.  Wright,  member  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, each  of  whom  spoke  of  the  work  of 
their  agency,  and  the  relationship  that 
existed  between  the  two. 


Dr.  R.  E.  McClure,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Presbytery,  told  of  the  origin 
of  the  "Capital  Gifts"  plan  intended  to 
provide  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
a  fund  to  aid  churches  throughout  the 
Assembly  in  improving  their  physical 
plants  and  to  give  the  local  presbytery 
a  fund  for  a  careful  survey  of  the  needs 
and  opportunities  within  western  North 
Carolina. 

Mr.  Clodfelter  presented  the  plans  of 
his  committee,  and  the  proposals  that 
they  expect  to  ask  Asheville  Presbytery 
to  approve  at  the  October  meeting.  He 
stressed  the  importance  of  every  church 
reaching  its  goal  of  $1.25  per  member 
in  the  supplemental  offering  on  October 
24th. 

Full  details  of  the  nature  and  need  of 
the  offering  were  presented  in  the  Sep- 


tember issue  of  Our  Mountain  Work, 
60%  of  which  will  go  to  the  Board  ol 
Church  Extension  and  40%  of  which 
will  remain  in  the  Presbytery. 

Literature  distributed  at  the  meeting, 
and  delivered  to  other  churches  immed- 
iately thereafter,  was  to  be  used  to  in- 
form the  local  congregations  and  each 
church  was  provided  with  envelopes 
with  the  name  of  the  local  church  print- 
ed thereon.

DR.  J.  M.  CARR  COMING  TO 

MAKE  RURAL  SURVEY 

The  Capital  Gifts  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery,  headed  by  R.  F. 
Clodfelter,  received  endorsement  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  for 
their  action  in  inviting  Rev.  J.  M.  Carr, 
D.  D.,  director  of  "Town  and  Country" 
Church  work  for  the  General  Assembly, 
to  come  to  Asheville  Presbytery  Nov. 
15-17  for  a  survey  of  the  local  situation. 

In  addition  they  approved  a  proposed 
visit  in  February  of  1955  of  Hal  Hyde, 
director  of  the  "Urban  Church"  work 
of  the  General  Assembly,  who  will  make 
a  thorough  survey  of  the  situation  in 
all  communities  of  5,000  or  over  within 
the   Presbytery. 

The  plan  that  Dr.  Carr  will  follow 
includes  regional  meetings  of  church  of- 
ficers of  all  churches  in  communities  of 
less  than  5,000,  and  of  churches  in  the 
rural  areas.  Each  church  will  be  fur- 
nished a  "self-analysis"  chart,  the  chart 
will  be  fully  explained  and  the  officers 
requested  to  fill  it  out  as  completely  as 
possible. 

Dr.  Carr  will  visit  strategic  localities 
in  the  Presbytery,  study  trends  of  popu- 
lation and  other  matters  related  to  the 
growth  of  the  church,  and  will  evaluate 
the  entire  finds  for  the  Presbytery. 

The  Capital  Gifts  Committee  will 
take  the  combined  reports  of  Dr.  Carr 
and  Mr.  Hyde  and  in  the  light  of  pres- 
ent conditions,  outstanding  needs  and 
potential  opportunities  will  make  rec- 
ommendations for  raising  a  special  fund 
to  aid  in  the  development  of  these  op- 
portunities as  far  as   possible. 

The  40%  of  the  offering  asked  on 
October  24  will  finance  these  surveys 
and  provide  an  initial  fund  to  set  up 
the  proposed  effort  to  raise  the  needed 
"Capital  Gifts"  for  building  the  King- 
dom of  God  through  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Asheville  Presbytery. 


Dr.  Cumming  wrote  Mrs.  Wilson  with 
reference  to  the  proposed  program,  "The 
importance  of  careful  preparation  for 
the  mission  season  programs  cannot  be 
too  greatly  stressed"  and  added  that  the 
workshop  "should  result  in  acquain- 
tanceship with  the  materials  available 
and  in  plans  lor  the  visits  of  mission- 
aries and  of  mission  speakers." 

Letters  will  be  mailed  to  individuals 
in  each  of  the  groups  named  above  by 
Mrs.  Wilson.  The  meal  will  be  served 
at  nominal  cost,  but  il  must  be  on  the 
basis  of  a   reservation   in   advance. 

The  workshop  discussions  earlier  in 
the  program  are  for  specific  groups,  but 
anyone  who  de.ires  may  come  for  the 
missionary  address  at  7:30  and  the  mis- 
sionary film  at  8:00. 


HOME  MISSION  COMMITTEE 
TO  MEET  NOVEMBER  16 

Growth  And  Needs  Of  Fields 
To  Be  Considered 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  has  set  1 1  A.  M., 
Tuesday,  November  16th,  as  the  time 
for  a  special  meeting  at  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Asheville. 

Following  the  custom  of  the  commit- 
tee, all  churches  that  have  received  aid 
in  1954  or  are  asking  aid  in  1955  in 
paying  their  pastor's  salaries,  are  ex- 
pected to  be  represented  at  this  meeting 
for  an  informal  discussion  of  their 
growth  and  needs. 

Each  church  is  required  by  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension  to  file  a  report  and 
evidence  of  need  in  applying  for  help 
in  paying  pastor's  salary,  and  these  re- 
ports are  to  be  the  basis  of  the  confer- 
ence. The  pastor  and  at  least  one  officer 
from  each  church  are  expected  at  the 
meeting. 

In  addition  for  this  year,  the  invita- 
tion is  extended  to  every  church  having 
special  need  for  aid  in  property  acqui- 
sition or  improvement,  or  the  payment 
of  debt  for  such  "capital"  improvements, 
to  appear  before  the  Home  Mission 
Committee  with  a  statement  of  such 
needs. 

This  is  the  first  step  required  by  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  that  the 
local  congregation  may  qualify  for  con- 
sideration in  the  distribution  of  such 
funds  as  may  be  received  throughout  the 
General  Assembly  on  October  24.  Every 
church  should  file  a  complete  statement 
of  present  needs  and  future  opportuni- 
ties, supported  by  definite  data. 

Any  church  in  the  General  Assembly 
is  eligible  to  make  application  for  aid 
from  this  "Supplemental  Offering,"  but 
must  have  the  endorsement  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Presbytery.  The  Commit- 
tee in  turn  is  to  consider  all  requests 
in  the  Presbytery  and  advise  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension  which  they  deem 
the  most  needy. 

These  requests  must  be  filed  with  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  before  De- 
cember 15th,  and,  together  with  similar 
requests  from  the  entire  church,  will  be 
carefully  studied. 

Sometime  after  the  close  of  the 
church  year,  December  31,  such  funds 
as  may  be  available  will  be  allocated  on 
the  basis  of  proven  need,  distributed 
throughout   the  General  Assembly. 

The  Presbytery's  Committee  will  con- 
sider all  requests  presented  on  or  belorc 
November   16th,  and  will  forward  same 
with    their   evaluation    to   the   Board   o 
Church  Extension. 

Plans  are  for  a  session  of  the  commit- 
tee on  November  Kith  that  will  include 
luncheon  together  at  the  First  Church, 
Asheville,  and  a  continuation  as  long 
as  necessary  into  the  afternoon.

WILLIAMSON  ACCEPTS  WORK 
AT  CHARLOTTE  CHURCH 

Served  Waynesville  Church 
For  Thirteen  Years 

Rev.  Malcolm  R.  Williamson,  pastor 
of  the  Waynesville  Presbyterian  Church 
since  1941,  was  dismissed  to  Mecklen- 
burg Presbytery,  at  an  adjourned  meet- 
ing of  Asheville  Presbytery  held  Novem- 
ber 2,  1954,  at  the  Kenilworth  Church 
in  Asheville. 

Mr.  Williamson  announced  his  plan 
to  accept  a  call  to  the  Tenth  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
and  asked  that  the  dissolution  of  the 
relationship  as  pastor  at  Waynesville  be 
made  effective  at  once.

$2,400  RECEIVED  TO  DATE 
ON  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

Twenty  -  -one  churches  had  sent 
$2,406.41  on  the  Church  Extension 
offering  up  to  November  15,  1954. 
Some  of  the  remittances  were  partial. 

Nine  churches  which  gave  a  total  of 
$1,500.00  in  1953  had  not  made  any 
remittance  to  the  above  date  for  1954, 
but  it  is  expected  that  their  gifts  will 
exceed  the  1953  figures. 

Present  indications  indicate  a  total 
offering  of  about  $4,200,  which  will  be 
divided  60%  for  the  Assembly  and  40% 
for  the  Presbytery.  In  1953  the  offering 
was  $3,500,  all  of  which  went  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

In  support  of  the  "Capital  Gifts"  pro- 
gram in  the  Presbytery  and  the  General 
Assembly,  Asheville  Presbytery  had 
asked  the  churches  to  give  approximate- 
ly $9,400  this  year.  The  response  of 
the  churches  is,  therefore,  less  than  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  goal.

7  p*  the  Churches  of  the  Presbytery 
met  these  "askings"  and  "budgets" 
in  full  it  would  be  necessary  for  the 
total  receipts  to  reach  $156,000  in  the 
Central  Treasury. 

Presbytery  set  $85,000  as  the  amount 
for  these  causes  to  be  received  through 
this  channel.  It  was  hoped  that  the  re- 
mainder would  be  received  through  sup- 
plementary offerings  and  a  few  sources 
of  limited  fixed  income  in  the  case  of 
The  Mountain  Orphanage  and  of  an 
appropriation  from  the  Assembly's 
Board  of  Church  Extension  for  Presby- 
tery's Home  Missions. 

The  Churches  have  sent  the  Central 
Treasurer  a  total  of  $51,204.92  to  apply 
on  the  total  goal  of  $85,000  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1954.  A  few  ad- 
ditional remittances  will  be  received 
during  the  last  half  of  November,  and 
in  December  local  churches  will  remit 
for  TWO  months,  or  more. 

(Note)  There  are  three  areas  of 
"Christian  Education"  financed  at  the 
levels  of  Presbytery,  Synod  and  Assem- 
bly, hence  this  cause  in  the  total  picture 
three  times. 


We  thought  we  heard  someone 
"think"  that  $156,000  for  Benev- 
olences is  far  beyond  the  reach  of 
members  of  Asheville  Presbytery. 

It  is  food  for  thought  to  realize 
that  government  estimates  would 
place  the  total  annual  income  of  all 
the  members  of  all  the  churches  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  at  approximate- 
ly $12,000,000— "Believe  It  Or  Not!" 

$156,000  is  actually  1.3%  of  this 
total — less  than  one-eighth  of  a  tithe.

But  Still  We  Eat

Despite  two  years  of  very  dry  wea- 
ther, we  still  have  been  able  to  produce 
enough  food  for  our  livestock.  Our 
spring  garden  was  fair  but  the  sum- 
mer garden  has  been  very  limited.  We 
have  not  had  the  vegetables  for  canning 
we  usually  have. 

We  are  producing  enough  meat  and 
milk  to  furnish  our  table  and  in  ad- 
dition, we  are  able  to  sell  some  pork 
and  beef  and   a   few  milk   cows. 

We  now  have  on  hand  about  50 
cows,  beef  and  milk,  20  hogs  and  300 
pullets  for  layers.

Feb.  1,  2,  3,  1955 

The  General  Assembly  of  1954  adopt- 
ed the  following  resolution: 

"That  each  synod  co-operate  in  the 
Assembly-wide  series  of  "Spiritual  Life 
Retreats  for  Enriching  the  Whole  Work 
of  the  Ministry"  being  planned  for  1954 
and  1955  by  the  evangelistic,  steward- 
ship and  educational  forces  of  our 
Church." 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  of  1954

With  two  former  pastors  participat- 
ing in  an  historic  service,  the  historic 
Morrison  Church  in  Macon  county  was 
reorganized  officially  on  November  7th 
at  7:30  P.  M. 

The  original  Morrison  Church  was 
a  successor  to  an  older  organiza- 
tion known  as  "Ebenezer  Presbyterian 
Church"  and  was  the  mother  church 
of  the  Presbyterians  in  Macon  county. 
The  old  building,  much  in  the  need  of 
repairs,  stands  about  six  miles  from 
Franklin  on  the  highway  to  Atlanta. 

The  commission,  appointed  by  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  met  and  invited  Rev.

CHURCH  EXTENSION  RETURNS 
REACHES  38%  OF  GOAL 

Five  Churches  Meet  Goal 
Fourteen  Reach  50% 

Asheville  Presbytery  approved  a  goal 
of  $9,481  for  the  1954  Church  Exten- 
sion Offering,  asking  each  church  to  set 
$1.25  per  member  as  their  local  goal. 

All  but  two  of  the  churches  have 
made  at  least  a  partial  remittance  of 
the  offering  that  was  received  on  Oc- 
tober 24th,  and  the  total  amounts  to 
38.1%  of  the  Goal. 

Sixty  Percent  of  the  contribution  was 
credited  to  Assembly's  Church  Exten- 
sion, and  to  date,  December  4th,  this 
has  reached  $2,168.22,  against  a  total 
for  Church  Extension  in  1953  of 
$3,349.98.  The  1954  goal  for  this  was 
$5,688.00. 

Forty  Percent  was  retained  for  use  in 
the  Presbytery  in  promoting  and  admin- 
istering the  "Capital  Gifts  Program," 
and  reached  $1,443.12.  All  of  the 
Church  Extension  Offering  in  1953 
went  to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  FIELDS 
ARE  BEING  SURVEYED 

Rev.  J.  M.  Carr,  D.D.,  Secretary  of 
Town  and  Country  Church  work  in  the 
General  Assembly  was  in  Asheville 
Presbytery  on  November  16th  and  17th, 
meeting  representatives  from  the 
twenty-three  churches  falling  into  this 
classification.  (In  communities  of  less 
than  5,000  population.) 

Dr.  Carr  carefully  outlined  the  need 
for  a  thorough  survey  in  each  local 
church,  and  provided  a  form  for  "self- 
appraisal"  by  a  committee  from  each 
church.  Two  copies  were  furnished,  one 
to  be  returned  to  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Presbytery  within  the  month 
of  December,  if  possible,  and  the  other 
to  be  kept  for  further  study. 

Each  of  the  twenty-three  churches  is* 
urged  to  complete  the  survey  as  early 
as  possible,  so  that  a  Presbytery-wide 
survey  can  be  compiled  from  the  re- 
ports. This  is  a  part  of  the  program 
of  the  Capital  Gifts  Committee,  as  or- 
dered by  Asheville  Presbytery,  to  deter- 
mine the  needs  and  opportunities  with- 
in the  Presbytery.

1954  ENROLLMENT  IS  2,040 
IN  VACATION  SCHOOLS 

Through  an  oversight  in  reporting 
the  Vacation  Church  Schools  in  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  for  1954,  the  Brittain's 
Cove  School  was  omitted. 

The  first  list  was  published  in  August 
and  a  supplementary  list  in  September. 

Brittain's  Cove  reported  a  five  day 
school  with  an  enrollment  of  53,  includ- 
ing six  workers.  The  division  by  ages 
was:  Kindergarten  13,  Primary  21  and 
Pioneers  13. 

This  brings  the  grand  total  for  the 
Presbytery  to:  Kindergarten,  486;  Pri- 
mary, 573;  Juniors,  396;  Intermediates, 
260;  workers,  325,  or  a  grand  total  of 
2,040  in   thirty  schools. 

This  was  an  increase  of  four  schools 
and  an  enrollment  of  109  over  the  rec- 
ord for  1953. 


Facts  To  Face 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  needs  $20,897.00  in  receipts 
between  December  1,  1954  and  January  5, 1955,  when  the 
books  close  for  the  year. 

It  will  take  that  much  to  bring  the  financial  condition  of  the  Orphanage 
to  the  same  point  that  it  was  on  January  1 ,  1954.

1 )  During  the  year   the  Cash  Balance  carried  over  from  last 
year  has  been  spent  for  OPERATING  COSTS.    This  balance  was 

$4,897.56. 

2)  During   the   year  it   has  been   necessary   to   BORROW 
$11,000.00  to  meet  OPERATING  COSTS. 

(In     a    normal     year    the   Orphanage  borrows   $5,000   to 
$8,000   in  anticipation   of  the   Thanksgiving  Offering.) 

3)  It  will  cost  $5,000.00  to  meet  December  obligations. 


The  Mountain  Orphanage  has  operated  in  1954  for  approximately  $3,000 
LESS  than  the  approved  spending  budget.  Such  extras  as  have  been  purchased 
in  the  way  of  furniture  or  permanent  equipment  have  come  from  special 
funds  for  that  purpose.

The  need  for  $20,897  during  December  is  apparent  in  the  light  of  these 
facts: 

1 )  The  Churches  of  the  Presbytery  have  given  $4,000  LESS 
to  The  Mountain  Orphanage  in  the  first  eleven  months  of  1954 
than  they  did  in  the  same  period  of  1953. 

2)  Contributions  from  Parents  and  Relatives  of  the  Children 
has  been  $500.00  less  in  1954  than  in  1953,  for  the  same  period. 

3)  Earm  income,  due  to  dry  weather,  etc.,  has  been 
$1,000.00  LESS  in  1954  than  in  1953  for  the  same  period. 

4)  Gifts  from  Individuals,  outside  the  Churches  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, has  been  $2,600.00  LESS  in  1954  than  in  1953  for  the 

same  period.

This  reduction  in  1954  income  of  $8,100.00  accounts  for  the  present 
situation,  resulting  in  the  need  for  $20,897 .00  in  DECEMBER  in  order 
that  the  INCOME  for  1954  shall  equal  the  EXPENSES  of   1954.

MINISTERS  ARE  DISMISSED 
TO  OTHER  PRESBYTERIES 

Three  ministers  were  granted  letters 
of  dismissal  to  other  Presbyteries  to  al- 
low them  to  accept  calls,  except  that  in 
the  case  of  Rev.  Archie  C.  Graham,  the 
final  action  was  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Commission  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work,  after  the  Hazelwood  Church 
has  acted  officially. 

Rev.  John  D.  Smith,  pastor  at  Brevard- 
Davidson  River  congregation  for  five 
years,  asked  dismissal  to  Concord  Pres- 
bytery to  accept  a  call  to  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Morganton.  This  ac- 
tion was  to  be  effective  immediately. 

Rev.  W.  Maynard  Fountain,  Jr.,  pas- 
tor of  the  Malvern  Hills  congregation 
for  a  little  over  four  years,  was  dismissed 
to  Mississippi  Presbytery,  to  accept  a 
call  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Charleston,  Miss. 

Rev.  Archie  C.  Graham,  pastor  of  the 
Bethel  and  Hazelwood  churches,  was 
granted  a  letter  of  dismissal  to  Bethel 
Presbytery  in  South  Carolina,  to  accept 
a  call  to  two  churches  near  Rock  Hill. 
This  action  was  conditioned  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Commission  on  the  Min- 
ister and  His  Work,  after  the  Hazel- 
wood  Church  has  had  an  opportunity 
to  hold  a  congregational  meeting. 

The  Bethel  Church  had  already 
asked  Presbytery  to  dissolve  the  relation-

ASHEVILLE  DISAPPROVES 
PLAN  OF  UNION 

A  sufficient  number  of  Presbyteries  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  have 
declined  to  approve  the  proposed  plan 
of  union  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  A.,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  to 
defeat  the  formation  at  this  time  of  a 
national  Presbyterian  church. 

Asheville  Presbytery  declined  to  ap- 
prove the  plan  of  union  by  a  vote  of 
41  to  31,  in  a  meeting  at  the  West  Ashe- 
ville Presbyterian  Church,  January  18th, 
at  which  time  all  but  two  of  the  con- 
gregations were  represented  by  Ruling 
Elders  and  forty-three  out  of  a  possible 
forty-seven  ministers  were  present.  Two 
of  the  absent  ministers  are  infirm  and 
one  was  on  the  foreign  field. 

The  vote  of  the  ministers  voting  was 
twenty-one  to  twenty  in  favor  of  the 
plan  of  union.  The  vote  of  the  Ruling 
Elders  was  twenty-one  to  ten,  giving  a 
total  vote  of  thirty-one  "for"  and  forty- 
one  "against."

Asheville  Presbytery  met  on  January 
18  at  the  West  Asheville  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  regular  Winter  Meeting 
and  set  April  26  as  the  date  of  the 
Spring  Meeting  to  be  held  at  Montreat. 

Dr.  J.  R.  McGregor,  President  of  the 
Mountain  Retreat  Association,  was 
elected  Moderator,  succeeding  Rev. 
Warren  F.  Thuston,  of  Hendersonville. 

Annual  reports  were  presented  to  the 
body,  but  the  total  of  same  were  not 
available  for  this  issue  of  Our  Moun- 
tain Work.  These  totals  will  be  com- 
piled and  printed  in  the  February  issue. 

Rev.  Daniel  Patrick  McGeachy,  III, 
was  received  from  Westminster  Presby- 
tery, and  a  commission  named  to  install 
him  as  pastor  at  Sylva.

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"THE  CHALLENGE  TO  GO 
AS  A  MISSIONARY" 

By  June  Lamb 

To  go,  two  small  words  with  much  imper- 
ative as  they  are  used  here,  linked  with  a 
challenge. 

Many  of  our  current  trends  of  thought  and 
educational  programs  in  the  church  are  em- 
phasizing the  missionary  characteristics  and  de- 
mands for  every  Christian  life.  For  some 
these  demands  will  constitute  a  call  for  full 
time  service,  and  a  challenge  to  go,  as  a 
delegated  messenger  of  the  news  of  God's  love 
and  concern  for  all  men,  to  the  other  parts 
of  the  world. 

After  we  have  felt  the  call  to  full  time 
service,  we  recognize  the  challenge  to  our 
individual  abilities  in  His  service.  This  means 
we  are  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  world  in 
the  mental,  physical  and  spiritual  aspects,  as 
they  are  expressed  in  divergent  and  complex 
social  systems.  We  see  men  as  whole  beings, 
with  their  physical  and  spiritual  natures  cry- 
ing out  and  yearning  to  be  satisfied  in  some 
measure. 

How  shall   these  needs   be   satisfied? 

In  some  circumstances  we  see  men  who  do 
not  even  know  themselves  as  anything  better 
or  more  than  animals,  due  to  the  ways  in 
which  they  are  seemingly  forced  to  live.  An 
illustration  of  this  may  be  seen  very  vividly 
in  a  portion  of  the  movie  "The  Village  of 
the  Poor"  which  was  filmed  in  India  by  the 
National  Council  of  Churches.  It  is  being  used 
in  our  churches  as  a  part  of  the  World  Mission 
program  with  its  emphasis  on  India.  (This  is 
a  very  excellent  movie.  It  is  not  only  inform- 
ative but  carries  a  very  sincere  message  for  ALL 
Christians.) 

In  many  lands  the  people  do  not  know  them- 
selves as  individuals  with  rights  and  responsi- 
bilities even  on  a  social  level.  They  only 
know  themselves  as  an  integral  part  of  a 
closely  knit  social  or  family  group  that  either 
possesses  them  or  fully  controls  them.  These 
situations  are  found  in  both  Asia  and  Africa 
and  in  areas  where  there  is  a  dominant  Roman 
Catholic  control  over  society,  as  in  Brazil  and 
Portugal. 

In  many  areas  men  do  not  have  an  oppor- 
tunity for  education  even  on  the  lowest  level 
of  reading  and  writing.  When  educational  in- 
stitutions are  made  available  the  most  may 
not  always  be  gained  from  them  due  to  adverse 
social  conditions  under  which  the  educated 
man  seeks  to  make  his  way  in  life.  Much  help 
is  needed  as  men  go  through  the  transition 
from  a  primitive  to  a  modern  social  system. 
This  need  is  evident  in  Africa. 

Then  we  see  as  paramount,  the  spiritual 
needs  of  men  everywhere.  Created  as  man  is 
in  God's  own  image,  his  soul  continually  yearns 
to  satisfy  this  relationship  and  thereby  allow 
man  to  have  eternal  life  and  fellowship  with 
God.  This  yearning  manifests  itself  in  the 
various   religions    throughout    the   world. 

As  Christians  we  know  that  salvation  and 
man's  right  relationship  with  God  comes 
through  the  revelation  of  Redemption  through 
Christ.  In  our  day  only  approximately  one 
third  of  the  world's  population  is  Christian, 
and  we  know  that  it  is  God's  purpose  that  all 
men   might   come   to   Him   through   Christ. 

As  we  survey  the  needs  we  see  many  tasks 
to  be  done  in  helping  men  in  their  earthy 
situations  to  know  themselves  as  children  of 
God,  their  Creator,  Redeemer  and  Father,  who 
seeks   them  through   love. 

Who  will  meet  the  challenge  to  go? 

We  heed  His  call,  recognize  the  challenge  of 
the  needs  of  men  to  our  talents  and  respond 
in  going  wherever  He  leads  us  to  meet  these 
needs.  We  go  as  He  leads  us  to  live  and  work 
with   others,   sharing  life's   experiences   in   such

a  way  that  men  may  know  themselves  as 
individuals  whom  God  loves  and  who  God 
seeks    for   fellowship. 

The  challenge  to  go,  has  come  to  men 
throughout  the  history  of  Christianity,  and  the 
evil  forces  of  society  have  manifested  them- 
selves in  various  ways,  some  of  which  Chris- 
tians have  had  no  little  responsibility  for.  So, 
it  seems  our  attitude  in  responding  to  this 
challenge  to  go  is  not  one  of  pride  nor  one 
of  fear  of  the  great  forces  of  evil,  but  one  of 
positive  assurance  that  we  are  working  with  a 
sense  of  urgency  to  serve  God  in  being  obedient 
to  His  will.  In  no  way  should  the  challenge 
be  a  hope  to  save  ourselves  and  preserve  our- 
selves from  earthly  chaos  in  a  man-made  peace. 

The  challenge  to  go  is  to  our  talents  to 
meet  the  needs  of  man  and  help  him  know 
God's  love  for  him  as  manifested  in  the  incar- 
nation, atonement  and  resurrection  of  Christ, 
His  Son.

ORPHANAGE  LACKED  $3,300 
NEEDED  1954  NEW  INCOME 

While  the  Orphanage  closed  the  year 
1954  with  all  outstanding  bills  paid, 
and  a  balance  of  over  $4,000.00  in  the 
bank,  for  which  there  is  real  gratitude 
to  God  and  to  those  who  were  prompted 
by  Him  to  give  to  this  work,  the  follow- 
ing is  still  true: 

Some  $2,500.00  had  been  set  aside — 
as  planned  for  a  special  fund  for  "Re- 
pairs and  Replacement,"  much  needed 
as  a  reserve,  and  this  had  to  be  used 
for  "Operating  Costs." 

The  cash  on  hand  in  the  Operating 
Fund  was  $800  LESS  at  the  beginning 
of  1955  than  at  the  beginning  of  1954. 

These  two  items  account  for  the  need 
of  $3,300.00  to  make  operating  income 
for  1954  to  be  equal  to  necessary  ex- 
penses and  depreciation  reserve. 

As  soon  as  the  Treasurer's  books  have 
been  audited,  a  fuller  report  will  be 
made. 

Presbytery  granted  a  larger  appropria- 
tion for  1955,  which  will  prevent  this 
situation  repeating  itself  IF  all  other 
sources  of  income  in  1955  produce  as 
much  as  they  did  in  1954. 

Presbyterians  are  urged  to  remember 
The  Mountain  Orphanage,  and  to  give 
generously  through  the  support  of  the 
Benevolent  Budget  of  each  local  congre- 
gation, and  with  over  and  above  desig- 
nated gifts.

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FEBRUARY  27  -  MARCH  6 
NOW    -WORLD  MISSIONS 

February  27-March  6  marks  one  of 
the  most  important  weeks  in  the  cal- 
endar of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  for 
it  is  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial 
for  World  Missions,  a  time  set  aside  by 
the  General  Assembly  when  all  Presby- 
terians take  thought  of  their  responsi- 
bilities toward  men  in  other  lands. 

Our  denomination  now  has  420 
missionaries  serving  in  Africa,  Portugal, 
Mexico,  Brazil,  Ecuador,  Korea,  For- 
mosa, and  Japan,  where  they  are  giving 
their  lives  as  evangelical,  agricultural, 
medical,  educational,  or  industrial  mis- 
sionaries. Almost  4,000  communities 
and  approximately  100,000  congrega- 
tions are  reached  by  their  efforts.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year,  more  than  1,200 
mission  schools  have  enrolled  a  total  of 
45,000  students,  and  13  hospitals  have 
ministered  to  90,000  patients. 

The  operation  of  the  Church  on  such 
a  vast  scale  specifically  spells  out  the 
need  for  funds,  for  people,  and  for 
prayers  from  churches  "back  home." 

"Therefore  said  he  (Jesus)  unto 
them,  The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but 
the  labourers  are  few:  pray  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would 
send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest" 
(Luke  10:2).  EVERY  member  of 
EVERY  Presbyterian  church  can  go 
forth,  either  as  a  missionary  or  through 
your  money  and  prayers  you  send. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  says, 
"Missions  is  not  an  elective  in  the  cur- 
riculum of  Christian  activity.  It  is  not 
a  minor,  nor  yet  just  a  major,  but  a 
maximum  subject.  It  is  an  inescapable 
part  of  being  a  Christian.  Ours  is  the 
compulsion  of  a  common  allegiance,  an 
allegiance  to  the  most  commanding  per- 
sonality that  ever  called  to  the  hearts  of 
men.  This  is  the  mortar  that  holds  our 
spiritual  edifice  together  and  unites  us 
in  our  common  effort  to  make  Him 
known,  honored,  loved  and  exalted  in 
the  lives  of  all  men  everywhere."

On  February  20  Southern  Pres- 
byterians join  with  other  Christians 
around  the  globe  in  a  "Day  of  Prayer 
for  Students  Around  the  World."

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EVANGELISTIC  SERVICES  IN 
SYNOD  APRIL  17  -  22 
Plans  Made  By  Council 

The  Synod's  Council  on  Evangelism, 
through  the  office  of  the  chairman,  has 
announced  assignments  of  men  to 
churches  and  details  of  plans  for  par- 
ticipation in  an  Assembly-wide  program 
in  March  and  April. 

Ministers  of  the  Synod  of  Appalachia 
have  been  assigned  to  churches  in  the 
Synod  of  West  Virginia,  where  services 
will  be  held  from  March  20  -  25,  except 
in  the  case  of  a  few  churches. 

Ministers  of  the  Synod  of  West  Vir- 
ginia have  been  assigned  to  churches  in 
the  Synod  of  Appalachia,  where  services 
are  scheduled  for  April  18  -  22,  except 
in  the  case  of  a  few  churches. 

In  every  case,  no  assignment  is  final 
unless  and  until  a  definite  invitation 
has  been  extended  by  the  host  church 
and  accepted  by  the  visiting  minister. 
Eeach  Minister  is  asked,  however,  to 
allow  a  reasonable  time  for  such  an  in- 
vitation before  making  other  plans  for 
the  week  involved. 

Our  Mountain  Work  carries  this 
month  the  names  of  the  churches  in 
Asheville  Presbytery  that  have  reported 
some  plan  of  evangelistic  effort  that  can 
be  reported  as  "cooperating"  in  the  As- 
sembly-wide effort. 

If  your  church  is  NOT  listed,  and 
you  are  cooperating,  please  write  to 
Chairman  of  Synod's  Council  on  Evan- 
gelism, 26  Church  Street,  and  give  the 
details  of  your  plans.  Also,  write  to 
correct  any  errors  in  the  list. 

The  plan  contemplates,  except  in  un- 
usual cases,  that  the  visiting  minister 
shall  come  without  honorarium,  if  he 
is  serving  on  an  exchange  basis  between 
the  two  synods. 

The  host  church  will  furnish  him 
entertainment,  and  will  report  to  the 
Chairman  of  Synod's  Council  the  total 
mileage,  round  trip,  by  the  most  direct 
highway  route,  from  the  minister's  home 
to  the  church  where  he  is  to  preach. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  of  the 
Snyod  of  Appalachia  will  remit  directly 
to  the  minister,  as  soon  as  possible, 
after  receiving  the  above  information,  a 
check  in  the  amount  of  Seven  Cents 
Per 'Mile,  round  trip.  The  minister  is 
free  to  travel  by  the  most  advantageous 
method  practical  to  him  and  the  church. 

A  reply  postal  will  be  furnished  each 
host  pastor  on  or  about  April  15th, 
on  which  to  report  such  travel  mileage. 
This  will  apply  to  any  minister  serving 
any  cooperating  church,  whether  from 
the  Synod  of  West  Virginia  or  elsewhere, 
except  where  a  minister  travels  a  great- 
er distance  than  from  the  host  church 
to  the  outside  bounds  of  the  Synod  of 
West  Virginia,  the  host  church  will  as- 
sume the  additional  cost.

KNOW  THE  MINISTERS  OF  ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

In  the  Presbyterian  Church  no  ordained  minister  is  a  member  of  a  local  con- 
gregation. He  is  a  member  of  a  Presbytery,  to  which  body  he  is  accountable 
for  his  work  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel. 

The  requirement  of  the  Book  of  Church  Order  regulates  which  Presbytery  he 
shall  join.  An  installed  pastor  must  be  in  the  Presbytery  to  which  his  church 
is  affiliated.  A  minister  engaged  in  work  shall  ordinarily  be  a  member  of  the 
Presbytery  within  whose  bounds  he  labors,  or,  in  the  case  of  work  in  an  educa- 
tional institution,  a  Presbytery  sharing  in  the  support  of  that  institution.  Re- 
tired and  infirm  ministers  may  be  members  of  the  Presbytery  under  whom  they 
performed  their  last  active  ministry,  or  the  Presbytery  within  whose  bounds  they 
are  living. 

Asheville  Presbytery  has  an  unusually  large  number  of  retired  ministers,  many 
of  whom  have  served  as  missionaries  and  now  live  at  Montreat. 

The  total  list  has  reached  43,  compared  with  33  in  1943.  These  43  are  listed 
alphabetically  below,  the  date  being  the  time  of  admission  to  Asheville  Presbytery 
in  their  present  capacity.

Manager  at  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
since  December  1952,  resigned  in  Feb- 
ruary and  plans  to  give  his  full  time 
to  the  carpenter's  trade.

Sometimes  this  is  through  the  re-estab- 
lishment of  the  home  by  one  or  more 
living  parents,  or  the  finding  of  a  home 
with  relatives. 

In  the  case  of  Helen  Price,  who  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Orphanage  fam- 
ily for  a  number  of  years,  an  uncle  and 
aunt  in  the  Sand  Hill  section  of  Bun- 
combe County,  have  received  her  into 
their  home  just  recently. 

Three  children  have  been  received 
recently.  These  are  Carolyn  Ely, 
14,  in  the  8th  grade;  and  two  little  sis- 
ters, Mary  Alice,  7,  and  Margaret  Susan 
Clark,  6,  in  the  2nd  and  1st  grades  at 
school. 

There  has  been  quite  a  bit  of  sick- 
ness since  Christmas,  with  as  many  as 
twelve  being  in  at  one  time  with  flu, 
together  with  quite  a  siege  of  mumps, 
including  a  number  of  children  and  two 
matrons.  One  case  of  chicken  pox  de- 
veloped recently,  and  prompt  steps  were 
taken  to  prevent  its  spread  to  others.

his  family,  after  being  in  Brazil  for 
a  little  over  a  year,  and  plans  to  give 
his  full  time  to  the  work  at  Malvern 
Hills.

DR.  ANDERSON  CALLED  HOME 

AFTER  LONG  ILLNESS 

Former  President,  Montreat 

Rev.  Robert  Campbell  Anderson, 
D.D.,  passed  away  at  his  Montreat  home, 
on  Sunday  morning,  February  20th, 
after  a  long  illness,  and  his  body  was  laid 
to  rest  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  the  following 
Tuesday. 

Dr.  Anderson  became  a  member  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  at  the  time  of  the 
establishment  of  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia, and  for  a  long  while  was  active 
in  the  work  of  the  Presbytery.  He  was 
President  of  the  Mountain  Retreat  As- 
sociation from  1911  until  his  retirement 
in  1947,  and  directed  the  construction 
of  many  of  the  permanent  buildings  at 
Montreat. 

Under  his  leadership  the  Montreat 
Normal  School  was  developed  into  Mon- 
treat College,  and  the  annual  confer- 
ences of  the  agencies  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  brought  thousands  of 
Presbyterians  to  Montreat,  together 
with  outstanding  Christian  leaders  from 
all  over  the  world. 

Mrs.  Sadie  Gaither  Anderson,  who 
survives  him,  supported  him  actively  in 
his  work,  and  the  administration  build- 
ing of  the  College  bears  her  family 
name,  as  she  gave  it  in  memory  of  her 
parents.  He  was  also  survived  by  a 
niece,  Mrs.  Lavillon  Anderson  Wilson  of 
Montreat. 

The  services  at  Montreat  were  con- 
ducted in  Gaither  Chapel  by  Rev.  T.  H. 
Spence,  ThD.,  Curator  of  the  Historical 
Foundation,  and  Rev.  Stanley  L.  Ben- 
nett, Pastor  of  the  Montreat  Church.

We  rather  hoped  that  the  unusual 
would  happen  and  that  Dr.  Foreman 
could  be  counted  a  member  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  for  his  full  term  of  service 
as  a  minister. 

It  was  inevitable  that  he  should  find 
it  a  long,  long  way  to  travel  to  and  from 
Presbytery  meetings,  and  a  conscien- 
tious man  like  Dr.  Foreman  regretted 
sincerely  his  inability  to  attend. 

He  was  ordained  by  Asheville  Presby- 
tery on  September  7,  1921.  He  began 
his  ministry  as  teacher  of  German  and 
Bible  at  Davidson  College,  afterwards 
professor  of  Bible  and  Philosophy  at 
Davidson  and  since  1947  professor  of 
Louisville  Presbyterian  Theologi- 
cal  Seminary. 

In  granting  him  a  letter  of  dismission 
to  Louisville  Presbytery  at  the  April 
meeting,  Asheville  Presbytery  with  sin- 
cere regret  severed  an  official  relation- 
ship of  nearly  34  years.  Longer  than  that 
if  we  count  the  period  of  preparation 
as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  and  stiil 
longer  as  a  member  ol  the  Montrea'.

ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY 

What!  Why!  How! 

Pertinent  Facts  .  .  . 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  was  set  up  as 
one  of  the  first  official  acts  of  the 
Presbytery  when  organized  in  De- 
cember 1897.  It  was  promptly  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  North 
Carolina  to  enable  the  body  to  re- 
ceive and  hold  real  property  for  the 
benefit  and  use  of  the  Presbytery. 

The  first  responsibility  was  to  or- 
ganize and  maintain  Presbyterian 
Churches  within  the  area  of  the 
Presbytery,  including  eleven  coun- 
ties in  southwestern  North  Carolina. 

Before  public  instruction  became 
adequate  to  the  needs  of  many  iso- 
lated mountain  communities  a  num- 
ber of  boarding  schools  were  op- 
erated, notably  at  Robbinsville,  in 
Graham  County,  and  two  schools, 
Morrison  and  Maxwell,  in  Macon 
County,  and  The  Mountain  Orpha- 
nage,  still   in   operation. 

Recently  Asheville  Presbytery  has 
changed  the  duties  of  the  admin- 
istrative officer  of  "Home  Mis- 
sions", formerly  "Superintendent  of 
Home  Missions"  and  to  enlarge  the 
scope  of  the  work.  The  present  in- 
cumbent was  elected  in  1943  as  the 
first  "Executive  Secretary"  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery. 

Many  questions  have  been  asked 
about  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission 
Committee  of  Asheville  Presbytery, 
as  at  present  functioning.  June  is 
an  appropriate  month  to  discuss  this 
work  in  local  church  organizations; 
when  less  special  emphasis  is  given 
to  the  study  of  agencies  of  the  Synod 
or  General  Assembly. 

The  Committee 

At  the  present  time  the  committee 
is  composed  of  twelve  men,  each 
elected  for  a  three-year  term  of  of- 
fice. The  Committee  meets  regu- 
larly on  the  Second  Friday  of  Jan- 
uary, April,  July  and  October,  and 
at  such  other  time  as  is  needed.  The 
term  of  office  of  each  member  ex- 
pires in  January  of  the  year  indi- 
cated. (Ex.  indicates  members  of 
Executive  Committee.)

Committee  in  its  relationships  to 
churches  aided  by  the  committee, 
fields  being  supported  where  there 
is  no  organized  work,  to  aid  such 
churches  in  securing  pulpit  sup- 
plies and  permanent  pastors  when- 
ever vacant,  and  to  advise  with  such 
churches  in  every  practical  way.  It 
is  his  further  responsibility  to  pro- 
pose from  time  to  time  such  new 
fields  of  service  open  to  the  Com- 
mittee within  the  Presbytery. 

In  the  enlarged  work  of  the  "Ex- 
ecutive Secretary"  falls  the  pro- 
motion of  such  programs  and  ac- 
tivities as  the  Presbytery  may  ap- 
prove in  connection  with  the  total 
work  of  the  Church.  This  includes 
the  editing  of  OUR  MOUNTAIN 
WORK,  which  goes  monthly  to  over 
3,000  Presbyterian  families  in  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery. 

Specific  duties  include: 

Central  Treasurer  of  Benevolences, 
which  received  in  1954  $111,000.00  from 
the  churches  and  disbursing  same  to  the 
causes   of  the   church. 

Treasurer  of  The  Mountain  Orphanage, 
which  includes  the  handling  of  trust  funds, 
as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as 
well  as  the  $45,000.00  annual  operating 
costs,  and  serving  as  Secretary  of  The 
Mountain  Orphanage,  Inc. 

Treasurer  of  The  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee, with  an  annual  budget  of  ever 
$30,000.00,  and  serving  as  Secretary  of 
the    Committee. 

Treasurer  of  The  Religious  Education 
Committee  of  the  Presbytery. 

Office    Staff 

With  the  assistance  of  one  paid 
Secretary,  whose  duties  are  largely 
that  of  keeping  financial  records, 
this  work  is  carried  on,  and  one  half 
the  cost  of  the  office  is  paid  to  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  by  The 
Mountain  Orphanage. 

Salary  Supplements 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Presbytery 
that  every  Church  shall  be  fully 
self-supporting  in  the  payment  of 
their  pastor's  salary.  This  is  ob- 
viously   impossible    for    many 


churches.  In  such  situations,  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  supple- 
ments amounts  paid  locally  to  give 
the  minister  a  reasonable  salary. 

The  present  salary  basis  for  a 
"full  time"  ordained  minister  is  $3,- 
600.00  and  a  manse,  except  that 
where  a  seminary  student  is  enter- 
ing his  first  pastorate,  the  salary  is 
$3,300.00  annually,  with  a  guaran- 
teed increase  of  $150.00  annually  for 
two  years,  until  he  is  receiving  the 
$3,600.00. 

Some  fields,  where  "full-time" 
basis  is  impossible  or  impractical, 
there  are  arrangements  for  pulpit 
supply  or  the  ministry  of  an  unor- 
dained  seminary  student. 

The  fields  included  in  the  1955 
budget,  on  the  basis  of  a  total  of 
$13,970.00  total  aid,  are:

Bethel:  Served  on  "student  basis"  for 
one  year  by  Henry  Hope,  in  residence  for 
"clinical  year". 

It  is  a  matter  of  interesting  record 
that  almost  every  chuch  in  the  Pres- 
bytery, has  since  the  organization  in 
1897,  been  a  recipient  of  aid  as  out- 
lined above  from  The  Committee 
for  a  longer  or  shorter  period. 
New  Work 

The  Committee  is  anxious  to  see 
new  work  started  by  local  churches, 
where  there  is  opportunity.  The 
most  recent  project  of  this  kind  is 
the  Grace  Covenant  Church,  now 
"self-supporting"  in  that  they  are 
paying  the  full  salary  of  their  min- 
ister.

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ARDEN  PRESBYTERIANS  BUILDING  NEW  PLANT 

The  new  Fellowship  Hall,  first  unit  of  the  proposed  new  plant  of  the  Arden 
Presbyterian  Church  (extreme  right  in  picture  below)  was  completed  and  occu- 
pied last  November  on  a  site  about  five  miles  south  of  the  Asheville  city  limits 
on    the    Hendersonville    highway.

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The  church  financed  this  unit  at  a  cost 
of  some  $18,000  through  a  loan  that  was 
fully  underwritten,  but  felt  it  best  to  stop 
construction  at  this  point.  But  when  op- 
portunity arose  to  sell  the  present  build- 
ing, erected  in  1944,  to  a  newly  organized 
Baptist  Church  in  the  Arden  area,  the 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  group  de- 
cided to  sell  and  erect  another  unit  of 
the  new  plant. 

Construction  has  started  on  the  educa- 
tional section  (center),  which  will  tem- 
porarily furnish  a  sanctuary,  as  some  par- 
tition walls  will  be  left  out,  giving  a 
seating  space  for  some  170  people.  When 
the  permanent  sanctuary  is  completed  this 
will  become  four  class  rooms.  Two  other 
large  classrooms  are  included  in  the  unit 
under  construction. 


This  building  program  is  made  possible 
by  the  receipt  of  $9,000.00  from  the  sale 
of  the  old  plant,  a  gift  of  $2,500  from  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  Gen- 
tral  Assembly.  A  loan  is  being  sought 
from  the  Board  to  finance  pews,  lighting 
and  heat  for  the  new  building.  It  is  hoped 
to  have  the  use  of  the  new  unit  within 
eight   weeks. 

The  building  is  of  colonial  sand  finished 
brick  with  a  variegated  composition  roof. 
B.  P.  Waddell  heads  the  building  com- 
mittee, with  W.  E.  Hawes,  B.  S.  Haynes, 
E.  R.  Justice,  and  John  C.  Ward.  J.  Ber- 
tram King,  Asheville,  is  the  over-all  archi- 
tect, and  the  picture  shown  herewith  is 
his  sketch  of  the  finished  total  plant.  H.  M. 
Rice  and  Sons,  Weaverville  are  erecting 
the  building.  Rev.  R.  A.  Potter  is  pastor 
of   the    Arden   Church.

IF  YOU  CAN  HELP 

Lately  we  have  had  lots  of  people  to 
ask  us  "What  do  you  need?"  Our  needs 
are  very  similar  to  any  normal  family, 
cnly  we  just  need  more  of  it.  It  was 
suggested,  recently,  that  we  make  a  list 
cf  seme  cf  these  things  to  be  printed  in 
Our  Mountain  Work.  There  is  the  pos- 
sibility that  seme  cne  may  have  just 
what  we  need  stored  in  their  attic  cr 
basement  and  would  really  like  for  it  to 
be   used. 

Do  you  have  a  good  hot  plate  that 
you  are  through  with?  We  could  use 
several  of  these — especially  during  sick- 
ness when  the  Housemother  needs  hot 
water  for  sterilizing,  hot  water  bottles, 
compresses,  etc.  Also  we  could  use  an 
electric  refrigerator  on  the  upstairs  hall. 
Our  kitchen  refrigeraticn  is  adequate — 
but  again  during  sickness  it  would  be 
helpful  to  be  able  to  get  ice  for  ice 
packs,  etc.  (especially  during  the  night) 
without  having  to  arouse  the  kitchen 
staff. 

Other  things  that  could  be  used 
nicely:  mirrors  to  hang  over  chest  of 
drawers — this  need  especially  for  the  Big 
Boys  Dormitory;  small  writing  desk; 
shoe  racks;  small  radio  or  end  tables; 
supply  cabinet;  linens  of  all  kinds;  buf- 
fets for  the  Dining  Room — we  have  two 
(Id  cnes  in  the  Dining  Rocm  now  but 
they  have  about  served  their  usefulness. 
There  is  also  need  for  study  tables  for 
the  Big  Girls  bedrooms  (  something  that 
would  be  large  enough  for  two  girls  to 
use) .  One  Circle  has  already  planned 
to  get  study  tables  for  the  Big  Boys 
rooms.

(The  Arden  Church 
assumed  the  full  salary  of  their  minister 
on  January   1,   1955.) 

To  Grace  Covenant,  to  aid  in  their  debt 
retirement. 

To  Franklin,  to  aid  in  the  erection  of 
an  Educational  Building. 

To  Murphy,  to  aid  in  the  erection  of 
an   Educational  Building.

Sources  of  Income 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  neither  asks 
for  nor  receives  any  Supplementary 
offering  during  the  year. 

The  Churches  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery give  through  the  Central  Treas- 
urer to  "Regular  Benevolences".  He 
in  turn  remits  a  definite  percent  of 
such  gifts  to  Presbytery's  Home 
Missions.  This  is  ALL  that  any 
church  gives  normally.  A  few  small 
sums  are  received  from  churches 
and  individuals. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
on  the  basis  of  an  annual  appropri- 
ation grants  the  Committee  an 
amount  equal  to  one  half  of  the 
amounts  paid  on  the  salary  of  the 
Executive  Secretary  and  the  min- 
isters serving  "Home  Mission" 
churches.  This  is  paid  on  a  "re-im- 
bursement  basis"  for  amounts  ac- 
tually paid  by  the  Committee.  The 
amount  received  in  1954  amounted 
to  $8,343.95. 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  pays 
monthly,  a  sum  equal  to  one  half 
of  actual  disbursements  for  the  Of- 
fice Secretary's  Salary  and  the  nor- 
mal operating  cost  of  the  office.  In 
1954  this  amounted  to  $1,724.78. 

Gifts  from  time  to  time  from  in- 
dividuals and  from  certain  Belk 
stores  in  Western  Carolina,  usually 
for  specific  use,  will  supplement  this 
income. 

The  basis  on  which  the  Presbytery 
ordered  the  division  of  "Regular  Be- 
nevolences" will  in  1955  produce  a 
maximum  of  $20,000.00. 

The  maximum  appropriation  from 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  will 
provide    $11,000.00. 

One  half  the  office  cost,  reim- 
bursed by  the  Orphanage  will  prob- 
ably reach   $1,700.00. 

"Regular  Benevolences" 

All  of  this  points  to  the  fact  that 
the  very  life-blood  of  Home  Mis- 
sions in  Asheville  Presbytery  lies  in 
gifts  of  local  churches  to  "Regular 
Benevolences". 

Whether  the  Committee  will  have 
the  margin  for  expansion  and  new 
work  depends  upon  this  one  source 
of  income.

POTTER  ACCEPTS  CALL  TO 
MURPHY  PASTORATE 

Rev.  Robert  A.  Potter,  pastor  of  the 
Arden  Presbyterian  Church,  for  the  past 
five  years  planned  to  ask  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery on  May  13th  for  permission  to 
resign  at  Arden  and  accept  a  call  to  the

Mr.  Potter  and  his  family,  wife  and 
two  boys,  plan  to  move  to  Murphy  the 
last  of  the  month,  where  he  will  suc- 
ceed Rev.  Frank  O.  Brown,  who  resigned 
the  pastorate  there  in  1954  to  study  in 
Scotland  for  two  years. 

For  the  last  several  months  Rev.  C. 
W.  Solomon  has  been  supplying  the 
Murphy  pulpit  and  several  weeks  ago 
closed  an  evangelistic  meeting  there 
when  nineteen  were  received  on  Pro- 
fession of  Faith.  In  many  ways  the  Mur- 
phy church  has  shown  substantial 
growth  since  going  to  full  self  support 
a   few  years  ago.

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BLACK  MOUNTAIN  LAUNCHES 
BUILDING  PROGRAM 

On  May  18,  the  Black  Mountain  Pres- 
byterian Church  held  its  Loyalty  Banquet 
at  the  new  Owen  High  School  cafeteria. 
With  approximately  75%  of  the  families 
represented  at  the  banquet,  a  financial 
campaign  was  launched  to  raise  $75,000.00 
toward  the  erection  of  a  new  sanctuary. 
Under  the  direction  of  Elders  Frank  Wade 
and  Harry  Barkley,  it  is  hoped  that  this 
amount  will  be  raised  by  the  133  families 
who  attend  the  Black  Mountain  Church 
through  pledges  for  three  years.  The  en- 
thusiasm of  the  church  members  gives 
hope  that  our  goal  will   be   reached. 

The  present  sanctuary  was  built  in  1914 
and  has  been  a  familiar  land-mark  to 
Presbyterians  visiting  Montreat.  Through 
the  years  the  congregation  has  grown  until 
the  present  sanctuary  can  no  longer  seat 
those  who  gather  for  worship.  The  seating 
of  worshipers  on  the  front  steps  has  be- 
come a  familiar  sight.  Also,  the  frame 
edifice  is  showing  signs  of  decav.  In  light 
of  this,  a  piece  of  property  was  purchased 
several  months  ago  immediately  adjoining 
the  present  church  property  to  the  north 
on  Montreat  Road,  at  a  cost  of  $8,600.00. 

The  congregation  hopes  to  build  a 
gothic  type  sanctuary  which  will  meet 
the  needs  of  our  own  and  coming 
generations. 

The  Black  Mountain  Presbyterian 
Church  is  the  church  home  of  the  Moun- 
tain Orphanage.  The  56  children  attend 
quite  regularly,  and  45  of  them  have  made 
a  profession  of  faith  through  the  Holy 
Spirit's  use  of  the  ministrations  of  this 
church.  The  Presbyterians  of  Black  Moun- 
tain feel  close  to  these  children,  and  hope 
that  through  the  enlargement  of  their 
plant,  that  they  may  more  effectively  meet 
their  needs  so  that  they  may  grow  into 
stronger  Christian  citizens.

ifV^jjXbytery  authorized  the  action  and  provided  for  a  special  meeting  early  in 
September  to  consider  same. 

Each  of  the  four  major  "Boards"  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  six  of  the 
seven  agencies  of  the  "General  Fund" 
were  asked  to  submit  budget  needs  for 
1956  to  do  the  work  that  the  General 
Assembly  had  said  ought  to  be  done. 

Contributions  toward  the  support  of 
the  American  Bible  Society  and  of  the 
four  inter-denominational  church  agen- 
cies are  set  by  the  Assembly. 

The  total  of  all  these  amounts  is  then 
distributed  to  each  Synod  on  a  three- 
fold basis:  The  numerical  strength  of 
the  Synod,  the  amount  the  Synod  gave 
over  a  period  of  three  years  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  Causes  and  the  total  gifts 
of  the  Synods  to  all  causes. 
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PRESBYTERY  ENDORSES  THE 
PROGRAM  AT  ORPHANAGE 

Plans  Made  For  Promoting 
1956  Benevolent  Needs 

Asheville  Presbytery  adopted  unani- 
mously a  report  made  by  Dr.  C.  Grier 
Davis  which  commended  The  Moun- 
tain Orphanage  and  the  leadership  of 
Harry  E.  Barkley  in  holding  the  home 
to  its  present  level  of  operations,  and 
emphasized  the  need  of  larger  gifts  to 
benevolences  for  the  benefit  of  other 
causes  in  the  budget. 

The  work  of  the  Sub-Committee  on 
Budget,  under  Rev.  Paul  F.  Warren  was 
also  endorsed  in  the  program  of  "Every 
Church  Canvass"  whereby  this  commit- 
tee is  visiting  every  church  in  the  Pres- 
bytery to  present  the  total  benevolent 
needs  of  the  denomination.

FIFTY  AT  ORPHANAGE  FOR  HOME  COMING  JUNE  12TH 

(Editor's  Note:  A  very  close  friend  of  The  Mountain  Orphanage,  who  lived  for  many  years 
on  the  campus,  was  present  at  this  meeting  and  wrote  the  article  at  the  request  of  Harry  E. 
Barkley,  Superintendent.  She  will  have  to  be  known  only  as  "G.  I'.  M,"  which  is  somewhat  of  a 
backward  way  to  do  things.) 


Christmas  Bells  had  not  long  been 
silent  before  plans  were  in  the  making 
for  the  second  Home  Coming  at  The 
Mountain  Orphanage,  the  first  having 
been  held  January  28,   1954. 

June  12  of  this  year  was  a  gala  day 
for  "old  grads,"  the  present  household 
and  some  former  staff  members  who 
gathered  at  the  big  house  on  the  hill 
for  a  day  of  fine  fellowship  and  an 
excellent  covered  dish  luncheon  in  the 
gymnasium.  It  was  gratifying  to  see  so 
many  of  the  "boys"  and  "girls,"  young 
and  older,  about  fifty  in  number,  in- 
cluding their  children,  who  wanted  to 
return  for  a  visit  to  the  home  which 
had  sheltered  them  in  their  early  years. 
One  of  the  girls,  with  husband  and  three 
children  made  a  round  trip  of  1,400 
miles  to  be  present,  coming  from  Eau 
Gallie,   Florida. 


There  were  veterans  of  the  last  war 
and  one  young  airman  still  in  service, 
such  fine  men,  successful  in  their  re- 
spective callings,  responsible  citizens 
taking  their  places  in  community  and 
world  affairs.  It  warmed  the  heart  lo 
see  the  "little  girls'"  of  a  few  years  ago 
now  dignified,  poised  matrons,  nothing 
dismayed  by  the  vicissitudes  through 
which  they  had  passed,  with  confidence 
and  courage  for  the  future.  It  was  good 
to  see  these  men  and  women  with  their 
fine  children  and  to  know  that  the 
homes  they  have  established  are  found- 
ed upon  Christian  p,  inciples. 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  see  how  proud 
were  the  men  who  had  found  that  the 
Mountain  Orphanage  girls  were  the  best 
wives    in    the    world    and    to    see    their

On  the  basis  of  this  action,  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia  was  asked  to  contribute 
$400,382  to  the  support  of  the  Assem- 
bly's work. 

Synod's  Causes 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia,  meeting  on  June 
29th,  considered  the  needs  of  agencies  looking 
only  to  the  Synod  for  support,  and  a  reason- 
able share  in  the  support  of  two  theological 
seminaries,  to  whose  boards  of  trustees  the 
Synod  elects   trustees. 

The  amount  for  the  Committee  on  Christian 
Education  was  set  according  to  a  budget  pre- 
sented  to  the  Synod  and  approved  for  1956. 

The  amount  for  King  College  was  set  at 
10%  of  the  total  to  be  asked  for  all  causes 
in    the   Synod    in    1950. 

The  amount  for  Church  Extension  (new 
this  year)  was  set  on  the  basis  of  a  budget 
proposed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Synod  on 
this    cause. 

The  amount  for  Theological  Seminaries  was 
set  at  a  reasonable  amount  based  on  previous 
gifts  to  these  institutions.  Each  l'resbytery  was 
to  determine  how  it  would  be  divided  between 
the    seminaries. 

The  Synod  assigns  these  totals  to  the  Pres- 
byteries on  the  following  basis:  Knoxville 
Presbytery  40%;  Holston  Presbytery  25%; 
Abingdon  Presbytery  20%;  and  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery   15%. 

Presbytery'?    Causes 

Asheville  Presbytery  has  three  agencies  for 
which  the  Presbytery  is  exclusively  responsible. 
These  are  Presbytery's  Home  Mission  Commit- 
tee, The  Mountain  Orphanage,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education  (of  the  Pres- 
bytery) . 

Each  of  these  three  causes  submits  annually 
a  spending  budget  for  approval  by  the  Pres- 
bytery. The  budgets  are  printed  in  the  Min- 
utes of  the  Presbytery.

CULLOWHEE  STUDENT  WORK 

PLANS  NEW  BUILDING 

The  annual  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Christian  Education,  made  to  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia,  June  29,  1955, 
included  a  report  of  work  within  the 
bounds  of  Asheville  Presbytery. 

Rev.  D.  P.  McGeachey,  III,  pastor  of 
the  Sylva  Church,  is  serving  the  Pres- 
byterian Students  at  Cullowhee,  and 
under  his  leadership  plans  are  under 
way  to  erect  a  $5,000  rustic-lodge  type 
of  building  for  use  of  the  students,  and 
for  an  outpost  Sunday  School.  The 
Synod  included  $1,000  in  their  budget 
for  this  building. 

Any  additional  gifts  toward  this 
project  which  will  serve  the  needs  of 
students  and  Presbyterians  living  in  the 
Cullowhee  community  will  be  appre- 
ciated. Pastors  or  others  who  know  of 
Presbyterian  students  planning  to  enter 
WCC  in  the  fall,  please  notify  Rev.  D.  P. 
McGeachy,  III,  P.  O.  Box  818,  Sylva, 
N.  C. 

The  report  stated,  in  part: 

"Western  Carolina  College,  Cullowhee,  N.  C, 
is  a  state  supported  co-educational  institution. 
1(  has  a  graduate  department  offering  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  Education.  At 
present  the  college  has  approximately  1,000 
students. 

"Originally  there  were  few  Presbyterians  at 
W.  C.  C.  However,  there  are  at  present  ap- 
proximately 60  such  students  enrolled  for  the 
1954-55  season,  and  the  number  will  likely  in- 
crease with  the  next  year.  Of  these  20  -  30 
could  be  called  active  participants  in  the  meet- 
ings and  programs  of  the  Westminster  Fellow- 
ship. This  organization  existed  for  a  time  by 
meeting  with  the  Wesley  Foundation  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Cullowhee.  There  is  no 
Presbyterian  Church  there,  but  the  Sylva  Church 
is  seven  miles  away  and  its  former  pastor,  Rev. 
Robert  R.  Collins,  gave  considerable  time  and 
energy    to   student   work. 

"After  his  departure  in  the  fall  of  1954,  the 
work  was  carried  on  by  Dr.  Quinn  Constantz, 
a  Deacon  of  the  Sylva  Church,  and  Professor 
of  Health  and  Physical  Education  at  Western 
Carolina.  Dr.  Constantz  has  been  the  guiding 
influence  and  incentive  behind  the  group 
throughout  the  last  term.  Rev.  D.  P.  McGeachy, 
III,  came  in  March  to  (he  pastorate  of  the 
Sylva  Church  and  has  been  participating  in 
the  work  since. 

"The  Presbyterian  Students  at  Cullowhee 
have  been  having  regular  Tuesday  evening 
meetings  at  the  college,  with  guest  speakers, 
or  programs  arranged  by  the  group  themselves. 

"The  group  has  been  saving  money  from 
its  treasury  to  build  a  rustic-lodge  type  struc- 
ture in  which  to  hold  Sunday  School  and 
church  services  for  themselves  and  for  the 
Presbyterian  children  of  the  Cullowhee  com- 
munity, and  also  their  evening  Fellowship 
meetings  and  group  discussions.  The  students 
plan  to  provide  labor  themselves  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  a  building,  feeling  that  a 
meeting  place  of  their  own  will  give  them  an 
equal  footing  with  other  denominations  and 
enable  the  work  to  go  forward  more  intensely 
in   the  future."

PRESBYTERY

A  special  meeting  of  the  Presbytery 
will  be  called  in  September  to  consider 
a  specific  budget,  which  it  is  estimated 
will  ask  for  $110,000  in  "undesignated 
gifts"  through  local  church  budgets  dur- 
ing 1956. 

A  proposed  manual  for  the  Presbytery, 
which  is  to  be  mailed  each  minister  by 
July  20th  by  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, Dr.  R.  E.  McClure,  will  probably 
be  studied  in  detail  at  this  special  Sep- 
tember meeting. 

Upon  motion  of  Dr.  Davis,  the  Pres- 
bytery adopted  an  overture  to  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia  asking  that  body 
to  refer  all  matters  relating  to  the  estab- 
lishing of  a  "home  for  the  aged"  to 
local  presbyteries  to  be  handled  on  a 
"state  line"  basis.  At  the  same  time 
the  Moderator  was  asked  to  appoint  a 
special  committee  to  study  the  position 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  and  what  could 
be  done  for  this  cause  within  the 
Presbytery. 

Rev.  George  N.  Clayman,  Oak  Forest, 
was  elected  Moderator,  and  Dr.  H.  B. 
Dendy  was  named  Temporary  Clerk  to 
serve  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Clayman  at 
this  meeting  of  the  Presbytery. 

The  body  which  enrolled  thirty-eight 
ministers  and  ruling  elders  from  twenty- 
two  of  the  thirty-tAvo  churches  voted 
to  hold  the  next  regular  meeting  at  Oak 
Forest  Church  on  October  11th.

J.  E.  Wilson,  a  former  Sunday  School 
teacher,  will  charge  Mr.  Frye  at  the 
time  of  his  ordination. 

Rev.  Robert  R.  Collins,  of  Barium 
Springs,  and  formerly  a  member  of  the 
Asheville  First  Church,  will  deliver  the 
charge  to  the  congregation.  Dr.  R.  E. 
McClure,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Presbytery,  will  preside  and  offer  the 
ordination  prayer.  Rev.  Thomas 
Sproule,  Asheville  First,  and  Rev.  Wm. 
R.  Klein,  Black  Mountain,  seminary  fel- 
low students  with  Frye  at  Union  Sem- 
inary, and  the  Session  of  the  Mills 
River  Church  will  complete  the  Com- 
mission. 

Mr.  Potter,  who  moved  to  Murphy  on 
July  1st,  after  Presbytery  had  dissolved 
the  relationship  at  Arden  at  a  special 
meeting  on  June  13th,  will  be  installed 
on  July  31st,  by  a  commission  composed 
of  Rev.  J.  C.  Neville,  Andrews,  Rev. 
Bryan  Hatchett,  Franklin,  Rev.  Robert

Presbytery  heard  reports  of  the  in- 
stallation of  Rev.  Benjamin  F.  Ormand 
at  Brevard  on  June  26th,  by  a  commis- 
sion composed  of  Rev.  Paul  F.  Warren, 
Chairman,  Dr.  J.  R.  McGregor,  who 
preached  the  sermon  and  Forrest  Gard- 
ner of  Hendersonville.

Montreat  College  has  been  in  the  benevo- 
lence budget  of  Asheville  Presbytery  for  twenty- 
five  years  or  more.  The  Presbytery  sets  an 
amount  equal  to  that  allotted  to  King  College, 
and  usually  one  half  of  the  total  asked  by  the 
Synod  for  this  cause. 

The  Sub-committee  on  Budget  of  the  Pres- 
bytery is  asking  the  Presbytery  to  include  a 
special  fund  that  will  enable  them  more  ade- 
quately  to  promote  the  stewardship  work  of 
the   1'resbvterv.    This  will   be  new  in   1956, 


The  Final  Askings 

After  the  careful  consideration  of  Assembly, 
Synod  and  Presbytery,  the  final  figures  are 
calculated  as  a  TOTAL  of  the  sums  indicated 
above. 

The  Presbytery  takes  into  consideration  cer- 
tain sources  of  funds,  other  than  through  the 
normal  gifts  of  the  Presbytery. 

In  the  case  of  The  Mountain  Orphanage, 
the  experience  of  past  years  indicates  that  ap- 
proximately one  fourth  of  the  annual  needs 
is  met  by  gifts  from  the  Duke  Endowment, 
parents  and  relatives  of  children  at  the 
Orphanage,  interest  on  invested  funds,  farm 
sales,    individual    gifts,    etc. 

In  the  case  of  Presbytery's  Home  Mission 
Committee,  an  annual  appropriation  from  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  a  share  in  the  cost  of  operating 
the  office  of  the  Executive  Secretary,  met  by 
The  Mountain  Orphanage,  totals  approximate- 
ly one  third  of  the  annual  budget. 

The  remainder  of  this  amount  must  be 
raised   in   one  of   two   wavs. 


Designated   Gifts 

Six  "Supplementary  Offerings"  are  asked  by 
the  General  Assembly  and  approved  by  the 
Synod  and  Presbytery.  Each  congregation  is 
urged  to  give  their  members  the  opportunity 
to  share  in  these  offerings.  One  "Supplementary 
Offering"  is  asked  by  the  Presbytery,  together 
with  the  request  that  each  Church  School 
designate  one  offering  a   month,   for   this  cause. 

It  should  be  noted  that  two  thirds  of  the 
approved  benevolence  agencies  of  the  budget 
do  not  receive  a  regular  supplementary  offering. 

From  time  to  time  interested  groups  and 
individuals  give  to  one  or  more  of  these  causes. 
These  gifts  are  always  in  addition  to  all  other 
sources  of  income.  They  constitute  a  part  of 
the  "designated  gifts"  and  with  gifts  from  "out- 
side" sources  will  apply  to  the  total  budget 
needs  or  "Askings"  for  Presbytery,  Synod  of 
Assemblv  Causes. 


Undesignated  Gifts 

It  is  evident  that  the  larger  part  of  the 
needs  of  the  agencies  must  be  met  through 
"Budget  Giving,"  and  remitted  as  "Undesig- 
nated  Benevolences.' 

A  careful  stud  of  Asheville  Presbytery  re- 
veals: 

The  total  need  for  all  causes  as  represented 
by  the  Benevolence  Askings  or  approved  bud- 
gets in  1956  will  be  $170,000. 

Of  this  amount  approximately  $36,500  will 
be  received  in  "Supplementary  Offerings"  and 
$23,000  from  "outside"  sources,  or  a  total  of 
$59,500   from   both   sources. 

This  leaves  $110,500  to  be  raised  through 
"budget  giving,"  if  the  Presbytery  is  to  reach 
a    100%    goal. 


Basis  of  Division 

Because  two  thirds  of  the  causes  in  the  total 
Benevolence  Budget  do  not  receive  any  "Sup- 
plementary Offering,"  it  is  evident  that  the 
division  of  these  "undesignated  gifts"  must  be 
on  a  basis  that  will  protect  the  interest  of 
every   cause  on  a   fair  and   equitable   basis. 


HALF  YEAR  BENEVOLENCE 
REPORT  FOR  1955 

Contributions  from  churches  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  are  approximately  25% 
ahead  of  the  same  date  in  1954  for 
total  gifts. 

Designated  gifts  are  about  $200.00  less 
than  in   1954  but  "Undesignated  Gifts" 
lor  division  among  all  causes  shows  an 
increase  of  nearly  $9,000.00. 
funds    on    hand    at    least   monthly,    and 

Churches  have  been  asked  to  remit 
most  congregations  follow  this  plan.  Re- 
ceipts since  January  1,  1955,  grouping 
all  receipts  from  local  church  organiza- 
tions in  one  sum,  show: 


For  this  reason,  it  has  been  the  policy  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  for  a  number  of  years  to 
approve  at  the  January  meeting  of  each  year 
a  percentage  basis  of  distribution.  This  basis 
is  established  in  the  light  of  actual  receipts 
for  the  preceding  year;  and  protects  the  inter- 
ests of  every  cause  in  the  Budget. 


Every  Member  Canvass 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Every  Member 
Canvass  is  to  give  every  member  of  every 
church  the  privilege  of  worshipping  God  with 
his  money,  and  sharing  in  the  advancement 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  through  the  program 
of    his    Church. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  no  Presbyterian 
can  give  intelligently  unless  he  is  informed  of 
the   needs. 

It  is  equally  evident  that  no  Presbyeerian 
will  give  proportionately  unless  he  is  faced  with 
the  needs  of  ALL  the  agencies  of  his  Church. 

Such  a  program  cannot  be  promoted  over- 
night. It  must  be  planned  well  in  advance, 
promoted  in  prayer  and  devotion  and  carried 
out  in  the  spirit  of  consecration  as  a  true 
"spiritual  service." 


"It's  Time  Now" 

To  this  end  the  General  Council  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  has  prepared  an  eight  page  bro- 
chure under  the  title,  "It's  Time  Now.'"  This 
offers  a  tentative  "Time  Schedule"  for  the 
preparation  and  carrying  out  of  the  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass,  set  by  Assembly  action  for  No- 
vember 6,   1955. 

The  first  date  on  the  schedule  is  July  1st. 
If  your  church  has  not  already  done  so,  It's 
Time  Now  to  name  a  Director  for  your  1955 
Canvass.  "The  Pastor,  in  consultation  with 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Session,  or  a  simi- 
lar Committee  of  the  Board  of  Deacons,  should 
select    the    Director." 


Every  Church  Canvass 

The  Sub-Committee  on  Budget,  of  Asheville 
Presbytery,  is  following  a  plan  successfully  car- 
ried forward  in  Memphis  Presbytery,  and  is 
asking  each  Session  and /or  Board  of  Deacons 
to  permit  them  to  sit  down  and  discuss  the 
benevolence  needs  of  the  Church,  and  the  local 
responsibility   therefor.

Too  Broadminded 

Henry  Smith  Leiper  recently  declared 
that  some  American  Christians  have  be- 
come almost  too  broadminded  in  help- 
ing every  good  cause  but  their  own 
churches.  Everybody,  he  said,  has  to  be 
a  citizen  of  some  particular  state  and 
every  Christian  needs  to  be  in  a  par- 
ticular church.  "Some  good  causes,"  he 
said  pointedly,  "appeal  to  all  citizens, 
but  we  alone  support  our  own  Christian 
mission  projects."  Last  year  Congrega- 
tionalists  (his  church)  increased  their 
home  and  foreign  mission  gifts  by  31 
cents  per  person  but  they  gave  88  cents 
per  capita  "for  causes  only  remotely  con- 
nected with  the  Christian  faith  and  its 
varied  ministries." — Editorial,  Presby- 
terian Outlook,  July  25,  1955. 

An  Observation  From  1921 

A  certain  Presbytery  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  was  reported  to 
have  written  ministers  serving  "home 
mission  churches"  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  pay  them  the  full  salary  due 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Each  man  was 
asked  "to  take  a  cut"  in  salary  for  work 
already  done. 

In  the  largest  city  of  the  Presbytery, 
it  was  shown  by  investigation  that  Pres- 
byterians had  contributed  40%  of  the 
total  received  in  the  "Community 
Chest,"  enough  to  have  enabled  the 
Presbytery's  Home  Mission  Committee 
to  have  paid  all  salary  deficits  and  had 
a  substantial  balance  for  new  work. 

Rickels  For  missions 

"At  present  our  American  Church 
members  contribute  an  average  of  less 
than  a  nickel  a  week  for  the  Christian 
mission  abroad.  God  can  use  even 
nickels,  but  he  can't  do  much  with  the 
people  who  give  only  nickels.  He  can't 
use  the  American  churches  for  his  mighty 
works,  if  their  devotion  is  measured  in 
such  small  change.  But  he  could  do 
wonders  with  Christians  who  really 
cared."  —  From  this  revolutionary 
faith,  by  Floyd  Shacklock,  quoted  in 
review  of  book,  Presbyterian  Outlook, 
July  25,  1955. 

Pennies  For  Benevolences 


Statistics  are  sometimes  embarrassing. 

The  earned  income  of  the  Pres- 
byterians of  Asheville  Presbytery  in 
1954,  based  on  government  income  esti- 
mates, was  at  least  $10,000,000. 

The  total  gifts  of  Presbyterians  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  in  1954  for  the 
Benevolences  of  the  Presbytery,  Synod 
and  General  Assembly  was  $120,178. 

This  is  an  average  of  1.2  cents  out  of 
every  dollar  of  income  for  the  Benevo- 
lences of  the  churches  to  which  these 
7,489  Presbyterians  belong. 


DR.  DAVIS  AT  ASHEVILLE  1ST 
SINCE  MAY  15,  1938

(We  asked  Mr.  Smith  on  the  staff  of  the 
Asheville  Times  and  a  Ruling  Elder  of  the 
Asheville  First  Church  to  write  the  article  ap- 
pearing below. — Editor's  Note.) 

In  June  of  this  year,  the  Rev.  C. 
Grier  Davis,  Th.D.,  D.D.,  completed  his 
17th  year  as  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Asheville. 

On  May  15,  1938,  Dr.  Davis  preached 
his  first  sermon  here,  taking  as  his  text, 
Romans  8:28:  "And  we  know  that  all 
things  work  together  for  good  to  them 
that  love  God,  to  them  who  are  the 
called  according  to  His  purpose,"  a 
verse  that  has  served  as  his  text  for 
his  anniversary  sermon  each  year. 

He  was  installed  as  pastor  on  June 
12,  1938. 


Dr.  Davis 

Dr.  Davis  came  to  Asheville  from  Nor- 
folk, Va.,  where  he  was  a  recognized 
leader  in  the  religious  life  of  the  com- 
munity, a  role  he  quickly  established  in 
Asheville. 

An  eloquent  speaker  and  a  consecrat- 
ed Christian,  Dr.  Davis  has  ministered 
faithfully  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  his 
congregation  and  his  community,  prov- 
ing a  worthy  successor  to  his  late  prede- 
cessor, the  beloved  Dr.  Robert  F.  Camp- 
bell. 

A  native  of  Wilmar,  Ark.,  Dr.  Davis 
graduated  from  Davidson  College,  of 
which  he  is  a  trustee,  and  received  his 
graduate  training  in  theology  at  Prince- 
ton Theological  Seminary  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond. 

He  was  ordained  by  Pine  Bluff  Pres- 
bytery in  1931. 

Dr.  Davis'  record  as  pastor  of  First 
Church  is  evidenced  not  only  by  the 
esteem  and  affection  with  which  he  is 
regarded   by  members   of  his   congrega- 


TEN  DOLLARS  FROM  FIRST 
EARNED  INCOME 

It's  a  bit  too  long  to  go  into  details, 
and  a  bit  too  personal  to  reveal  details

His  great  aunt  died  after  a  long  ill- 
ness, and  a  donation  was  sent  to  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  —  "In  Lieu  of 
Flowers."

No,  he  is  not  from  Asheville  Presby- 
tery.    Not  even  from  North  Carolina.

He  has  been  actively  associated 
with  the  work  of  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage and  is  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Mountain  Retreat  As- 
sociation. 

In  addition  to  his  membership  on  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Davidson  College, 
Dr.  Davis  is  a  trustee  of  King  College 
and  is  one  of  two  representatives  from 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  to  the 
Lord's  Day  Alliance.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  board  of  annuities  and  relief  of 
the  General  Assembly. 

Dr.  Davis  will  attend  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.A.,  in  1956  as  a  representative  from 
the  Southern  church.

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1955  ORPHANAGE  COSTS 
EXCEEDS  NEW  INCOME 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  has  lived 
within  its  approved  "spending  budget" 
for  the  first  seven  months  of  1955  by 
a  margin  of  over  $4,000.00. 

On  the  other  hand  the  income  during 
the  same  period  has  lacked  $3,000.00  of 
meeting  actual  disbursements,  and

The  Mountain  Orphanage  was  op- 
ened in  a  four  room  cottage  in  1904 
and  has  been  at  its  present  location  since 
1922.  It  was  founded  by  Dr.  R.  P.  Smith 
and  Dr.  R.  F.  Campbell  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  Home  Mission  Committee 
of  the  Presbytery.

1956  BENEVOLENCES  GOAL 
SET  FOR  $148,874 

The  Churches  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
will  be  asked  to  underwrite  a  benevo- 
lence program  in  1956  with  a  total  of 
$158,874  for  all  causes  of  Assembly, 
Synod  and  Presbytery,  of  which  approxi- 
mately $112,000  they  are  asked  to  raise 
through  local  budget  giving. 

The  total  represents  the  full  askings 
for  Assembly  Causes,  all  causes  of  the 
Synod,  except  that  the  amount  the 
Synod  set  for  higher  education  was  to 
be  shared  equally  between  Montreat 
College  and  King  College. 

The  amounts  for  Presbytery's  Causes 
are  based  on  actual  budget  needs,  with 
allowances  for  funds  from  other  than 
the  benevolent  gifts  of  the  Churches. 
One  new  item  was  added  in  the  Pres- 
bytery for  $1,500.00  to  be  expended  by 
the  Council  for  promotion. 

In  the  four  page  supplement  in  this 
issue  of  Our  Mountain  Work  is  a 
complete  list  of  causes,  Assembly,  Synod 
and  Presbytery,  with  the  amounts  set 
for  each,  as  their  share  of  the  $148,874 
total.  Some  brief  summary  of  the  nature 
of  each  cause  is  given,  together  with 
pictures  to  illustrate  most  of  them. 

Asheville  Presbytery  has  approved 
"percentage"  goals,  based  on  the  amount 
each  church  spends  for  "Current  Ex- 
penses,"  with  a  minimum  of  20%   for

FOR  THE  WHOLE  CHURCH 

The  annual  recognition  of  "Rally 
Day"  gives  special  emphasis  to  the  work 
of  Christian  Education  in  the  local  con- 
gregation and  in  the  General  Assembly. 

Programs  in  local  church  schools 
usually  include  "promotion  exercises" 
when  advances  are  made  for  the  chil- 
dren to  the  next  higher  class  or  de- 
partment. 

The  General  Assembly  asks  that  each 
church  receive  a  "supplemental  offer- 
ing" at  this  season  for  Christian  Edu- 
cation, as  conducted  by  the  Assembly's 
Board.  The  Rally  Day  offering  helps 
in  the  support  of  the  general  program 
throughout  the  Assembly. 

In  1954  the  book  stores  and  publish- 
ing departments  of  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education  showed  gross  income  of 
$1,800,000.00  and  made  possible  the  use 
of  .1210,000  to  supplement  the  gifts  of 
the  churches  for  the  work  of  Christian 
Education. 

The  gifts  of  the  churches  totaled 
$397,332  in  1954.  Of  this  total  $20,725.00 
came  from  the  Synod  of  Appalachia  and 
$2,896.00  from  Asheville  Presbytery.  The 
Rally  Day  offering  in  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery in  1954  totaled  $1,045.

Most  of  the  pictures  used  have  a  local 
significance  or  special  interest: 

Board  of  World  Missions — Rev.  Walter 
Baldwin,  former  pastor  in  Brevard,  is  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Presbytery,  now  stationed  in  Japan. 

Board  of  Church  Extension— The  Arden 
Church  is  one  of  many  aided  in  the  construc- 
tion  of  adequate   buildings. 

Board  of  Christian  Education — The  Kinder- 
garten Class  at  the  Kenilworth  Church  illus- 
trates the  educational  program  made  possible 
and  sponsored  by  the  Assembly. 

Board  of  Women's  Work — An  illustration  of 
the  result  of  this  work  is  the  Group  Meeting 
held   at    Hayesville   in    1955. 

Howerton  Hall  is  a  dormitory  for  Montreat 
College  and  houses  guests  to  Montreat  during 
the    conference    season    each    summer. 

Mrs.  R.  T.  Coit  is  in  charge  of  the  record 
room  of  the  Historical  Foundation,  at  Mon- 
treat, where  histories  prepared  by  women  of 
local  churches  are  deposited. 

The  rack  of  Bibles  is  in  regular  use  at  the 
Mills  River  Church,  and  made  possible  by  the 
American   Bible   Society. 

The  Franklin  Church  is  now  a  self-support- 
ing congregation  because  of  the  active  support 
for  many  years  by  the  Presbytery's  Home  Mis- 
sion Committee. 

Recent  pictures  of  a  group  of  children  at 
The  Mountain  Orphanage  and  of  the  Mon- 
treat College  Choir  illustrate  the  work  of  these 
institutions. 

Pictures  of  buildings  suggest  the  ministry  of 
the  one  co-educational  college  owned  by  the 
Synod,  and  of  the  two  theological  seminaries, 
of  which  the  Synod  has  partial  control  through 
elected    trustees. 

The  picture  under  "Stillman  College,"  the 
only  educational  institution  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  Negroes,  located  at  Tuscaloosa, 
Ala.,  shows  an  armless  student  of  the  col- 
lege, Philip  Rushing,  Cruger,  Miss.,  receiving 
an  award  for  the  highest  scholastic  attainment 
in   Freshman   Bible. 


CHURCH  SCHOOL  CLINICS 
FOR  PRESBYTERY 

Rev.  I.  M.  Ellis,  Regional  Director  of 
Christian  Education,  of  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia,  is  holding  a  series  of 
Church  School  Clinics  in  local  churches 
of  the  Presbytery  during  September  and 
October. 

Already  four  have  been  held  at  Swan- 
nanoa, Black  Mountain,  West  Asheville, 
and  Kenilworth.  Others  scheduled  are 
Oak  Forest,  Sept.  26-27;  and  in  October, 
Andrews,  1,2;  Brevard,  8,9;  Murphy, 
12,13;  Franklin  either  17,18  or  24,25; 
Mills  River,  19,20;  Hendersonville, 
22,23;  Grace  Covenant  29,30.  One 
school  in  November  on  the  5,6  will  be 
at  Asheville   First. 

The  clinic  is  a  method  whereby  a 
church  school  is  able  to  evaluate  its 
present  program  and  plan  for  improve- 
ments. If  time  allows,  it  deals  with  all 
the  organizations  and  departments  of 
the  Church  school,  their  expanded  ses- 
sions, through  the  week  activities  and 
the  like. 

Two  general  meetings  are  held  on  each 
of  the  two  evenings.  The  officers  and 
teachers  and  helpers,  members  of  the 
Christian  Education  Committee,  presi- 
dents of  adult  classes,  pastor  and  super- 
intendents are  expected  to  be  present 
both  nights. 

Conferences  scheduled  during  the 
second  day  are  planned  for  department- 
al workers.  A  full  and  free  discussion  of 
recommendations  highlight  the  second 
evening,  with  an  inspirational  note  and 
the  viewing  of  the  filmstrip,  "The 
Growing  Teacher."

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ORPHANAGE  BUYS  TRACTOR 
FOR  FARM  SERVICE 

Tractors  have  a  way  of  wearing  out, 
particularly  when  they  are  used  con- 
stantly for  seven  or  more  years. 

Tractors,  with  the  farm  equipment 
which  goes  with  them,  have  a  way  of 
increasing  the  yield  of  farms  and  de- 
creasing the  costs  at   the  same   time. 

Such  has  been  the  history  of  an  old 
tractor  that  faced  a  complete  overhaul 
job  at  considerable  cost,  so  as  to  make 
it  possible  to  farm  economically  at  The 
Mountain   Orphanage. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Orphanage  trustees  faced  this  need  right 
at  the  time  of  harvesting  valuable  crops. 
They  also  faced  the  fact  that  the  "reserve 
fund  for  depreciation  and  replacement" 
on  the  farm  had  been  used  up  to  pay 
current  bills. 

They  ordered,  therefore,  that  a  new 
tractor  with  complete  equipment  be 
purchased.  The  total  cost  was  $3,500.00. 
Allowance  was  made  for  the  old  tractor 
and  equipment  (getting  a  different 
make  rendered  the  old  parts  unusuable 
on  the  new  machine)  so  that  the  net 
CASH  cost  was  $1,800.00. 

A  number  of  friends  said  it  was  an 
excellent  buy.  This  was  possible  through 
a  generous  trade  with  a  local  dealer, 
but  it  still  cost  money  that  was  not 
on  hand,  and  had  to  be  borrowed,  to 
take  advantage  of  a  "cash  discount." 

Visit  the  Orphanage  and  see  how  the 
boys,  under  Mr.  Frye  and  Mr.  Barkley, 
make  the  new  tractor  really  pay  off. 

It  is  hoped  that  special  gifts  and  the 
response  at  Thanksgiving  will  be  of 
sufficient  margin  to  meet  this  added 
emergency  cost.

year.  Receipts  from  churches  and  from 
parents  and  relatives  of  children  are 
substantially  higher  in  1955,  accounting 
for  a  much  better  financial  condition 
than   last  year. 

The  home  is  being  operated  within 
the  approved  spending  budget  for  1955, 
and  the  total  cash  disbursements  have 
been  reduced  $3,500.00  from  the  same 
period  of  1954. 

The  estimate  of  Thanksgiving  needs 
in  cash  is  set  for  $11,500  to  "provide  cur- 
rent income  sufficient  to  meet  the  actual 
cash  disbursements  and  provide  a  nom- 
inal reserve  fund  against  future  depre- 
ciation and  replacement  costs. 

Mrs.  C.  D.  Thomas  reported  on  the 
work  of  the  home  in  relation  to  the 
care  of  children.  She  illustrated  by 
reference  to  two  children.  A  boy  in  the 
home  now  and  his  needs,  because  of 
home  conditions,  and  quoted  his  teach- 
ers in  support  of  the  boy's  definite  im- 
provement in  classroom  grades  and  at- 
titudes. 


HELPFUL  GIFTS  ADD  TO 

Several  vacancies  have  been  created 
here  during  the  past  few  months  when 
some  of  our  children  have  been  able 
to  return  to  their  people  with  the  re- 
establishment  of  the  home,  also  by  two 
graduating  from  High  School.  We  have 
added  six  new  children  to  our  family 
since  vacation  time.  Leroy  Beck  came 
to  us  from  Hendersonville.  He  is  just 
a  little  fellow  and  will  be  in  the  first 
grade  at  school.  (He  is  a  brother  to 
Clifford  and  Eddy  Beck  who  have  been 
with  us  for  some  time.) 

Robert    Myers    is    from    Brevard.    He 
will  soon  be  eight  years  old  and  is  in 
the    third    grade    this    year, 
a  beginner  at  school,  came  to  us  from 

Mary  Jane  Guthrie,  six  years  old  and 
the  Banardsville  section  of  Buncombe 
County. 

Frances,  James  and  Thomas  Nolen 
are  from  Madison  County.  Frances,  a 
pretty  little  brunette,  is  seven  years  old, 
fames  is  eleven  and  Thomas  is  nine. 
James  and  Thomas  are  red  heads. 

We  have  recently  been  given  an  elec- 
tric drinking  fountain,  which  has  been 
installed  in  the  hallway  of  the  main 
building  just  outside  the  dining  room. 
This  is  a  very  helpful  and  useful  gift 
for  which  we  are  grateful.  It  is  a  popu- 
lar place  right  at  the  moment — seems 
that  everybody  stays  so  thirsty!  It  is 
so  nice,  especially  when  the  children 
come  in  from  the  playground  or  from 
work,  to  be  able  to  get  a  nice  cool  drink 
so  handily. 

The  Orphanage  has  also  been  given 
bedspreads,  one  for  each  child's  bed, 
and  some  much  needed  mattresses.  The 
bedspreads  were  made  possible  through 
the  influence  of  several  women  of  the 
Asheville  First  Presbyterian  Church;  the 
mattresses  through  the  interest  and  in- 
fluence of  the  Kenilworth  Presbyterian 
Women    of    the    Church.

Carolyn  Hope 
Pressley,  one  of  our  tenth  grade  girls, 
is  one  of  the  majorettes  with  the  newly 
organized  Owen  High  School  Band. 
They  will  probably  be  performing  at. 
the  football  games.

FIRST  REUNION  MORRISON  ALUMNI  IN  FORTY  YEARS 

A  group  of  thirty-five  former  students  of  the  old  Morrison  School  for  Girls 
met  at  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  S.  Gray,  in  Macon  County,  on  Sunday,  August 
28,  1955,  for  the  first  reunion  in  forty  years. 

Nineteen  of  the  group  were  former  students  of  the  school  opened  by  the  Home 
Mission  Committee  of  Asheville  Presbytery  in  1911  with  Rev.  J.  Q.  Wallace  as 
principal  and  an  initial  enrollment  of  twenty  boarding  students  (girls)  and 
twenty-five  day  students. 

The  school  continued  to  operate  until  1926,  by  which  time  the  public  school 
system  reduced  the  need  of  a  private  school.  At  that  time  Asheville  Presbytery 
accepted  the  offer  of  Dr.  R.  C.  Anderson,  president  of  the  Montreat  Normal 
School,  whereby  the  Montreat  institution  agreed  to  meet  the  needs  of  any  girl 
who  would  otherwise  have  been  enrolled  at  Morrison,  and  the  Presbytery  placed 
the    Montreat    School    in    the    Benevolence  Budget,  in  the  place  of  Morrison. 

Rev.  I.  Q.  Wallace,  the  principal  at  the  Morrison  School,  and  former  pastor  of 
the  Morrison  and  Franklin  Churches  spoke  to  the  group.  Mr.  Wallace  is  retired 
and  living  in  Macon  County.

PRESRYTERY  ADOPTS  MANUAL 
AS  ORGANIZATION  BASIS 

At  a  called  meeting  on  September  5, 
1955,  Asheville  Presbytery  adopted  a 
new  manual  that  sets  up  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  body  according  to  recent 
changes  in  the  Assembly,  and  outlines 
the  duties  of  various  committees  and 
officers. 

The  new  manual  is  twenty-five  pages, 
mimeographed,  and  is  to  be  used  for 
at  least  a  year  before  being  printed  in 
permanent  form.  A  corrected  mimeo- 
graph copy  will  be  available  at  the  fall 
meeting  of  the  Presbytery  at  the  Oak 
Forest  Church,  October  11th,  and  by 
vote  of  the  Presbytery  the  Manual  will 
go  into  effect  January  1,  1956. 
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DIRECTORS  ARE  NAMED  FOR 
CAMP  AND  CONFERENCE 

Rev.  George  N.  Clayman,  pastor  of  the 
Oak  Forest  Church,  and  director  Camp 
Hope  for  pioneers,  in  1955,  was  named 
j  director  of  this  camp  for  1956.  The  camp 
is  held  in  June  of  each  year,  and  has 
been  at  Camp  Hope  in  Haywood  County 
for  a  number  of  years.  It  is  for  ages 
12-14,   inclusive. 

Rev.  Thomas  Sproule,  associate  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Ashe- 
ville, was  named  director  of  the  1956 
Senior  High  Conferences,  for  young  peo- 
ple fifteen  and  older.  He  was  co-direc- 
tor with  Rev.  Paul  F.  Warren,  pastor 
at  Grace  Covenant,  in  1955.  The  con- 
ference will  be  at  Montreat  in  June  of 
next  year.

The  "Pledge" 
is  not  the  underwriting  of  a  budget,  but 
rather  the  dedication  of  "substance" 
through  the  channel  of  the  Church,  and 
in  proportion  to  the  ability  of  the  mem- 
ber. 

The  Every  Member  Canvass  is  the 
time  for  the  Deacons  of  the  church  to 
"develop  the  grace  of  liberality  in  the 
members  of  the  church"  (Book  of 
Church  Order)  ,  not  for  the  puspose  of 
raising  the  budget  but  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  member. 
For  this  reason,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Deacon  to  see  that  "every  member"  is 
included  in  the  Canvass. 

The  Benevolence  Needs  (see  insert 
OUR  MOUNTAIN  WORK,  September, 
1955)  of  the  entire  Presbytery,  plus  the 
needs  for  the  support  of  local  congre- 
gations, together  with  the  building  needs 
throughout  the  entire  Presbytery,  are 
NOT  beyond  the  ability  of  7,500  mem- 
bers of  33  churches  in  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery. 

God  has  graciously  blessed  this  group 
with  a  total  income,  annual  basis,  of 
well  over  $10,000,000,  if  United  States 
Government  estimates  of  income  can  be 
applied. 

In  1954  the  total  gifts  of  the  Churches 
of  the  Presbytery  amounted  to:

For  Church-wide  Benevolences  120,178

This  is  LESS  than  half  a  tithe  of  an 
income  of  $10,000,000.

The  Thanksgiving  Offering  for  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  normally  produces 
about  20%  of  the  operating  income  of 
the  home,  for  each  year. 

It  is  imperative  that  an  accumulated 
"depreciation  reserve"  built  up  prior  to 
1955  be  restored  and  that  all  operating 
costs  for  the  year  be  met  in  full.  This 
will  take  approximately  $11,000.  The 
approved  budet  for  the  year  is  $48,000 
for  1955. 

In  September  about  half  of  the 
churches  of  the  Presbytery  had  repre- 
sentatives at  a  special  meeting  when  they 
learned  the  essential  facts  about  the 
home.  These  representatives  were  asked 
to  return  to  their  churches  and  tell 
others  what  they  had  learned. 

Thanksgiving  Envelopes  have  been 
printed  and  were  distributed  to  churches 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  on  Oc- 
tober   11th. 

A  series  of  "Bulletin  Briefs"  have  been 
mimeographed  for  use  in  local  church 
bulletins.  .  Extra  copies  are  available 
froh  the  Superintendent  or  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary.  It  is  the  hope  that  every 
church  with  a  weekly  bulletin  will  carry 
one  of  these  statements  each  week  from 
October  16th  through  November  20th. 

Orphanage  Week  will  be  observed  by 
many  churches  from  November  14th  to 
20th,  with  an  ingathering  of  food  and 
clothing  on  the  20th.  It  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Asheville,  to  have  an  "Orphanage  Tea" 
on  the  afternoon  of  Monday  preceding 
Thanksgiving,  with  "Open  House"  all 
day  to  receive  contributions  of  money, 
food  and  clothing. 

Some  churches  continue  to  place 
boxes  in  local  stores,  inviting  gifts  of 
merchandise  from  customers.  This  is 
usually  done  during  "Orphanage  Week", 
the  gifts  assembled  on  the  Monday  be- 
fore Thanksgiving.  Upon  request  of 
Harry  E.  Barkley,  at  the  orphanage, 
these  gifts  are  picked  up  at  some  central 
place.  Printed  cards,  inviting  such  con- 
tributions, are  available  at  the  orphan- 
age or  the  office  of  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary, 26  Church  Street,  Asheville. 

There  is  urgent  need  that  a  Commit- 
tee of  every  church  take  active  leader- 
ship to  see  that  certain  things  are  done. 

If  your  church  had  a  representative  at 
the  September  meeting  at  the  Orphan- 
age, be  sure  that  one  of  those  takes  the 
lead.

The   expenses   incidental   to    the   promotion   of    the   offering   and   of   the 

work  of  the  Capital  Gifts  Committee  amounted   to  $313.06.  leaving  a  net 

of  $1,220.70,  held  in  trust  bv  the  Home  Mission  Committee  for  future  use. 

Forty   Percent   of   die    1955    offering  will  be   added   to    this   balance,   less 

the  expense  incidental   to  promoting  this   offering. 

When  a  thorough  survev  of  Asheville  Presb\terv  and  the  needs  of  the 
chuches  for  'Capital  Investments''  (Buildings,  property  and  equipment  for 
existing  and  proposed  churches  i  has  been  determined.  Then — the  funds 
on  hand  will  be  available  for  a  number  of  purposes: 

1 — The  Capital  Gifts  Committee,  appointed  by  Asheville  Presbytery, 
and  composed  of  twelve  laymen,  will  inform  die  Presbytery  what 
these  total  needs  are.

Sixty  Percent  of   die   1954   offering  amounted   to   $2,437-00. 

This  was  added  to  similar  gifts  from  other  Presbyteries  of  the  Assembly 
and  provided  a  fund  of  approximately  $142,000.  There  were  81  requests 
for  a  total  of  $426,275  placed  before  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  for 
aid  from  a  fund  one   third  of  this  amount. 

The  amount  on  hand  was  divided  as  equitably  as  possible.  In  Asheville 
Presbytery   the  Arden  Church  received  a  grant  of  $2,500.00. 

The  goal  for  diis  offering  throughout  the  church  was  $375,000,  but  aid 
could  be  granted  onh  according  to  the  total  gifts  of  the  people.

IN  16  CHURCH  HOMES 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  in  Ashe- 
ville  Presbytery  is  one  of  sixteen  such 
homes  operated  by  Southern  Presby- 
terians throughout  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

An  interesting  article  in  the  Novem- 
ber issue  of  the  PRESBYTERIAN  SUR- 
VEY, entitled  "Our  1,779  Children" 
should  be  read  by  every  Presbyterian. 
It  will  help  to  point  out  the  purpose 
and  plan  of  a  church-related  "home" 
for  needy  children.  One  of  the  illustra- 
tions is  a  group  of  boys  at  The  Moun- 
tain  Orphanage. 

In  another  picture  is  Harry  E.  Bark- 
ley  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  superin- 
tendents of  these  homes,  held  at  the 
Presbyterian  Home  for  Children  of  the 
Synod  of  Alabama,  located  at  Talla- 
dega. 

The  largest  home  is  Thornwell  Or- 
phanage, Clinton,  S.  C.  The  article 
does  not  state  that  this  home  is  owned 
by  the  combined  synods  of  South  Caro- 
lina,  Georgia   and  Florida. 

The  second  and  third  largest  are  at 
Barium  Springs  (for  the  synod  of  North 
Carolina)  and  Hugo,  Oklahoma  (sup- 
ported by  the  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion, as  a  part  of  the  work  for  Indians)  . 

Alabama,  Arkansas,  Kentucky,  Okla- 
homa (with  the  aid  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  General  As- 
sembly) ,  Tennessee,  Virginia  and  West 
Virginia  each  supports  a  home  as  a 
synod. 

The  home  in  Missouri  is  supported 
jointly  by  the  Presbyterian  Synods,  U.  S. 
and  U.  S.  A.,  of  the  state,  and  the  synods 
of  Texas  and  Oklahoma  unite  in  the 
support  of  a  home. 

Each  Presbytery  in  the  Synod  of  Ap- 
palachia  has  a  separate  home  for  which 
they   are   responsible: 

Abingdon  —  Abingdon  Presbyterian 
Children's  Home,  Foster  Falls,  Va. 

Asheville  —  The  Mountain  Orphan- 
age. Black  Mountain,  N.  C. 

Knoxville  —  B  a  c  h  m  a  n  Memorial 
Home,  Cleveland,  Tenn. 

Holston  —  Grandfather  Home  for 
Children,  sponsored  as  a  part  of  the 
Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Association,  with 
the  joint  support  of  Concord  Presby- 
tery in  the  Synod  of  N.  C. 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  cares  for 
more  children  per  thousand  in  the  sup- 
porting constituency  than  any  other 
home   in    the   General   Assembly. 

The  ratio  for  the  Presbyteries  of  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia  are  Asheville,  4.8 
children  for  each  1,000  members  is  7.5; 
in  Abingdon  Presbytery  4.7  children;  in 
Holston  (based  on  the  joint  membership 
of  Holston  and  Concord)  4.2  children 
and  in  Knoxville,  8.8  children. 

The  ratio  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  is  1.8,  for  the  combined  Synods 
of  Georgia,  Florida  and  South  Carolina 
is  2.2  and  for  Virginia  is  1.1.

BARKLEY  FOOTBALL  REFEREE 

FOR  TWENTY-NINE  YEARS 

Harry  E.  Barkley,  better  known  to 
readers  of  OUR  MOUNTAIN  WORK 
as  the  Superintendent  of  The  Mountain 
Orphanage,  was  named  president  of  the 
North  State  Football  Officials  Associ- 
ation, which  has  a  membership  of  about 
250. 

As  a  football  coach  and  referee  he 
has  maintained  membership  in  this  as- 
sociation since  1933,  his  last  official 
eame  being;  the  Asheville-Gastonia  con- 
test  on  November  4th. 

Mr.  Barkley  assisted  as  referee  while  a 
student  at  Erskine  College,  Due  West, 
S.  O,  and  has  continued  while  coach- 
ing at  Troutman  and  afterwards  at 
Barium  Springs  in  Iredell  County.  He 
served  at  Barium  .  Springs  from  1938 
until  he  came  to  be  superintendent  of 
The  Mountain  Orphanage  in   1947. 

His  experience  as  a  coach  in  football 
and  basketball  has  been  of  great  assist- 
ance to  the  teams  from  the  Black  Moun- 
tains schools  and  now  of  the  Owen  High 
school  which  draws  on  the  orphanage 
for  a  number  of  players  each  year. 


PROGRAM  ENDORSED 

Much  has  been  said  in  recent  years 
of  the  large  percent  of  the  benevolence 
dollar  in  Asheville  Presbytery  being 
spent  for  the  support  of  The  Mountain 
Orphanage. 

Asheville  Presbytery  appointed  a 
committee  some  months  ago  to  care- 
fully study  the  facts  related  to  the  sup- 
port of  this  home,  and  then  unani- 
mously adopted  the  committee's  report 
which  fully  endorsed  the  work  being 
done. 

As  benevolence  contributions  increase 
for  all  causes,  the  relative  amount  for 
The  Mountain  Orphanage  decreases, 
even  though  the  actual  cost  increases 
through  the  years. 

Presbytery  voted  hearty  approval  of 
the  administration  of  Harry  E.  Barkley 
and  his  staff  of  workers,  and  urged  that 
the  work  at  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
be  maintained  at  the  present  level. 

A  part  of  this  support  has  always  in- 
cluded a  generous  Thanksgiving  Offer- 
ing. It  usually  amounts  to  about  one 
fourth  of  the  annual  needs  of  the  home 
which  for  1955  will  total  almost  $48,550, 
the  approved  spending  budget  for  the 
year. 


1955    BUDGET    NEEDS  AT 

MOUNTAIN  ORPHANAGE 

Members  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
should  know  what  the  financial  stand- 
ing of  The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  for 
1955. 

Asheville  Presbytery  approved  a 
spending  budget  for  1955  in  the  amount 
of  $48,550,  including  $325.00  per  month 
to  be  set  aside  for  "depreciation  reserve." 

This  would  be  $40,463  for  ten  months. 

Actual  disbursements,  PLUS  the  de- 
preciation reserve  would  total  only 
$36,992,  thus  the  total  cost  is  well  within 
the  "spending  budget". 

The  cash  income  for  the  same  period 
has  been  for  the  same  period  has  been 
only  $29,097.82.  For  this  reason  it  has 
been  necessary  to  use  all  accumulated 
"depreciation  reserves"  for  operating 
costs  and  then  to  borrow  an  additional 
SI, 000.00.

Her  letter  follows: 

"It  is  a  disappointment  to  me  not  to

"I  am  thinking  of  our  'Big  Boys'  who 
have  scattered  in  recent  years.  I'm  sure 
that  they  too  would  like  to  go  'Home' 
this  afternoon. 

"Many  of  them  are  far  from  home 
and  the  homeland  at  present.  They  are 
very  dear  to  me. 

"It  may  interest  you  to  know  that  we 
have  a  goodly  number  in  the  service, 
both  in  the  Army  and  Navy.

We  have 
had  them  stationed  in  Alaska,  Hawaii, 
Japan,  Korea,  Okinawa,  Guam  and 
Germany. 

"Johnny  Nichols  is  glad  to  be  back 
from  Alaska  now.  Grady  Holt  had  a 
vacation  last  summer  after  flying  over 
the  Pacific,  even  as  far  as  Formosa  and 
back.  He  is  now  in  Hawaii  and  writes, 
'We  are  flying  practically  every  day.' 
Dean  Nichols  wrote  from  Okinawa  last 
year:  'I  am  teaching  Sunday  School  to 
the  kiddies  around  here  up  at  the 
Chapel  now,  and  need  my  good  Bible. 
So  if  it's  no  trouble  to  send,  please  send 
it  to  me.' 

"Harold  Mcintosh  write  from  Ger- 
many, 'We  are  getting  along  fine  over 
here.  Have  been  right  busy  for  the  last 
couple  of  months.  The  weather  has 
been  most  wonderful  for  training.

Ten  churches  did  not  remit  any  Rally 
Day  offering  by  the  time  this  record 
was  compiled.  Seventeen  churches  had 
sent  in  at  least  a  partial  amount  of  their 
Church  Extension  offering. 

The  total  for  Rally  Day  exceeds  the 
offering  for  1954  by  68  percent,  or  an 
crease  of  $539.00. 

The  total  for  Church  Extension, 
which  is  recognized  as  only  partial  at 
this  date,  is  about  $3,000  LESS  than  the 
total  for  1954. 

The  amounts  received  for  Church  Ex- 
tension have  been  credited,  Sixty  Per- 
cent to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
and  Forty  Percent  to  the  Capital  Gifts 
Program  of  Asheville  Presbytery.

Fluent  in  eight  languages,  he  has

From  A  Letter 

The  Moderator  of 
The  General  Assembly 

(Addressed  to  Ministers) 


November  23,   1955. 

Dear  Brethren; 

The  General  Assembly  of  our 
Church  has  directed  that  in  1956 
special  emphasis  be  given  to  Chris- 
tian Family  Life  and  to  Christian 
Higher  Education  as  a  part  of  our 
Forward  with  Christ  Program. 

Our  Church  through  its  program 
of  Family  Education  and  Higher 
Education  seeks  to  continue  the 
orderly  development  of  Christian 
faith  and  character  from  infancy 
through  the  crucially  formative  col- 
lege years.  ...

New  Hymnal  Published  For 

Four    Denominations 

The  publication,  in  October,  of  the 
new  hymnal  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.,  United  Presbyterian 
Church  and  Reformed  Church  marks 
the  culmination  of  five  years  of  joint 
labor. 

The  volume  contains  576  pages  with 
600  hymns,  including  a  number  of 
metrical  psalms,  musical  responses  and 
hymns  for  every  need  in  public  worship. 
There  are  67  unison  and  responsive 
readings,  and  a  number  of  "Aids  to 
Worship"  including  selected  prayers, 
the  Ten  Commandments,  The  Lord's 
Prayer,  The  Nicene  and  the  Aposlte's 
Creed. 

The  entire  volume  is  completely  in- 
dexed for  maximum  usefulness,  and 
should  find  a  wide  and  practical  value 
for  public  and  private  worship.  Aside 
from  a  complete  table  of  Contents  in 
the  front  of  the  volume  there  are  37 
pages  of  indexes  in  the  back,  including 
a  topical  index  of  subjects,  first  lines  of 
hymns,  metrical  and  alphabetical  index 
of  tunes,  an  index  of  scriptural  allu- 
sions and  indexes  of  authors  and  sources 
as  well  as  composers  and  arrangers.

OF  100%  BENEVOLENCES 

Asheville  Presbytery  approved  a  goal 
of  $85,000  for  gilts  in  1955  through 
"Undesignated  Benevolences",  and  rec- 
ognized that  it  would  take  a  total  of 
$95,000  to  meet  all  Presbytery  needs  and 
the  full  askings  for  Synod  and  Assembly 
causes.
